DRAMA  OF  FEDERATION 

The  curtain  has  been  rung  down  on  the 
last  act  of  the  state  convention  of  1915, 
the  footlights  have  blinked  out,  and  actors 
and  audiences  have  returned  home.  All 
dramatic  technique  and  principles  were 
used  to  buffet  through  the  most  intense- 
ly interesting  Federation  drama  ever 
staged.    The  curtain  was  lowered  on  sus- 
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An  invitation  for  the  state  convention  of 
1916  was  received  from  Mrs.  Brown  of  Pa- 
cific Grove,  who  asked  that  it  be  held  at 
Del   Monte. 
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687  Market  St.,  San  Francisco 
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pense,  climax  and'  continuity  developed 
to  the  nth  power :  on  scenes  replete  with 
elemental  niceties  of  tragedy  and  comedy, 
motions,  emotions,  and  commotions ;  and 
with  most  participants  wrought  to  that 
thrilling  moment  of  fainting  propensit)^ 
in  which  they  gasped — "Even  though  I 
die  tomorrow,  I  have  helped  to  defeat  a 
quintet  of  amendments  today."  (Shakes- 
peare, or  somebody,  forgive  us). 

It  was  a  big  Drama  with  a  splendid 
Director.  No  one  can  forget  that  quiet, 
self-possessed  little  woman  who  stood 
valiantly  hour  after  hour  upholding  the 
dignity  of  Federation,  or  her  strong, 
heartfelt  message  delivered  as  she  figura- 
tively stepped  out  of  office  and  virtually 
surrendered  the  gavel  to  other  hands. 

Mrs.  Palmer's  sweetness,  courage,  dig- 
nity and  effective  presiding,  under  most 
exasperating  circumstances,  are  factors 
which  we  are  proud  to  mention.  There 
was  pandemonium  to  be  sure — who 
wants  a  convention  to  snore — but  it  was 
a  parliamentary  pandemonium  caused  by 
two  things — too  much  parliamentary 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  few  and 
not  enough  parliamentary  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  the  majority. 

\\'e  observed  much  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure, very  very  much  parliamentary 
ignorance,  some  parliamentary  manipula- 
tion, and  alas  some  parliamentary  arro- 
gance— and  the  worst  of  these  is  igno- 
rance. It  was  the  parliamentary  igno- 
rance that  was  in  the  majority  at  the  con- 
vention and  it  was  this  ignorance  that 
allowed  some  business  to  be  passed  that 
should  at  least  have  been  handled  more 
judiciously. 

For  example :  A  motion  to  "table"  an 
important  question  like  the  "political"  re- 
vision amendments  has  always  been  con- 
sidered as  evading  an  issue — some  call  it 
a  moral  issue.  Big  things  like  those 
amendments  should  have  been  fought  out 
fairly  and  squarely  by  direct  vote. 

We  do  not  intend  to  say  that  the 
speaker  who  introduced  the  motion 
manipulated  the  moment  or  that  she  was 
arrogant.  She  displayed  breadth  of  par- 
liamentary knowledge  that  took  a  clinch 
hold     at     a     psychological     moment — a 


breadth  that  every  clubwoman  ought  to 
acquire.  But  we  do  say  the  majority  of 
the  delegates  were  not  keen  enough  in 
the  excitement  of  the  moment  to  deter- 
mine whether  they  should  take  a  logical  or 
emotional  course — and  they  let  a  big  par- 
liamentary moment  go  by  which  would 
have  allowed  them  the  privilege  to  vote 
the  amendments  in  or  out — logically. 

We  take  it  that  the  MASSED  INTEL- 
LIGENCE of  a  convention  audience 
ought  to  be  greater  than  the  FIGURA- 
TIVE INTELLIGENCE  of  a  parlia- 
mentary "table." 

We  have  received  letters  both  of 
praise  and  criticism  of  the  action  of  Mrs. 
James  Orr  in  taking  the  floor  to  speak 
against  the  "political  amendments"  when 
the  report  of  the  chairman,  Mrs.  Hart- 
well,  had  not  been  finished,  and  when 
Mrs.  Orr  herself  "was  not  a  voting  mem- 
ber of  the  convention."  Whether  or  not 
Mrs.  Orr  did  the  parliamentary  thing  is 
a  question  of  the  past.  But  whether  or 
not  it  was  proper,  she  at  least  scratched 
the  psychological  match  that  set  the  Fed- 
eration fire  going  to  burn  up  the  amend- 
ments. Others  remark  that  Mrs.  Orr's 
match  was  not  needed  as  the  majority  of 
Federated  women  were  well  supplied 
with  conflagration  sticks  themselves.  The 
question  naturally  arises — Suppose  the 
majority  of  delegates  had  been  in 
FAVOR  of  the  amendments,  would  Mrs. 
Orr's  words  have  influenced  the  vote 
against  them? 

There  was  no  reason  why  the  Revision 
of  By-Laws  committee  chairman  should 
not  have  been  accorded  the  courtesy  of 
silence  while  she  was  making  her  report. 

The  committee  spent  many  hours  work- 
ing to  give  the  Federation  what  they  be- 
lieved the  Federation  wanted.  It  is  per- 
fectly proper  to  repudiate  any  question 
if  done  in  parliamentary  form  by  the  ma- 
jority, but  such  repudiation  can  always 
be  performed  gracefully.  Those  who 
talked  with  Mrs.  Hartwell  after  the  de- 
feat can  say  she  is  a  "game"  loser. 

Lentil  the  amendments  were  voted  on 
at  the  state  convention  and  decided  by 
vote  of  the  delegates,  we  have  been  non-

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STATE  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

MRS.  LILLIAN  PRAY-PALMER 


One  year  ago  this  month,  when  the 
high  honor  of  this  office  was  conferred, 
we  accepted  with  full  appreciation  the 
great  responsibility  it  imposed,  and 
welcomed  the  opportunity  of  service 
that  it  offered.  The  work  has  been 
arduous,  many  times  demanding  to  the 
utmost  our  inspiration,  enthusiasm, 
courage,   faith   and   physical    strength. 

Three  weeks  after  our  last  annual 
convention,  held  at  Riverside,  it  was 
our  privilege  to  take,  by  special  train, 
to  Chicago,  100  delegates  from  Califor- 
nia clubs,  to  the  great  Biennial  Con- 
vention of  the  General  Federation.  The 
long  trip  across  the  intervening  states 
was  made  memorable  by  many  things, 
— the  opportunity  for  personal  ac- 
quaintance with  delegates,  the  splendid 
daily  conference  of  delegates  held  in 
our  commodious  observation  car, 
where  every  subject  proposed  in  the 
convention  call  was  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed and  the  will  and  vote  of  our 
delegation  determined,  the  wonderful 
receptions  tendered  by  our  sister 
states,  Utah,  Colorado  and  Nebraska, 
each  worthy  of  a  story  all  its  own. 

In  noting  these,  let  us  here  record 
our  sincere  regret  that  owing  to  a  de- 
lay caused  by  an  overturned  engine  in 
the  yards  at  Salt  Lake,  Utah,  we  did 
not  arrive  in  time  to  receive  the  dem- 
onstration of  welcome  planned  for  us 
by  the  club  women  of  Denver.  We 
are,  however,  none  the  less  apprecia- 
tive of  the  Federation  spirit  which 
prompted  it.  The  great  Chicago  Bien- 
nial! No  one  of  the  hundred  club 
women  from  California  will  ever  forget 
it,  nor  will  the  years  that  come  break 
the  spell  of  its  great  inspiration. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  women 
of  this  convention  and  to  the  women 
of  California  who  will  read  this  report 
to  know  that  the  Suffrage  resolution 
which  passed  at  that  convention  was 
framed  by  a  small  committee  of  wom- 
en representing  New  York,  Kentucky, 
Illinois,   Tennessee   and   California,   in 


the  room  of  your  President,  who  helped 
the  Committee  by  the  weight  of  her 
advice,  to  choose  the  one,  of  three  reso- 
lutions there  drafted,  that  stood  in 
simplest  terms  for  the  broad,  sane  prin- 
ciples of  Equal  Citizenship  which  Cali- 
fornia already  enjoyed. 

It  should  further  be  recorded  in  this 
report  that  by  a  fortunate  fate  Mrs.  E. 
G.  Denniston,  a  California  club  woman, 
was  chairman  of  the  resolutions  com- 
mittee, and  it  was  her  privilege  and 
duty  to  present  that  resolution,  which, 
as  you  all  know,  was  adopted  with 
great  enthusiasm,  a  matter  of  history 
which  marked  with  hopeful  emphasis 
the  progressive  reign  of  our  honored 
General  Federation  President,  Mrs. 
Percy  V.  Pennypacker. 

We  have  held  regular  monthly  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Board,  which 
have  been  of  the  greatest  benefit  and 
support  to  the  administration.  Through 
the  columns  of  our  magazine.  The 
Clubwoman,  we  have  reached  the  clubs 
with  a  monthly  letter  by  which  we  have 
endeavored  to  connect  the  club  and  the 
State  in  unity  of  motive  and  endeavor. 
We  have  enjoyed  this  opportunity,  and 
recommend  the  continuation  of  our 
publication,  The  Clubwoman. 

We  further  recommend,  in  view  of 
the  growth  and  importance  of  our  or- 
ganization, that  in  the  nearest  future 
possible  the  California  Federation  will 
incorporate,  and  establish  headquarters, 
with  a  salaried  executive  secretary  in 
charge,  where  the  business  of  the  Fed- 
eration shall  be  transacted,  and  the 
records  and  files  shall  be  kept.  This 
suggestion  is  made  in  the  hope  of  an 
adequate  Endowment  Fund,  and  for 
the  sake  of  efficiency,  which  is  at  this 
time  greatly  impaired  for  the  lack  of 
these  two  things,  an  adequate  income 
and  permanent  headquarters.  These 
two  progressive  steps  forward  will 
bring  us  to  a  place  of  self  respect  and 
business  ability  commensurate  with 
our  hig-h  ideals  and  unselfish  motives. 
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One  of  the  last  and  most  delightful 
official  duties  of  the  year  was  to  wel- 
come to  California  the  beloved  Presi- 
dent of  the  General  Federation,  Mrs. 
Percy  V.  Pennybacker,  who  arrived  in 
San  Diego  Monday,  May  10.  On  May 
11  Mrs.  Pennybacker  and  your  Presi- 
dent, with  the  President  of  the  South- 
ern District,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  were 
honor  guests  of  the  San  Diego  County 
Federation  in  Spring  Session  at  La 
Jolla,  where  the  representatives  of  two 
thousand  club  women  were  inspired  by 
an  eloquent  address  by  our  honored 
leader.  May  12,  Federation  Day  was 
observed  at  the  Panama-California  Ex- 
position, on  which  occasion  a  special 
program  was  given  and  many  courtes- 
ies extended  by  the  Exposition  officials 
to  the  honored  guests. 


PRESIDENT-ELECT'S  MESSAGE

We  are  about  to  fare  forth  together. 
May  we  not  take  in  our  hearts,  in  our 
voices,  and  in  our  deeds,  that  good  will 
that  can  be  a  guaranty  of  effective 
work  during  this  coming  year?  There 
is  the  good  will  that  exchanges  bene- 
fits with  one  another,  hoping  for  a  re- 
turn.

When  the  Chairman  accepted  her  ap- 
pointment, the  most  pressing  need 
seemed  to  be  the  rescue  from  destruc- 
tion of  the  old  Light  House  on  Point 
Loma,  at  San  Diego.  Abandoned  as  a 
lighthouse,  many  years  ago,  it  had  been 
allowed  to  fall  into  a  deplorable  state 
of  dilapidation,  with  windows  gone, 
plaster  fallen  off,  surrounded  by  broken 
bricks  and  rubbish.  A  plan  for  the 
erection  of  a  monument  to  the  great 
explorer,  Cabrillo,  on  its  very  site,  had 
received  the  approval  of  the  Federal 
Government,  and  last  fall  the  immedi- 
ate razing  of  the  old  structure  was  pro- 
posed to  prepare  for  the  new  monu- 
ment. 

Your  Chairman  brought  influence  to 
bear  on  the  War  Department  and  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  to  have  this 
valued  old  relic  of  bygone  years,  saved 
and  repaired.     The  Southern   District 


rs.  Arnold  was  not  present  owing  to  the  re- 
ent  a  message  of  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Arnold. 

Chairman,  Mrs.  Evelyn  M.  Lamb,  ap- 
pealed to  clubs  in  San  Diego  County 
especially  to  exert  themselves,  and  in- 
duced many  to  write  to  authorities  in 
the  army  and  navy.  The  Pioneer  Soci- 
ety of  San  Diego  worked  to  the  same 
end ;  our  Congressman's  interest  was 
aroused  and  his  help  enlisted,  and  our 
efiforts  were  successful.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  gave  the  necessary 
orders,  and  the  work  of  repair  was  at 
once  begun,  under  the  direction  of  the 
officers  at  Fort  Rosecrans.

In  general,  there  has  been  a  consis- 
tent effort  to  enlarge  the  number  of 
clubs  devoted  to  the  study  of  litera- 
ture ;  to  encourage  the  foundation  of 
literature  sections  in  large  clubs,  and 
in  small  ones,  to  encourage  undertaking 
of  occasional  literary  programs ;  and 
in  every  way  to  bring  club  life  in 
touch  with  the  most  vital  literary  in- 
fluences.

Mrs.  Pennybacker  told  how  Texas  has 
voted  $2,000,000  for  improvement  of  ele- 
mentary schools  and  that  Kentucky  is  wip- 
ing out  illiteracy  among  adults  through 
moonlight  schools. 


nia  Literature,  Development  of  the 
Novel,  Modern  Drama,  Ibsen,  Litera- 
ture of  the  Bible,  Feminism,  Some  Con- 
temporary Books  of  Importance,  The 
Short  Story,  Children  and  Their  Read- 
ing, and  Pageantry,  can  be  had  on  ap- 
plication to  the  State  or  District  Chair- 
man. The  third  series,  in  preparation, 
includes  Great  Books  of  the  World, 
Writers  of  the  Victorian  Era,  English 
Women  of  Letters,  Dante  in  English, 
Comparative  Mythology,  and  more 
Contemporary  Books  of  Importance. 

Club  members  have  been  urged  to 
make  their  reports  on  books,  authors, 
and  schools  of  writers,  oral  rather  than 
written.  To  read  for  themselves,  to  en- 
joy for  themselves,  to  judge  for  them- 
selves, ensures  self-development  and  an 
increase  of  personal  power.

of  acres  of  tulle  land ;  establishing  rec- 
lamation and  irrigation  districts ;  ad- 
justing riparian  rights ;  increasing  the 
underground  water  supply ;  determin- 
ing the  beneficial  use  of  water;  study- 
ing streams  from  source  to  mouth,  in 
order  to  prevent  waste  through  one  use 
only;  securing  pure  water  for  domestic 
uses  and  safeguarding  streams  from 
polution ,  to  improve  navigability  of 
our  rivers  and  to  enhance  their  value 
as  scenic  as  well  as  commercial  assets. 

Among  meetings  addressed  by  your 
State   Chairmen   were,   Santa   Barbara 


Alameda  District  Conventions.  Pre- 
sented a  paper  on  "Why  the  Federa- 
tion Women's  clubs  worked  for  the 
Newlands  bill  "before  the  Inland  Wa- 
terways Convention  at  Stockton. 

Water  laws  enacted  at  1915  Legisla- 
ture were :  Providing  pure  water  for 
laborers ;  a  State  Bureau  of  Irrigation 
Districts,  under  control  of  State  Water 
Commission ;  providing  co-operation 
between  State  and  National  Govern- 
ments in  diversion  of  flood  waters  for 
irrigation  and  power ;  a  flood  control 
plan  for  Sacramento  Valley. 

The  policies  to  govern  action  along 
lines  of  water  conservation  are  now 
forming.  There  is  a  call  to  women  to 
bring  into  the  solution  of  these  difficult 
problems  their  power  to  organize,  re- 
strain, weigh,  digest  and  conserve. 


BUREAU  OF  LIBRARY,  INFORMATION  AND 
RECIPROCITY— MISS  SUSAN  T.  SMITH 


By  the  year  1914,  every  educational 
factor  in  the  state  that  would  in  any  way 
cooperate  with  the  California  Federation 
of  ^^'omen's  Clubs  has  been  included  as 
a  part  of  its  departmental  work  with 
the  exception  of  the  Library.  Mrs. 
Palmer  recognized  the  library's  value  as 
a  feature  of  Federation  activity,  and  one 
of  her  first  official  acts  was  to  make  it  a 
part  of  the  Bureau  of  Information  and 
Reciprocity.  The  department  has  already 
given  splendid  service  under  the  able  di- 
rection of  !Mrs.  B.  F.  Walton  and  Mrs. 
Cora  Jones. 

Our  exhibit  of  club  programs  and  pic- 
tures of  club  houses  shows  how  generous 
has  been  the  response  to  our  written  ap- 
peals. During  the  year  I  have  spoken  to 
four  clubs,  two  of  which  had  "Library 
Days,"  attended  three  Reciprocity  days 
and  two  District  Conventions,  besides 
answering  between  two  and  three  hun- 


dred requests  by  means  of  letters,  pro- 
grams, and  club  papers. 

Due  to  the  proximity  of  the  ^^'omen's 
Legislative  Council,  I  was  able  to  put 
material  bearing  upon  the  Constitutional 
Amendments  into  the  hand  of  the  club 
women,  and  printed  bulletins  and  pamph- 
lets relating  to  the  measures  endorsed  by 
the  Council  into  the  hands  of  legislators 
and  lobbyists. 


Mrs.  T.  C.  Jameson,  Southern  District 
Chairman,  spoke  on  "Meaning  of  Federa- 
tion Reciprocity,"  making  a  plea  for  co-op- 
eration and  urging  that  use  of  Reciprocity 
Bureau  would  save  waste  of  time. 


Mrs.  Geo.  Mullin,  San  Francisco  Dis- 
trict Chairman,  spoke  on  "What  Libraries 
and  Clubs  Owe  Each  Other."  A  sugges- 
tion was  made  that  a  chairman  of  Reciproc- 
ity be  appointed  in  each  club.  Mrs.  Mullin 
also  announced  that  a  Reciprocity  Exhibit 
would  be  held  in  Federation  Headquarters 
in  Napa  Co.  Reception  Room  at  the  Expo- 
sition. 
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CIVICS  AND  POLITICAL  SCIENCE- 
MRS.  LEWIS  E.  AUBURY 

Mrs.  Aubury  illustrated  her  department  work  with  stereopticon  views,  showing  an  im- 
mense amount  of  work  done,  especially  in  civic  beautification. 


At  the  beginning  of  my  term,  I  be- 
lieved the  IMMIGRATION  QUES- 
TION to  be  the  greatest  and  most  per- 
plexing problem  we  would  have  to  deal 
with,  and  requested  that  much  study 
be  given  the  question. 

With  Public  Welfare  Work,  the  re- 
ports from  five  districts  show  that  all 
of  the  civic  clubs  have  carried  out  the 
instructions  given  them.  Especially  is 
this  true  of  the  country  clubs,  who  are 
so  imbued  with  the  civic  spirit  that 
they  have  communicated  it  in  nearly 
every  instance  to  the  residence,  and 
always  to  their  own  officials,  and  these 


connections  have  made  for  better  sani- 
tary conditions. 

The  last  work  outlined,  but  most  im- 
portant of  all,  was  the  beautifying  for 
1915.  The  change  in  San  Francisco  is 
most  noticeable.  This  work  was  car- 
ried on  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
your  Chairman,  who  suggested  to  the 
city  officials  that  this  work  be  initiated 
by  the  club  women  and  who  was  told 
to  "go  ahead,"  and  that  all  the  assist- 
ance she  needed  would  be  afforded  her. 
Mayor  Rolph  and  PoHce  Chief  White 
have  especially  favored  us  during  the 
past  year,  and  no  request  made  of  the 
official  family  has  been  unattended  to. 


MUSIC— MRS.  WALTER  LONGBOTHAM 


The  clubs  in  a  general  way  are  show- 
ing a  much  greater  interest  in  this  beau- 
tiful art,  and  now  we  feel  assured  that  it 
is  on  a  very  substantial  basis.  From  all 
of  the  districts  come  reports  of  great  en- 
thusiasm and  activity.  I  find  that  more 
atention  is  being  given  to  the  geenral  at- 
mosphere surrounding  the  music.  When 
a  club  desires  music  on  a  program  the 
first  thing  considered  is  the  subject  of  the 
day,  then  the  music  is  arranged  for  in 
accordance  with  that  subject. 

The  musical  programs  for  the  convention 
were  skillfully  selected  by  Mrs.  Walter 
Longbotham,  State  Chairman  of  Music,  who 
engaged  leading  musical  artists  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  entertain  with  their  talent.  Mrs. 
Longbotham,  who  possesses  a  powerful  yet 
rarely  sympathetic  voice,  opened  the  con- 
vention with  a  musical  invocation  "Great 
Chief  of  the  Valley"  from  the  Yosemite 
Legends.

A  demonstration  of  modern  ball  room 
dancing  was  given  by  Miss  Daisy  Upham 
and   G.   Snowden   Lundy. 

Miss  Marie  Withrow,  who  gave  an  ad- 
dress for  the  department  of  Music,  made 
a  strong  plea  for  recognition  of  American 
composers  and  musical  artists,  saying  that 
women's  clubs  could  do  much  to  educate  the 
taste  for  home  talent. 

"The  time  must  come  when  we  shall  prop- 
erly recompense  our  artists  who  give  us 
concerts  and  programs  instead  of  expect- 
ing them  to  perform  for  nothing."  She  laid 
especial  emphasis  on  the  horrible  nasal  and 
throaty  condition  of  the  average  American 
voice,  and  urged  women  to  have  their  voices 
trained  for  public   speaking. 


Mrs.  Lillian  Pray-Palmer  extended  the 
courtesies  of  the  state  convention  chair  to 
Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker,  General  Fed- 
eration President,  but  Mrs,  Pennybacker 
thanked  her  for  the  honor,  but  declared  that 
she  "never  put  her  hands  on  any  state  con- 
vention." 

Mrs.  W.-C.  Mushet,  state  vice-president, 
presided  over  the  special  vice-presidents' 
Council  Monday  morning,  and  presided  with 
Mrs.  Palmer  Monday  afternoon,  Tuesday, 
Wednesday  all  day  and  evening  and  Fri- 
day. Mrs.  Emily  Hoppin,  vice-president-at- 
large,  presided  with  Mrs.  Palmer  all  day 
Thursday. 
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FORESTS— MRS.  FOSTER  ELLIOT 


Legislative  measures  of  vital  import- 
ance to  the  welfare  of  the  state  have 
been  enacted  in  forestry.  The  desire 
was  strong  among  many  club  women 
that  preservation  of  our  bird  life  should 
be  included  in  the  Forestry  department, 
therefore,  our  president  appointed  Mrs. 
Harriet  ^^'illiams  Myers,  secretary  of 
the  State  Audubon  Society,  as  Com- 
missioner of  Birds  and  Wild  Life.  The 
urgency  of  co-operating  with  the  Lin- 
coln Highway  Committee  of  the  G.  F. 
W.  C,  resulted  in  the  appointment  of 
Mrs.  F.  J.  Mueller  of  Corona  as  Road 
Commissioner. 

In  co-operation  with  Mrs.  Myers, 
thousands  of  "warning  cards"  regard- 
ing the  "non-sale  of  game"  amendment 
were  sent  to  clubs.  During  the  legis- 
lative campaign,  clubs  were  asked  to 
oppose  A.  B.  1408,  which  aimed  to  take 
the    protection    from    Meadow    Larks, 


Robins  and  Blackbirds,  and  a  new  non- 
sale  of  game  bill  was  introduced. 

Mrs.  Mueller  has  earnestly  tried  to 
aid  in  the  passage  of  bills  providing  for 
the  preservation  of  trees  along  the 
Lake  Tahoe  Wagon  Road.  Directed 
by  the  General  Federation  Chairman 
she  has  assembled  a  Lincoln  Highway 
Tree  Planting  Committee,  to  plan  the 
planting  of  said  Highway  in  the  state, 
and  an  efifort  will  be  made  to  interest 
counties. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  your 
Chairman  prepared  a  booklet  on  "Fire 
Prevention,"  which  was  sent  to  news- 
papers and  to  District  Chairmen  for 
distribution  among  clubs ;  and  300  let- 
ters enclosing  resolutions  advocating  a 
Game  Refuge  in  the  Angeles  National 
Forest.  We  are  most  happy  to  say 
that  a  "Sanctuary"  has  been  estab- 
lished in  this  National  Forest,  which 
will  make  it  possible  for  our  wild  game 
life  to  recuperate. 


COUNTRY  LIFE— MISS  LILLIAN  D.  CLARK 


The  work  of  the  Country  Life  Depart- 
ment during  the  year  that  is  closing  has 
been  most  practical.  From  the  southern 
part  of  the  state  comes  the  following  re- 
port: "There  is  a  better  idea  of  some 
of  the  rural  problems  and  a  more  gen- 
eral disposition  for  taking  hold  of  these 
problems  to  solve  them.  Country  Hfe 
means  duty  and  responsibility  a  little 
more  clearly  for  many  of  the  women. 
During  the  year  31  clubs  have  taken  an 
interest  in  the  subject.  Parks  for  the 
general  highways  are  growing  in  favor 
and  will  eventually  win  out  for  the  entire 
state.  Claims  for  the  teacherage  provoke 
candid  and  pertinent  discussions.  The 
legislation  bills  for  rural  credits  and  state 
marketing  have  met  with  real  interest." 

In  general  I  may  report  that  there  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  interest  in  the 
subject  of  sanitation.  Introducing  more 
efficient  methods  in  the  farm  kitchen  is 
another  subject  receiving  much  attention. 
Country  women  are  also  coming  to  real- 
ize that  it  is  as  much  their  duty  as  the 


duty  of  the  man  on  the  farm,  to  study 
rural  credits  and  agricultural  co-opera- 
tion. Again,  it  must  be  said  that  the 
county  librarians  have  without  exception 
been  most  hearty  in  their  co-operation 
with  the  Country  Life  Department. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Williams  Myers,  Commis- 
sioner of  Birds  and  Wild  Life,  presented 
the  educational,  aesthetic  and  sentimental 
sides  of  bird  life  with  a  series  of  stereopti- 
con  slides,  dwelling  ;  particularly  on  the 
origin,  comparative  anatomy  and  economic 
value  of  birds  and  the  work  of  enrolling 
the  children  in  a  vast  army  to  protect  the 
birds. 

She  informed  clubwomen  that  they  have 
an  opportunity  to  create  public  sentiment 
for  the  protection  and  perpetuation  of  the 
thousands  of  pairs  of  both  species  of  the 
white  heron  still  breeding  in  Lower  Cali- 
fornia. She  challenged  them  with  good 
natured  seriousness  as  to  the  number  of 
aigrettes  she  saw  on  hats  in  the  convention 
hall.  Probably  on  one  is  better  informed 
on    California   birds   than    Mrs.    Myers. 

Mrs.  T.  A.  Gould,  Los  Angeles  Ebell, 
told  of  the  work  of  the  California  Badger 
club  in  raising  a  prison  parole  fund. 
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PEACE— MRS.  A.  H.  GRISWOLD 

Read  by  Mrs.  C.  E.  Cumberson,  San  Francisco  District  Chairman,  who  spoke  briefly 
a  personal  message  to  the  effect  that  Peace  is  the  most  important  subject  before  the  world 
today  and  that  our  economic  and  social  service  can  mean  little  when  our  Peace  is  as  un- 
stable as  a  house  built  of  sand. 


All  of  your  Peace  workers  testify  to 
the  satisfaction  the  study  of  Interna- 
tional Conciliation  has  given  them. 
Much  of  the  work  of  departments  has 
been  directed  with  special  reference  to 
the  needs  of  the  future  citizens,  your 
chairman  realizing  that  the  hope  of 
making  our  own  Peace  Foundation, 
sure  lies  in  the  training  and  education 
of  our  young  people. 

With  the  right  of  suffrage,  we  have 
a  responsibility  in  terminating  the  war 
struggle.  We  owe  it  to  our  sisters 
across  the  waters,  to  the  sisters  and 
mothers  in  our  own  land,  who  have  yet 
to  reach  the  high  privilege  of  citizen- 
ship ;  and  to  our  growing  sons  and 
daughters,  to  whom  we  owe  a  heritage 
of  higher  degree  of  citizenship  than  is 
ours. 


STIRRING  PLEA  FOR  PEACE 

Mrs.  May  Wright  Sewall,  Chairman 
of  the  Conference  of  International 
Women  Workers  for  the  Promotion  of 


Peace,  struck  a  vital  issue  in  the  con- 
vention peace  program  in  her  address 
on  "Co-operative  Internationalism."  In 
her  work  abroad  as  a  member  of  the 
great  Peace  Parliament,  Mrs.  Sewall  is 
probably  better  known  than  any  other 
American  woman,  and  her  experiences 
in  the  various  peace  conferences  and 
conventions  which  she  has  attended  as 
a  delegate,  tend  to  give  her  most  ef- 
fective knowledge  of  ways  and  means 
of  peace. 

"War  cannot  permanently  exist,  for 
it  devours  its  own  material.  There  can 
be  no  permanent  peace  until  we  know 
that  permanent  peace  is  actually  bul- 
warked and  until  we  get  peace  in  the 
human  heart  we  shall  not  have  peace. 

"It  is  the  millions  of  women  who 
belong  to  47  nationalities  who  have  or- 
ganized for  peace,  who  will  bring 
peace ;  for  peace  is  incarnated  in  the 
bodies  of  women.  Let  us  never  be 
afraid  of  the  impossible.  Only  people 
who  want  the  impossible,  attain  the 
impossible." 


HOME  ECONOMICS— EDNAH  A.  RICH 


Economists  tell  us  that  we  should  have 
a  budget  not  only  in  order  to  check  our 
expense  accounts  but  to  measure  our 
growth  in  efficiency  in  management.  The 
"annual  report"  is  a  checking  up  of  the 
"budget"  and  must  be  understood  to 
mean,  as  it  does  in  the  industrial  world, 
that  the  "inventory"  includes  much  valu- 
able material,  which  cannot  be  "item- 
ized." 

Your  state  chairman,  who  has  enjoyed 
meeting  the  clubs,  is  relinquishing  her 
third  year  with  an  expression  of  deep- 
est appreciation  for  the  many  courtesies 
extended,  especially  by  the  District  Pres- 
idents, who  have  so  thoughtfully  made  a 
place  for  her  at  their  district  meetings. 

As  a  speaker  in  Home  Economics,  Dr. 
Adelaide  Brown  thanked  club  members  for 
their    help    toward    appointing    her    on    the 


state  board  of  health.  She  said  clubs  could 
be  of  most  service  in  helping  to  enforce  the 
pure  food  laws,  in  urging  a  practical  sys- 
tem of  home  economics  in  the  schools,  and 
in  demanding  that  adulterated  goods  be 
identified  by  name  of  manufacturer  instead 
of  by  number  as  now. 


Mrs.  Lucas,  author  of  several  home  eco- 
nomics books,  made  a  clever  plea  for  the 
budget  system  as  a  family  innovation,  cit- 
ing as  its  great  advantage,  that  each  wom- 
an can  develop  her  own  text  book  and 
later  evolve  her  own  professorship — in  other 
words  every  home  would  be  a  college  in- 
stitution. 


One  of  the  interesting  women  at  the  con- 
vention was  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Burdette,  first 
state  president  and  one  of  the  organizers 
of  the  State  Federation.  She  gave  greet- 
ings at  the  opening  of  the  convention  and 
various  times  was  an  interesting  speaker. 
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LEGISLATION— MRS.  JAMES  L.  HARBAUGH 


Plans  were  laid  for  a  campaign  of  edu- 
cation to  prepare  the  club  and  other 
ivomen  of  the  state  to  express  an  intelli- 
gent opinion  on  the  intricate  problems 
presented  by  the  48  amendments  on  the 
November  ballot. 

Soon  after  the  November  election  the 
legislative  committee  began  to  prepare 
for  the  1915  legislature,  co-operating  with 
other  state  and  local  organizations  mak- 
ing a  united  strength  of  over  75,000 
women.  The  representatives  of  these  or- 
ganizations decided  upon  five  measures, 
four  of  the  five  being  Federation  meas- 
ures. Four  successfully  passed  both 
Houses :  Child  Labor  Law,  Compulsory 
Education,  Birth  Registration,  and  Home 
Teachers.  The  "Women  as  jurors"  bill 
failed  because  of  lack  of  co-operation  of 
the  women  of  the  state. 
Other  endorsed  measures  passed  were  a 
concurrent  resolution  for  a  National 
^Marketing  commission  ;  appropriation  for 
a  Woman's  Building  at  the  State  Fair ; 
bill  providing  for  County  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation. The  forty-first  Legislature  en- 
acted more  measures  bearing  on  educa- 
tional   matters   than   any   preceding   ses- 


sion, some  fifty-four  bills  passed,  out  of 
three  hundred  introduced.  The  more  im- 
jxirtant  ones  provide  for  uniform  certifi- 
cation for  teachers,  vocational  training, 
vacation  schools,  intermediate  schools, 
$40,000  for  University  extension  work, 
visual  education  by  moving  pictures,  and 
the  abolition  of  cigarettes  and  alcoholic 
drinks  on  school  premises.  Other  good 
laws  passed  were  two  pure  milk  bills,  a 
state  marketing  conimission,  $75,000  for 
farm  colonies  for  tuberculars,  a  workable 
minimum  wage  amendment,  improved 
juvenile  protection  law. 

The  retiring  Legislative  committee 
urge  the  women  to  make  themselves  thor- 
oughly conversant  with  legislative  meas- 
ures before  giving  endorsement  to  any, 
and  that  they  should  realize  the  impor- 
tance of  an  understanding  of  legislation, 
because  it  is  the  logical  result  of  all  the 
work  that  the  clubs  are  doing  in  the  line 
of  civics  and  political  science.  \\'e  rec- 
ommend a  referendum  vote  before  en- 
dorsing measures  for  legislation  ;  women 
members  in  the  legislature ;  and  a  higher 
standard  of  men  sent  to  make  the  laws, 
to  promote  justice  and  equality. 


PHILANTHROPY— MRS.  P.  F.  POWERS 


In  the  Department  of  Philanthropy 
reports  were  received  from  the  various 
District  Chairmen,  showing  a  vast 
amount  of  helpful,  Christian  work  done 
by  the  club  women  during  the  past  year. 
This  work  has  ranged  from  making  glad 
the  heart  of  a  child  at  Christmas  time 
to  helping  relieve  the  suffering  in  a  war- 
swept  nation. 


cause  of  the  unfortunates.  \\'e  have  the 
right  to  demand  of  any  party  and  of 
every  party  that  they  live  up  to  this  ideal. 
Let  the  parties  change,  but  let  our  prin- 
ciples stand  as  principles  for  humanity." 


As  an  interesting  contribution  to  the 
Philanthropy  program,  Airs.  Kate  ^^"al- 
ler  Barrett,  National  President  of  the 
Florence  Crittenden  Home  Association, 
gave  a  forceful  plea  for  the  unfortunate. 

"No  matter  how  many  polticial  par- 
.ties  we  have  and  what  their  platforms 
are,   we   should  be   non-partisan   in   the 


L'nder  the  Department  of  Philanthropy 
Dr.  A.  W.  Hoisholt  spoke  on  "Early 
Care  of  Mental  Ills."  It  developed  that 
he  does  not  favor  laws  regulating  mar- 
riage, but  believes  that  parents  should 
have  trained  their  children  to  the  respon- 
sibilities of  the  married  state. 

He  declared  that  there  is  often  great 
difficulty  in  differentiating  between  men- 
tal troubles  in  their  early  stages  and  pure- 
ly physical  derangements. 


Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker  was  the 
luncheon  guest  of  the  Woman's  Board  at 
the   exposition. 
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EDUCATION— MISS    GERTRUDE   LONGENECKER 


The  department  of  education  has  em- 
phasized the  importance  of  elementary 
education,  since  it  is  this  portion  of  the 
educational  system  which  directly  touches 
and  influences  the  lives  "of  all  the  chil- 
dren of  all  the  people."  California  has 
about  500,000  children  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  state  and  66,000  or  about 
12  per  cent  in  the  high  schools.  Yet  Cal- 
ifornia spends  only  $35  per  child  yearly 
on  elementary  education  and  $89  per 
pupil  yearly  on  high  school  education. 

District  chairmen  have  called  attention 
of  the  women  to  the  approaching  deficit 
in  school  funds  through  the  abolishing  of 
the  poll-tax,  asking  that  each  write  to  her 
representatives  in  the  state  legislature 
urging  that  relief  measures  be  passed  pro- 
viding for  ample  financial  support. 


Miss  Longenecker  gave  one  of  the 
well-balanced  and  eloquent  addresses  of 
the  convention  with  her  subject  "Elemen- 
tary Education ;  Play,  Work,  Plealth  and 
Service."     Excerpts  follow: 

"We  do  not  agree  as  to  whether  or  not 
we  should  maintain  the  army  and  navy ; 
we  do  not  believe  the  same  things  in  poli- 
tics; we  have  differing  ideas  and  views 


of  religion;  but  we  do  place  our  united 
faith  in  education.  Thousands  of  chil- 
dren are  thrown  on  the  scrap  heap  an- 
nually and  $157,000,000  are  spent  upon 
repeaters,  or  children  in  the  elementary 
schools,  who  have  to  go  over  the  same 
work  twice.  This  is  caused  by  too  large 
classes. 

"The  old  type  of  morality  was  the 
repressive  type.  Play  is  our  new  effort 
to  provide  a  constructive  morality.  When 
we  get  prohibition  we  must  provide  cof- 
fee houses;  when  we  close  the  red  light 
districts  we  must  have  public  golf  links 
and  municipal  dance  halls,  to  enable  the 
youth  to  have  healthy  enjoyment  under 
right  conditions. 

"I  would  put  more  play  into  the  sun- 
shiny hours  but  not  lengthen  the  amount 
of  book  work.  I  would  have  school  play- 
grounds used  as  much  as  other  school 
equipment.  School  houses  should  be  used 
in  the  evening  for  amusement  purposes. 
We  must  teach  the  child  constructive 
aspects  of  hygiene  that  will  help  him 
keep  himself  well.  We  must  get  the 
ideals  of  social  service  in  our  spinal  col- 
umns and  children  must  be  taught  ideals 
of  social  service  toward  one  another." 


STATE  UNIVERSITY  CLUB  HOUSE  LOAN 
MRS.  S.  L.  PLATT 


The  State  Federation  expected  to 
close  the  work  of  this  department  upon 
the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $5000,  said 
fund  being  completed  last  year.  But  an 
appeal  was  made  to  the  women  of  the 
Federation  from  those  in  authority  at  the 
State  University,  urging  them  to  continue 
in  this  good  work,  as  the  need  is  greater 
than  before,  because  of  the  constantly 
increasing  number  of  young  women  at- 
tending the  State  University.  Conse- 
quently, at  our  State  ineeting  last  year 
at  Riverside,  it  was  voted  to  continue  the 
raising  of  this  fund. 

The  plan  of  procedure  was  changed 


somewhat,  and  instead  of  a  per  capita 
tax  of  five  cents  per  member,  as  was 
asked  the  preceding  year,  a  circular  let- 
ter was  sent  to  all  clubs,  asking  for  a 
donation  toward  this  fund,  46  clubs  re-' 
sponding  to  this  call.  We  have  nearly 
400  clubs  in  the  Federation,  and  it  seems 
to  me  that  if  this  work  is  to  continue 
it  should  receive  the  support  of  all,  and 
especially  the  large  clubs,  of  the  State. 
The  amount  contributed  by  the  differ- 
ent districts  is  as  follows :  Northern, 
five  clubs,  $16.50;  Alameda,  seven, 
$53.30;  San  Francisco,  11,  $58.50;  San 
Joaquin,  10,  $43.21 ;  Los  Angeles,  13, 
$43.05;  total,  $214.60. 
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CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM- 
MRS.  W.  A.  GALENTINE 


The  spoils  system,  with  its  entailed 
dirty  politics,  disgusts  us.  Politics  are  not 
dirty,  except  when  the  cards  are  played 
with  dirty  hands.  Women  demand  clean 
hands.  In  taking  the  chairmanship,  we 
asked  permission  to  divide  the  activities 
of  this  department  between  civil  service 
reform  and  prison  reform,  and  time  was 
given  in  working  for  the  bill  for  a  state 
farm  and  the  bill  for  a  prison  wage-sys- 
tem. 

At  our  request,  the  State  Board  en- 
dorsed our  petition  to  the  Prison  Board 
for  increased  mailing  privilege  for  pris- 
oners. We  report  with  joy  that  this  re- 
form has  been  attained.  Counties  fram- 
ing new  charters  have  been  asked  to  in- 
clude a  civil  service  section. 

T.  H.  Reed  developed  the  fact  that 
while  we  have  removed  our  subordinates 
from  under  the  spoils  system  of  appoint- 


ments, we  still  select  the  superiors,  who 
are  to  govern  them,  in  the  old  way.  The 
government  service  now  is  a  blind  alley 
profession,  but  as  soon  as  men  are  al- 
lowed to  progress  into  higher  positions, 
we  shall  get  better  service.  A  man's  po- 
litical preferences  should  not  count  but 
his  ability  to  perform  the  service  should. 
Mrs.  H.  J.  Kluegal,  Northern  District 
Chairman,  who  has  done  such  compre- 
hensive work  in  her  domain,  spoke  on  the 
state's  responsibility  toward  dependent 
children.  "Places  are  provided  for  the 
feeble-minded  and  the  criminals  and  de- 
linquents, but  for  our  normal  child  ma- 
terial there  is  nothing  but  the  private  in- 
stitutions- Forty  per  cent  of  these  chil- 
dren die  for  lack  of  parental  attention. 
Instead  of  spending  more  money  on  crim- 
inals, let  us  place  some  in  detention 
homes." 


ART— MISS  ETHEL  M.  WICKES 


Whatever  may  be  the  tendency  of  the 
Art  Sections  of  the  clubs  of  this  state, 
and  whatever  the  individual  aims  and 
ambitions,  the  past  year  has  been  al- 
most entirely  one  of  study,  rather  than 
a  year  of  action.  A  very  personal  and 
particular  thirst  for  artistic  knowledge 
has  taken  possession  of  our  women, 
and  plans  for  the  cultivation  of  the  pub- 
lic taste  and  discrimination  and  other 
matters  pertaining  to  art,  have  been 
laid  aside  or  left,  with  unconscious  wis- 
dom to  that  greatest  of  all  educators, 
the  Exposition.  The  new  slides  from 
the  General  Federation  were  enjoyed 
in  several  towns ;  some  of  the  clubs 
held  exhibitions  of  paintings,  and  many 
more  showed  prints  upon  their  walls. 

Of  practical  work  in  the  cause  of  Art 
the  most  valuable  example  is  the  per- 
manent exhibition  of  the  work  of 
women  artists.  Through  the  kindness 
of  Mr.  Knudson,  of  the  California  Con- 
servatory of  Music,  the  gallery  is  given 
free  of  charge.  This  work  was  inaug- 
urated by  the  Cap  and  Bells  club,  under 


the  direction  of  Mrs.  F.  H.  Colburn. 
It  began  with  three  special  exhibitions, 
and  when  these  grew  into  a  permanent 
institution  it  was  turned  over  to  the 
District  Federation,  which  is  assisted 
by  a  large  committee. 

Mrs.  Melville  Johnson,  General  Federa- 
tion chairman  of  Art,  gave  many  interesting 
features  in  her  message  on  art.  She  be- 
lieves that  the  cultivation  of  the  emotions 
of  children  is  a  necessary  part  of  their  edu- 
cation and  she  pleads  for  "real"  oil  paint- 
ings to  be  placed  on  exhibition  in  schools. 

"Art  exhibitions  should  reach  all  of  the 
people.  The  work  of  your  California  paint- 
ers should  be  included  in  the  curriculum  of 
your  schools  especially  in  the  smaller  towns. 
It  is  the  presence  of  art  that  cultivates  a 
taste  for  good  art.  Children  should  grow 
up  with  art  as  a  part  of  their  daily  life." 


No  speaker  showed  more  brevity,  con- 
ciseness and  logic  than  Mrs.  Seward  Si- 
mons. Los  Angeles  District  Chairman  of 
Legislation,  who  spoke  on  "Co-operation 
in  Legislation."  She  placed  the  issue 
squarely  that  if  we  are  to  profit  by  ex- 
perience, we  must  know  that  legislation  is 
the  only  power  through  which  we  can 
remedy  abuses,  especially  if  the  Federation 
is  to  stand  for  progress.

This  Department  has  concentrated 
upon  the  test  of  Birth  Registration  in 
CaHfornia  in  co-operation  with  the 
Children's  Bureau  in  Washington,  D. 
C. ;  health  talks  in  factories,  depart- 
ment stores  and  work  shops ;  and  in- 
vestigation of  housing  conditions  in 
over-crowded  centers. 

The  fact  that  the  test  has  shown  that 
only  58%  of  the  births  are  registered  is 
sufficient  to  prove  its  urgent  necessity. 
The  percentage  of  births  registered  in 
San  Francisco  is  very  high,  The  Board 
of  Health  believes  it  to  be  over  99  per- 
cent. 

Dr.  Millicent  Cosgrove,  San  Fran- 
cisco District,  reports  that  all  hospitals 
register  babies  immediately  after  birth 
and  that  most  intelligent  physicians  do 
likewise.  State  Chairman  and  District 
Chairman  have  delivered  many  ad- 
dresses   on    registration    and    did    the

When  I  was  appointed  to  this  position 
I  was  like  a  great  majority  of  club 
women.  I  knew  very  little  about  em- 
blems. I  noticed  that  when  I  met  a  club 
woman  she  usually  wore  no  distingviish- 
ing  mark  to  designate  her  as  a  member 
of  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  influen- 
tial organizations  in  the  state,  or  the 
United  States. 

Were  women  ashamed  publicly  to 
acknowledge  their  membership  in  the 
Federated  Women's  Clubs?  Was  some- 
thing wrong  with  the  pin  ?  Possibly,  but 
I  believed  it  due  to  the  fact  that  we  did 
not  fully  realize  the  significance  attached 
to  the  wearing  of  the  ernblem.  We  have 
now  designed  a  pin  a  little  lighter  in 
weight  and  more  delicate  of  construction, 
and  we  now  think  we  have  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  pins  in  both  design  and 
svmbolism.

pioneering  on  the  Model  Bill  which 
passed  the  recent  Legislature. 

One  of  the  wholly  sympathetic  addresses 
given  in  the  Health  department  was  that 
by  Mrs.  Lillian  Burkhardt-Goldsmith,  who 
brought  the  tears  through  her  eloquent 
pathos  in  attacking  the  child  labor  evils. 
She  presented  in  a  forceful  way  all  the  ar- 
guments against  child  labor,  describing  in 
detail  the  horrors  in  mode  as  long  as  we 
allow  little  children  to  be  slaves  to  greed. 

"What  we  should  give  the  children  of  the 
poor."  she  said,  "is  not  charity  but  justice. 
We  must  give  them  not  the  things  that  we 
think  they  need,  but  the  things  that  are 
theirs  by  right.  We  should  stop  child  labor 
because  it  is  barbarous,  because  it  is  in- 
human." 

Mrs.  Goldsmith's  review  of  "Angel 
Island"  by  Inez  Haynes  Gilmore  was  a  lit- 
erary and  dramatic  achievement  that  will 
live  in  the  memory  of  the  convention.  It 
is  not  so  much  "Angel  Island"  that  is  fas- 
cinating as  an  expression  of  woman's  evo- 
lution, but  it  is  the  wholesome,  rich  philoso- 
phy of  life  that  Mrs.  Goldsmith  contributes 
to  her  interpretations.

W'hen  I  was  appointed  State  Chairman 
of  the  Federated  Emblem,  the  Federation 
had  been  in  existence  14  years,  and  192 
pins  had  been  sold.  During  my  year's 
chairmanship  250  pins  have  been  dis- 
posed of,  and  I  hope  every  club  woman 
in  the  state  of  California  will  soon  be 
wearing  a  pin. 

In  adidtion  to  the  pin,  we  have  had 
made  a  gummed  seal,  a  reproduction  of 
the  pin.  A  suitable  die  was  constructed 
and  we  now  have,  what  the  makers  as- 
sure us,  is  the  most  beautiful  seal  in  ex- 
istence. It  is  so  delicate  of  construction, 
and  so  beautiful  in  design  and  coloring, 
that  the  most  fastidious  club  woman  need 
not  hesitate  to  place  it  upon  her  most  ex- 
pensive stationery. 

These  seals  we  sell  50  for  25  cents. 
The  pin  is  made  in  two  qvialities,  one 
sterling  silver,  heavily  gold-plated,  at 
$1.25,  and  an  exact  duplicate,  but  made 
of  solid  14-K  gold,  for  $5.25.

MRS.  KATHERINE  PHILIPS  EDSON 

Mrs,  Edson  has  served  this  year  both  on  a  state  commission  and  as  State  Federation 
Chairman.     She  believes  the  positions  can  be   co-operative   and   harmonious. 


Our  greatest  work  has  been  the  sup- 
port given  to  the  two  questions  of  the 
minimum  wage  constitutional  amend- 
ment and  the  red-light  abatement  act. 
I  sent  a  circular  letter  to  every  club 
president,  and  further  sent  letters  to 
every  newspaper  in  California  number- 
ing hundreds,  with  the  same  informa- 
tion and  asking  for  their  support.  I 
made  50  addresses  on  these  subjects, 
traveling  from  the  Imperial  Valley  to 
Stockton.  In  January  letters  were 
written  to   district  chairmen  with   en- 


closures from  Mrs.  Gibson  and  Mrs. 
Foster,  outlining  work  they  wished 
done.  I  placed  emphasis  on  the  social 
side  of  our  work,  particularly  to  find 
out  in  the  individual  towns  the  number 
of  defectives  and  their  care. 

Mrs.  E.  K.  Foster,  Commissioner 
Child  Welfare,  did  not  get  her  report 
to  me,  but  I  want  you  to  know  that 
to  her  unselfish  work  at  Sacramento,  at 
her  own  expense,  is  due  largely  the  pas- 
sage of  the  amended  juvenile  court  act 
and  child  labor  bill.

Our  department  adopted  as  its  slogan, 
"100  New  Clubs  for  1915;"  while  every 
District  Chairman  seems  to  have  kept 
this  motto  constantly  before  her,  our  re- 
port shows  that  we  have  fallen  a  little 
short  of  the  mark,  but  we  believe  that 
Federation  spirit  is  abroad  in  the  land 

In  the  large  majority  of  cases  it  is  the 
awakening  of  the  Civic  consciousness  of 
a  community  which  creates  a  desire  for  a 
club;  this  spirit  once  aroused,  properly 
fostered,  aided  and  abetted  by  a  Club 
Extension  chairman,  in  the  natural  course 
or  events,  should  seek  the  experience  and 
advice,  the  co-operation  and  fellowship 
of  kindred  minds  until  the  need  and  the 
demand  for  Federation  comes. 

I  believe  that  civic  development  can 
be  done  systematically  and  etifectively 
through  the  use  of  the  public  school 
houses.  I  believe  a  woman's  club  or- 
ganized at  every  cross-roads  school  house 
would  be  the  greatest  factor  in  upbuild- 


ing our  commonwealth  that  could  possi- 
bly be  employed.  I  believe  this  benefit 
would  grow  out  of  County  Federation. 
We  could  know  our  county  better  and 
co-operating  with  our  County  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  and  the  teachers,  we 
could  know  the  conditions  in  every  com- 
munity. 

If  you  are  sincere  in  your  desire  to  help 
this  community,  you  will  establish  a  club, 
whose  social  center  will  be  the  school 
house,  which  will  mean  more  to  country 
women  and  do  more  for  them  than  the 
study  and  culture  clubs  in  your  cities  and 
towns  are  doing  for  you.  If  the  officers 
of  the  County  Federation  could  keep  an 
eye  on  such  organizations  it  would  not  be 
long  until  many  of  them  would  come 
into  the  fold. 

Why  Federate?  Because  "Strength 
united  is  Stronger,"  and  because  the  spirit 
dominating  all  particular  reasons  for  club 
federation  should  be  "to  help  and  be 
helped."  The  first  thing  I  do  when  I 
succeed  in  federating  a  club  is  to  present 
the  president  with  a  year's  subscription  to 
our  official  organ,  THE  CLUB- 
WOMAN. 


THE  UNPARLIAMENTARY  WOMAN 

Mrs.  J.  A.  Osgood,  State  Parliamentar 


Women's  meetings  have  not  always 
been  conducted  according  to  the  best 
parliamentary  usage,  and  the  unparlia- 
mentary woman  has  been  very  much 
in  evidence.  Perhaps  one  reason  is  that 
many  women  believe  parliamentary 
usage  to  be  a  troublesome  formality 
which  may  well  be  dispensed  with  in 
literary  and  educational  societies ;  that 
it  is  more  womanly,  in  fact,  to  omit  it. 
We  may  admit  that  it  is  more  woman- 
like, but  whether  it  is  more  orderly  or 
more  desirable  is  another  question. 

Other  women  are  prejudiced  against 
parliamentary  usage  because  they  re- 
gard it  as  a  device  which  is  most  un- 
justly employed  by  those  who  have 
mastered  its  intricacies,  to  advance  or 


defeat  measures  which  they  afvor  or 
oppose,  without  due  consideration  for 
the  interests  of  others,  who  have  equal 
rights,  but  who  do  not  so  well  under- 
stand how  to  secure  them.  It  is  unde- 
niably true  that  the  person  who  is 
familiar  with  parliamentlary  practice 
has  an  advantage  in  any  deliberate  as- 
sembly over  one  who  does  not  possess 
such  knowledge. 

One  seldom  ventures  upon  adverse 
criticism  without  suggesting  a  remedy, 
and  I  have  my  own  hobby  to  introduce. 
It  is  that  the  study  of  parliamentary 
law  should  begin  in  our  public  schools. 
There  should  be  in  every  grammar 
school,  as  a  regular  part  of  studies,  one 
or  two  lessons  a  week  in  parliamentary 
law,  with  an  opportunity  for  practice. 
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VICE-PRESIDENTS'  COUNCIL 


One  of  the  most  interesting  meetings 
of  the  Convention  was  the  Council 
with  Mrs.  W.  C.  Mushet,  State  Vice- 
President  in  the  chair,  and  topics  for 
discussion  led  by  the  District  Presi- 
dents. Mrs.  Mushet  is  a  most  gracious 
presiding  officer.  Her  smile  would  dis- 
arm the  most  autocratic  or  most  mil- 
itant of  speakers.  The  pleasantries 
she  injects  into  a  meeting  put  her  aud- 
itors into  a  listening  humor,  and  inter- 
est is  manifested  throughout  the  ses- 
sion. 

Mrs.  A.  F.  Jones,  President  of  the 
Northern  District,  and  one  of  the  most 
interesting  women  of  the  Convention, 
both  because  of  personal  charm  and 
the  fact  that  she  was  a  candidate  for 
President,  opened  the  discussion  with 
"Responsibility  of  Clubwomen  to  the 
Peace  Movement." 

She  spoke  feelingly  of  the  need  for 
peace  contrasting  the  constructiveness 
of  education  with  the  destructiveness 
of  war.  She  computed  the  cost  of  prep- 
aration for  war,  and  advocated  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  money  on  scholarships 
according  to  the  Cecil  Rhodes  idea. 

Dr.  Louise  Harvey  Clarke  remarked 
that  women  should  support  the  govern- 
ment that  is  trying  to  keep  peace. 
*     *     * 

Mrs.  Percy  S.  King,  President  San 
Francisco  District,  in  "How  Can  Our 
Department  Chairman  Be  Brought 
Closer  to  the  Clubs?"  believed  that 
there  should  be  a  district  endowment 
with  which  to  pay  expenses  of  chair- 
men visiting  clubs.  Mrs.  Jones  told 
how  dues  were  raised  per  capita  so  that 
Federation  might  be  sent  to  each  club. 
Mrs.  W.  E.  Colby  suggested  that  chair- 
men should  be  selected  according  to 
locality  and  only  when  they  express 
themselves  as  willing  to  visit  clubs. 
Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Cable  spoke  of  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Mushet's  popularity  as  a  Reci- 
procity Day  visitor,  and  suggested  that 
clubs  be  given  their  choice  of  chair- 
men at  the  expense  of  the  District. 


Mrs.  S.  L.  Wiley  told  how  San  Joa- 
quin used  the  residue  of  their  District 
Convention     Fund     for     a     Traveling 

Fund. 

*     *     * 

"Co-operation  between  the  Califor- 
nia Federation  and  the  State  Commis- 
sions," was  presented  by  Mrs.  William 
Colby,  President  of  Alameda  District. 
She  told  how  well  organized  State 
Commissions  are,  and  how  they  can  be 
made  special  Federation  aids,  giving 
as  an  example  the  Immigration  Com- 
mission. She  believes  these  commis- 
sions can  help  direct  the  Federation's 
part  in  humanitarian  work.  Her  key- 
note was  "We  should  manifest  active 
and  unselfish  co-operation  with  all 
agents  that  are  working  for  the  bet- 
terment of  conditions. 

Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Cable,  President  of 
the  Los  Angeles  District,  in  present- 
ing her  subject  of  "Reorganization  for 
Efficiency,"  commended  the  advant- 
ages of  department  conferences  and 
centralization  of  efforts  in  department 
work. 

She  was  of  the  opinion  that  we  have 
too  many  departments  but  not  too 
many  subjects,  and  that  if  every  club 
program  was  devoted  to  Federation 
work  there  would  not  be  time  for  elec- 
tion of  officers.  She  believes  it  a  good 
plan  for  clubs  to  specialize  each  year 
so  that  women  may  be  in  training  for 
department  chairmen. 

Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  President  of  the 
Southern  District,  addressed  the  dele- 
gates on  "Sensing  Values  of  Club  Op- 
portunity." 

"The  club  is  a  place  where  the  club- 
woman may  find  herself  where  she  may 
find  broad  sympathy  and  a  clear  out- 
look for  a  higher  meaning  of  life.  If  we 
are  going  to  make  a  success  of  this 
organization,  we  must  be  careful  in 
placing  the  corner  stone.  A  successful 
club  president  is  one  who  knows  her 
women  and  can  put  them  in  the  right 
place  to  serve  their  clubs."

partisan  in  our  expression  in  The  Club- 
woman. But  now  that  the  question  is 
settled,  we  will  state  that  personally  we 
were  opposed  to  the  political  amendments 
and  the  election  amendment.  We  are 
happy .  to  see  that  the  Federation  is  to 
remain  a  legislative,  sociological  and  po- 
litical body  instead  of  being  placed  in  a 
constitutional  stockade  or  folding  itself 
in  its  winding  sheet  to  wait  for  its  grave 
to  be  dug. 

But  we  believe  the  woman  who  fought 
for  the  amendments  have  at  least  the 
right  to  be  considered  as  sincere  in  their 
desires  as  those  who  voted  them  down. 


SPEAKING  OF  CANDIDATES 

Sometimes  we  have  a  candidate  for 
president  who  is  a  fine  woman.  Some- 
times her  opponent  is  not  a  fine  woman. 
But  for  1915,  the  California  Federation 
elected  one  good  woman  and  defeated 
another  woman  just  as  good,  for  the 
presidency.  Added  to  that  we  wish  also 
to  say,  that  a  fine  woman  is  retiring  from 
the  chair — but  we  retain  her  as  General 
Federation  Secretary,  an  office  she  is  well 
equipped  to  fill. 

.  Mrs.  Hoppin  will  represent  California 
at  The  Biennial  with  three  minutes  on 
the  Biennial  program — the  time  allotted 
to  each  state  president.  We  hope,  how- 
ever, that  she  will  make  time  and  knowl- 
edge and  personal  force  count  in  other 
parts  of  the  biennial  program  where  she 
is  not  scheduled  to  appear,  just  as  Mrs. 
Palmer  did  at  the  Chicago  Biennial. 


THOSE  COUNTY  ABSENTEES! 

Where,  oh  where  were  the  advocates 
of  County  Federation  when  the  vital 
plans  for  re-districting  were  brought  be- 
fore the  convention?  Where  were  the 
women  who  KNOW  what  County  Fed- 
eration can  do  for  a  county,  when  two 
northern  women,  with  concise  parlia- 
mentary procedure  calmly  influenced 
convention  delegates  to  vote  down  some- 


thing  on   which   all   COULD   not  have 
been  informed. 

Here  again  we  see  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure— perfectly  legitimate  so  far  as  Mrs. 
W.  E.  Colby  and  Miss  Jennie  Partridge 
carried  it — but  because  the  majority  of 
delegates  were  ignorant  of  parliamentary 
law  and  debate,  and  because  they  did  not 
allow  their  minds  to  work  with  quick 
clever  logic,  such  delegates  allowed  the 
substitution  of  the  word  "may"  for 
"shall"  spoil  the  ENTIRE  PLAN  FOR 
REDISTRICTING. 

For  if  it  is  not  made  compulsory  to 
form  county  federations,  they  will  never 
be  formed  where  districts  have  a  feeling 
against  having  the  county  plan  tried  out. 
So  the  remainder  of  the  plan  is  nil.  We 
seem  to  be  deluged  with  criticisms  of  the 
"northern  women  who  opposed  some- 
thing of  which  they  knew  nothing,  and 
don't  want  to  know  anything,"  and  most 
of  these  criticisms  come  out  of  the  North- 
ern Districts. 

There  is  no  reason  why  blame  should 
be  cast  on  Mrs.  Colby  or  Miss  Partridge 
and  other  prominent  women  who  opposed 
the  plan.  They,  at  least  were  honest 
enough  to  state  their  side  of  the  question 
before  the  convention  and  to  show  and 
to  fight  for  what  they  wanted  or  did  not 
want ;  but  the  crime  rests  on  our  south- 
ern women,  who  know  county  federa- 
tion, but  who  sat  as  silent  as  sphinxes 
and  allowed  a  hall  full  of  delegates  to 
hear  only  one  side  of  the  question'.  Why 
do  we  LET  our  MINDS  be  MONKEY 
WRENCHES  to  be  used  by  the  strong 
MENTAL  MUSCLES  that  happen 
along?  Whether  or  not  we  believe  in 
your  plan,  Mrs.  Henry  DeNyse,  we  ex- 
tend to  you  the  thanks  which  the  con- 
vention should  have  accorded  to  you  for 
your  years  of  work  on  the  Re-District- 
ing, which  has  been  one  of  the  hysterias 
of  the  Federation.  We  who  have 
worked  on  efficiency  plans  the  greater 
part  of  our  lives  appreciate  the  slavery 
which  you  have  put  into  Federation  work 
without  so  much  as  a  thank  you.  To 
Mrs.  Hartwell  and  committee  we  extend 
the  same  appreciation.  Efficiency,  thy 
middle  name  should  be  politeness !       ,    r 
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NOW  FOR  EFFICIENCY! 

Before  many  presidential  terms  have 
passed,  the  Federation  will  discover  the 
necessity  for  a  DEPARTMENT  OF 
EFFICIENCY.  We  are  running  our 
Federation  train  with  an  engineer  but 
without  a  fireman.  The  Federation  ma- 
chinery squeaks  as  the  wheels  go  around. 

Our  inefficiency  is  criminal.  We  waste 
time,  energy,  and  strength  on  doing  vital 
things  the  wrong  way,  instead  of  conserv- 
ing nerve  force,  time,  and  ability  by  doing 
tasks  with  the  minimum  expenditure  for 
maximum  results.  Let  us  see  how  our 
inefficiency  in  Federation  reacts.  As  to 
the  truth  of  the  following  statements 
one  has  only  to  ask  those  who  have 
conducted  the  BUSINESS  of  Federa- 
tion for  corroboration. 

Important  business  letters,  which  must 
be  filed  in  the  records,  are  written  in 
hand  script  varying  from  the  hiereoglyph- 
ics  on  an  Egyptian  tombstone  in  appear- 
ance to  the  painful,  undecipherable  ef- 
forts of  the  first  day  at  kindergarten — 
written  mostly  by  club  women  between 
30  and  60  years  of  age.  Material  of  the 
same  nature  is  submitted  for  the  Year 
Book,  and  the  unfortunate  corersponding 
secretary,  who  goes  blind  through  the 
effort  of  trying  to  decipher,  is  blamed 
for  mistakes.  We  can't  all  use  typewrit- 
ers, but  a  pencil  will  respond  to  intelli- 
gent locomotion. 

We  do  not  train  ourselves  to  be  ac- 
curate, lucid,  or  complete  in  replies  re- 
quested by  correspondence.  We  double 
postage  bills,  are  profligate  with  time  and 
stationery,  in  our  method  of  handling  de- 
partment literature  aand  in  initiating 
clubs  into  Federation. 

We  crowd  vital  convention  business 
into  an  afternoon  program,  and  weighty 
questions  are  decided  by  moonlight  by  a 
handful  of  hungry  delegates.  How  can 
we  get  the  will  of  the  aggregate  mind 
thus?  If  we  had  had  a  department  of 
Efficiency  this  year,  the  chairman 
might  have  seen  that  the  arrangement  of 
the  program  be  in  accord  with  the  time, 
strength  and  patience  of  the  delegates. 

For  Efficiency,  only  one  important  fea- 
ture of  action  should  be  sandwiched  into 


each  session,  instead  of  being  piled  sky 
high  into  one.  If  our  Federation  were 
really  efficiently  classified  and  pigeonr 
holed,  the  Convention  Call  would  either 
be  obsolete  as  a  weighty  official  document 
or  it  would  be  sent  to  clubs  in  time  to 
have  all  questions  therein  considered  at 
least  24  hours  before  the  convention. 

Mrs.  Palmer's  and  Mrs.  George  But- 
ler's recommendation  is  good — that  there 
be  the  speedy  incorporation  of  the  fed- 
eration and  the  establishment  of  perma- 
nent headquarters  with  at  least  one  sala- 
ried secretary,  where  the  files  of  the  fed- 
eration may  be  kept  for  reference  and 
the  business  of  the  corporation  trans- 
acted. That  would  be  one  big  step  to- 
ward efficiency.  Another  would  be  for 
delegates  not  to  ask  for  things  they  do 
not  want — to  wit — a  re-districting  plan. 
The  state  president  struck  an  efficiency 
keynote  when  she  said,  "I  wish  to  ask 
you  a  question  which  you  may  take  home 
and  that  is  since  the  vote  against  county 
federation  is  unanimous,  why  have  we 
been  considering  it  for  three  years  ?  An- 
swer at  your  leisure." 

Efficiency  is  a  consideration  of  bigger 
things  than  picking  out  the  faults  of  in- 
dividuals. We  have  nothing  against  indi- 
viduals, but  we  have  the  Federation  at 
heart,  and  we  do  not  like  to  see  the  power 
of  the  great  organization  curtailed  just 
because  we  are  not  classified  properly  for 
work.  Suppose  we  try  a  new  method — 
the  school  teacher  method  if  you  will — of 
tabulating  things  in  order  of  their  value, 
importance,  and  precedence  under  Roman 
One,  Arabic  One,  Capital  A,  Small  a,  a 
prime  and  a  double  prime. 

We  make  one  stingy  copy  of  a  report 
and  fail  to  keep  a  duplicate  when  we 
should  have  not  less  than  five  duplicates 
of  reports  to  be  distributed  where 
needed.  Only  two  state  chairmen  fur- 
nished the  press  department  with  a  car- 
bon copy  of  their  reports  for  this  issue. 
The  Federation  editor  pities  the  person 
who  has  the  issuing  of  the  Year  Book — 
handling  copy  in  the  condition  of  most 
of  these  reports.  We  have  gone  over 
them  carefully,  copying  the  most  salient 
features  for  this  month's  number.  , 
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Sad  to  say  many  reports  are  written 
without  any  regard  for  English  or  gram- 
mer  or  sequence  in  context.  Thoughts 
are  expressed  in  a  sloppy  manner.  Not 
all  reports,  we  are  glad  to  say,  come 
under  such  classification.  But  some 
have  words  interjected  by  hand  script, 
others  have  whole  script  paragraphs  pro- 
truding raggedly  from  the  typed  page, 
words  spelled  incorrectly;  and  consid- 
ered from  the  standpoint  of  efficiency,  are 
going  to  the  state  secretary  in  a  most  in- 
sanitary condition. 

We  have  a  right  to  speak  thus  about 
the  condition  for  all  state  chairmen  were 
REQUESTED  to  send  reports  to  the  sec- 
retary TYPEWRITTEN  and  not  to  ex- 
ceed 700  words  each.  Six  out  of  24 
chairmen  have  been  efficient  enough  to 
comply  with  this  request — unless  other 
clean,  fresh  reports  have  been  sent  on  to 
the  new  secretary  without  our  knowledge. 
Anyway  we  saw  the  originals !  Every 
one! 

In  the  name  of  Efficiency,  we  wish  to 
thank  Mrs.  Andrew  Francisco,  program 
chairman,  for  her  courtesies  to  the  press. 
As  soon  as  she  knew  of  changes  in  the 
program,  Mrs.  Francisco  sent  word  to 
the  state  chairman  of  press,  and  the  new 
data  was  passed  to  the  press  tables.  No 
one  but  a  press  woman  who  has  scram- 
bled after  such  things  alone,  or  has  pur- 
sued a  vanishing  program  chairman 
across  three  continents  of  convention 
chairs,  can  appreciate  the  aid  Mrs.  Fran- 
cisco furnished. 

If  the  convention  showed  a  pande- 
monium of  business,  it  was  not  the  fault 
of  the  program  chairman.  Mrs.  Fran- 
cisco's work  was  as  perfect  as  it  could  be 
when  buffeting  our  present  inefficient 
system  of  bromidic,  habit-bound  custom. 
We  make  our  program  the  same  year 
after  year  because  it  was  made  that  way 
the  year  before  and  in  the  ancestor  of 
that  year.  Until  we  have  established  a 
Department  of  Efficiency  to  work  things 
out  on  a  business  basis,  we  shall  always 
have  a  jungle  of  important  business  left 
for  a  minority  of  delegates  to  transact. 
We  can  thank  our  state  president  for 
planning  a   convention   with   few   social 


events;  and  credit  is  due  Miss  Jessica 
Lee  Briggs  and  her  local  board  for  the 
discrimination  they  showed  in  planning 
the  memorable  entertainments  that  were 
given. 

Reports  are  necessarily  dry  and 
parched  because  they  must  be  more  or 
less  of  a  statistical  array,  and  statistics 
are  seldom  eloquent  or  witty.  "I  have 
mailed  so  many  letters"  or  "I  have  vis- 
ited so  many  clubs"  is  not  interesting  ex- 
cept to  those  who  have  used  the  heart- 
rending energy  to  perform  the  work.  But 
it  does  seem  that  chairmen  who  read  re- 
ports should  try  to  put  a  little  brightness, 
a  spark  of  wit,  a  dash  of  humor,  and 
above  all  some  ORIGINALITY  in  them. 
The  trouble  is  that  most  of  us  are  bro- 
mides and  we  ape,  imitate,  and  say  just 
what  somebody  else  has  said  since  Noah 
opened  the  door  of  the  Ark  and  let  out 
the  animals,  because  we  feel  sure  we  shall 
make  no  mistakes  by  so  doing.  Let  us 
next  year  resolve  to  be  different,  even  if 
we  get  in  the  penitentiary  for  the  crime 
of  being  original. 

THOSE  PUSSY  VOICES! 

The  convention  proved  that  the  thin, 
modest  little  parlor  voice  of  ladylike 
dimensions  must  be  laid  away  in  the  cedar 
chest  of  traditions.  When  we  have  an 
Efficiency  machinery  working,  no  woman 
will  dare  have  the  effrontery  to  stand  on 
a  platform  facing  a  big  audience  and 
mumble  or  squeak  her  address  so  that 
she  can  be  heard  only  by  a  fly  that  hap- 
pens to  light  on  her  paper  within  the 
charmed  (?)  circle  of  her  vocal  evolu- 
tions. 

There  were  many  kinds  of  voices  at  the 
convention.  Of  those  which  could  be 
heard,  the  voices  varied  from  high  and 
rasping  to  the  kind  that  sounded  as  if 
the  "muffler"  might  be  "off,"  or  that  the 
owner  would  die  with  apoplexy  before 
she  got  through  with  her  dissertation.

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ARTLESS  ART! 

It  may  be  an  expression  of  uncouth 
ignorance  to  speak  unfavorably  of  the 
Exposition  Art  Gallery.  But  real  artists 
with  souls  must  admit  that  the  paintings 
could  not  be  hung  to  more  atrocious  dis- 
advantage. Some  of  the  rooms  look  like 
a  fifth  grade  drawing  class  exhibition  or 
a  county  fair.  Canvases  gigantic  are 
hung  in  rooms  so  small  that  noses  touch 
the  paint.  Small  pictures  are  hung  so 
binoculars  are  needed  to  discover  them. 
We  miss  the  big  works  of  California 
artists. 

We  would  like  to  know  why  that  most 
exquisite  desert  painting  done  in 
Coachella  Valley  by  Charles  Frieze — a 
picture  which  holds  imprisoned  the  Spirit 
of  The  Desert  as  no  artist  has  ever  caught 
it  before — has  not  an  honored  position 
on  the  exposition  wall  ?  We  have  investi- 
gated and  found  this  painting  was  sub- 
mitted. A  few  pictures  stand  out  in 
memory,  but  the  jury  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  indigenous  to  art. 


"I  cannot  leave  this  room  with- 
out telling  you  that  I  am  opposed 
to  those  amendments  and  why. 
They  would  put  too  much  strain 
upon  the  Executive  Board  for 
their  interpretation;  they  are  too 
mandatory  instead  of  being  ad- 
visory, and  they  are  undemo- 
cratic. We  cannot  get  away  from 
politics  even  in  our  daily  life.  We 
meet  it  in  our  homes  and  in  our 
daily  business.  Instead  of  shun- 
ning the  word  and  declaring  it 
taboo,  we  must  meet  it  and  ele- 
vate it  and  make  it  our  own.  We 
realize  nothing  can  be  done  ex- 
cept through  political  action.  We 
must  leave  something  to  an  intel- 
ligent administration  and  the 
good  sense  of  California  women.

achievements  of  the  past,  the  activities 
of  the  present,  and  also  to  keep  a  keen 
eye  to  the  futurities  of  Federation 
Work. 

It  has  been  our  great  pleasure  and 
privilege  to  forward  in  ways  various 
and  manifold  the  interests  of  the  Fed- 
eration, for  in  the  populous  Los  An- 
geles District  convention.  Presidents' 
Councils,  Department  Conferences, 
Federation  Days,  Reciprocity  Days, 
E-xecutive  Board  Meetings  and  ordi- 
nary club  days  have  given  us  many 
opportunities  to  serve  the  Federation. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  sev- 
er connection  with  the  Administration 
we  have  been  glad  to  support  and  with 
the  Federation  we  have  been  proud  to 
serve. 


TREASURER  AND  AUDITOR 

The  report  of  the  State  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  E.  D.  Knight,  showed  the  Cali- 
fornia Federation  to  have  a  cash  sur- 
plus on  hand  at  the  present  time  of 
$2163.99.  The  beginning  of  the  year 
funds  amounted  to  $5329.16  and  dis- 
bursements were  $3165.17. 

The  report  of  the  auditors,  Mrs. 
Fisher  R.  Clarke  and  Mrs.  Andrew  W. 
Francisco,  approved  the  Treasurer's 
report  in  every  detail  and  declared  that 
the  books  of  the  Treasurer  were  kept 
in  an  e6cient  manner. 


Dr.  Jessie  Russell,  a  most  eflScieint  parlia- 
mentarian, opposed  to  the  amendments,  de- 
clared that  what  we  want  is  progressive  leg-, 
islation  and  not  obsolete  legislation.  It 
was  Dr.  Russell  who  made  the  motion  to 
have  the  five  "political"  amendments  con- 
sidered in  a  group. 


"THE  AMERICAN  HOME" 

One  of  the  official  evening  meetings 
of  the  Convention  was  given  to  Mrs. 
Percy  ■  Pennybacker,  General  Federa- 
tion President,  who  gave  one  of  the 
most  inspiring  addresses  which  the  , 
delegates  heard  to  take  home  with 
them — "The  American  Home." 

Mrs.  Pennybacker  emphasized  par- 
ticularly the  need  of  spiritual  and  ment- 
al companionship  between  the  father 
and  his  children,  instead  of  leaving 
children  entirely  to  the  mother's  influ- 
ence. "We  need  to  hear  of  the  influ- 
ence of  good  fathers,"  she  said.  "When 
God  gives  you  the  greatest  blessing 
next  to  that  of  a  good  wife,  he  gives 
you  fathers  a  responsibility  you  cannot 
deny.  Fathers  give  freely  to  their 
wives  and  children  everything  except 
themselves.  No  boy  ever  went  wrong 
for  lack  of  luxury,  but  because  of  lack 
of  the  right  companionship." 

She  also  struck  the  keynote  of  the 
girl's  need  of  home  economics  training. 
"A  home  is  a  miniature  republic.  The 
atmosphere  must  be  right ;  there  must 
be  a  spirit  of  good  cheer.  The  vocation 
of  home-making  is  a  business  alliance 
as  well  as  an  alliance  of  the  heart.  It 
is  a  business  for  which  all  girls  should 
be  fitted.  Unless  homes  of  a  country 
are  on  a  business  basis,  the  nation  can- 
not have  prosperity." 

Mrs.  Pennypacker  believes  in  a  pa- 
triotism that  teaches  men  and  women 
to  live  right  for  their  country ;  she  be- 
lieves that  cowardice  against  a  friend 
or  in  some  civic  crisis  is  worse  than 
cowardice  on  the  battlefield. 

Mrs.  Lillian  Pray-Palmer,  President, 
and  Mrs.  W.  C.  Mushet,  Vice-President 
presided,  and  the  following  distin- 
guished women  gave  greetings:  Mrs. 
William  Brooks  Young,  General  Fed- 
eration Director  from  Florida;  Mrs. 
Elmer  E.  Corfman,  President  Utah 
Federation  of  Women's  clubs;  Mrs. 
Robert  Burdette,  first  President  Cali- 
fornia Federation,  and  Mrs.  Kate  Wal- 
ler Barrett,  President  National  Flor- 
ence Crittenden  Home  Association. 
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ENDOWMENT  FUND 
LAUNCHED 

Mrs.  Lillian  Pray-Palmer,  State 
President,  whose  first  vision  as  she 
took  office  last  year  was  to  see  an  en- 
downment  fund  established  as  an  effi- 
ciency vehicle  for  the  Federation,  is 
likely  to  have  the  vision  take  material 
form,  if  the  generous  response  to  calls 
for  funds  received  at  the  convention 
is  a  criterion. 

With  eloquence  that  brought  tears 
to  the  eyes  of  delegates,  Mrs.  Palmer 
outlined  her  reasons  for  a  State  En- 
dowment, and  in  the  course  of  her  talk 
spoke  of  how  it  was  possible  for  the 
name  of  every  mother  of  a  California 
clubwoman  to  be  honored  on  that  roll. 
Had  there  been  sufficient  time  to  give 
to  pledges,  no  doubt  several  thousand 
dollars  might  have  been  raised  on  the 
floor  of  the  Convention  following  her 
appeal.  The  first  large  sum  of  $100 
was  pledged  by  Mrs.  H.  A.  Cable,  on 
behalf  of  the  Los  Angeles  District, 
and  in  the  name  of  Caroline  Severance, 
after  whom  the  $50,000  fund  is  named. 
The  total  subscribed  was  $622.  Mrs. 
Palmer  wishes  the  sum  raised  with- 
out placing  a  special  tax  on  clubwom- 
en. Mrs.  Bradford  Woodbridge,  Miss 
Jessica  Lee  Briggs  and  Mrs.  Ella 
Westland  made  strong  appeals  for 
contributions  to  the  fund.  One-fifth 
of  the  money  from  the  sale  of  Federa- 
tion emblems  will  go  to  the  Endow- 
ment Fund.  Many  delegates  named 
their  Presidents  for  honorary  positions. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Mushet's  name  was  one 
of  the  first  to  be  placed  on  the  roll  of 
honor.  The  sum  of  $100  places  the 
name  of  a  person  or  club  on  the  Found- 
ers' roll ;  the  sum  of  $10  places  the  name 
of  a  person  or  club  on  the  honor  roll, 
and  for  any  sum  the  name  of  one's 
mother  may  be  placed  on  the  mother's 
memorial  roll. 


RE-DISTRICTING  LOST 

The  plans  for  Re-Districting,  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Henry  DeNyse,  who 
has  worked  faithfully  and  efficiently, 
per  request  of  the  Federation,  was  de- 
feated by  changing  the  word  "shall" 
to  "may"  in  the  amendment  relating 
to  the  formation  of  County  Federa- 
tions. Without  the  County  Federa- 
tion as  a  basis  the  remainder  of  the 
re-districting  plan  has  as  much  value 
as  a  nickle  with  a  hole  in  it.  The  sub- 
stance of  the  clause  was  "To  better 
facilitate  the  work  of  the  Federation, 
County  Federations  shall  be  organized 
in  all  counties  having  three  of  more 
federated  clubs." 

Delegates  were  opposed  to  abolish- 
ing the  district  lines,  feeling  that  the 
annual  district  conventions  were  need- 
ed as  a  means  of  stimulation.  Mrs. 
W.  E.  Colby  of  Berkeley,  Miss  Jennie 
Partridge  of  San  Francisco,  Mrs. 
Emily  Hoppin,  the  newly  elected  Pres- 
ident, Mrs.  J.  H.  Andresen  of  Salinas, 
and  a  majority  of  the  delegates  from 
the  Northern  and  Bay  Districts,  op- 
posed the  plan. 

Mrs.  Colby  moved  that  the  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  declare  to  the  Con- 
vention that  it  is  in  favor  of  retaining 
the  district  as  a  basis  for  re-district- 
ing. 

Mrs.  DeNyse  told  how  the  govern- 
ment itself  makes  the  county  the  unit, 
but  Mrs.  Emily  Hoppin  believed  that 
County  Federation  would  make  for  in- 
difference among  the  country  women. 
Mrs.  H.  A.  Cable,  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict President,  suggested  that  the  dis- 
tricts might  be  sustained  as  they  are 
and  allow  all  counties  to  federate,  and 
worked  out  a  plan  after  that  has  been 
done.  However,  it  was  the  consensus 
of  opinion  that  County  Federation  will 
never  be  organized  in  those  districts 
where  there  has  been  strong  opposi- 
tion to  it. 


Mr.  Robert  Cushman  Murphy,  of  Brook- 
lyn Museum,  spoke  with  great  enthusiasm 
on  the  work  of  the  Audubon  societies  in 
their  protective  labors.  He  gave  much  in- 
teresting data  to  show  the  usefulness  of 
birds  in   destroying  insects. 


Mr.  Robert  C.  Root,  representative  of  the 
American  Peace  society,  extended  an  invi- 
tation to  clubwomen  to  attend  the  Peace 
Congress  to  be  held  in  Berkeley,  October 
10,  11  and  12. 
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MESSAGE  TO  PRESIDENT  WIL- 
SON 

Mrs.  Seward  A.  Simons,  Los  An- 
geles District  Chairman  of  Legislation 
and  President-elect  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Friday  Morning  Club,  was  the  author 
of  a  resolution  unanimously  adopted 
and  sent  in  the  form  of  a  telegram  to 
President  Woodrow  Wilson: 

The  California  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs  in  Convention  now  assem- 
bled, representing  35,000  enfranchised 
women  without  political  partisanship, 
but  deeply  impressed  by  the  multifar- 
ious and  complex  problems  which  con- 
front the  President  of  the  United 
States  at  this  time,  wish  to  assure  him 
of  their  sincere  and  heartfelt  sympathy 
and  to  pledge  their  cordial  support  for 
his  sane  and  courageous  conduct  of  in- 
ternational affairs,  in  the  hope  that 
President  Wilson  will  continue  to  up- 
hold the  American  ideals  of  peace. 

May  God  grant  his  blessing  on  our 
President.

A  woman  with  a  fund  of  knowledge,  and 
possessing  those  sources  of  inspiration 
which  only  the  rare  mind  that  has  long  as- 
sociated itself  with  the  higher  spiritualities 
of  life -can  give,  Mrs.  George  F.  Reinhardt, 
State  Chairman  of  Literature,  stands  out 
as  one  of  the  most  distinguished  and  most 
interesting  of  women  at  the  convention. 

Mrs.  Reinhardt,  fortunately  gave  her  own 
address,  "Literature  and  the  Clubwoman," 
and  was  one  of  the  few  speakers  who  held 
every  delegate  motionless  while  she  had  the 
floor.  She  advised  clubwomen  to  speak  ex- 
temporaneously instead  of  disintegrating  the 
molecules  of  force  by  making  them  pass 
through  several  sheets  of  paper,  thence  to 
the  auditors.  "Trust  your  own  opinions 
and  speak  them.  Where  your  interest  lies, 
there   is  your   eloquence. 

"The  popular  novel  is  a  journalistic  effu- 
sion. Read  Rabindranath  Tagore.  He  is  a 
man  who  can  sit  for  hours  and  think  out 
things.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  heart  of 
any  mystery  was  ever  plucked  out  by  a  man 
on  the  sprint.  Read  one  thing  well  to  get 
the  kernel  of  truth.  I  believe  that  litera- 
ture grows  more  important  in  club  life  from 
year  to  year  for  it  is  the  torch  passed  down 
from  generation  to  generation." 


RESOLUTIONS  EXCITE  DEBATE 

When  Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Cable,  Chair- 
man of  Resolutions,  made  her  final  re- 
port on  resolutions,  submitted  for  the 
Conventions'  consideration,  there  were 
moments  of  clever  debate  and  argu- 
ment which  made  this  period  one  of 
the  most  interesting  of  the  Convention. 

All  resolutions  were  passed,  except 
one,  which  tended  to  place  Waters, 
Forests,  Birds  and  Good  Roads  under 
a  conservation  department.  Mrs.  E. 
G.  Greene,  State  Chairman  of  Waters, 
objected  to  such  a  move,  on  the  ground 
that  Waters  was  so  important  in  itself 
that  this  department  should  not  lose 
its  identity  in  being  tabulated  with 
other  work. 

The  following  resolutions  were 
adopted  :  Endorsement  of  movement 
to  enlarge  Sequoia  Park  by  the  addi- 
tion of  King's  Canyon,  Kern  River  and 
Mount  Whitney;  indorsement,  of  the 
Raker  bill  to  make  Mount  Lassen  Dis-

Owing  to  our  trip  to  the  Biennial 
immediateh'  after  taking  office  our  tirst 
rushing  duties  were  one  month  late  in 
starting,  and  have  been  at  times  too 
hurried  to  be  satisfactory  to  your  Sec- 
retary.

District  Officers  and  Chairmen  were 
sent  their  stationery  direct,  making 
our  office  at  times  resemble  a  depart- 
ment store  wrapping  counter. 

The  Printing  Committee  report  as 
follows:  1500  year  books;  1000  prac- 
tical suggestions;  15,000  postals;  700 
data  postals;  400  call  postals;  200  pre- 
sentation cards  ;  2000  gummed  labels  ; 
500  application  blanks  ;  500  bill  heads  ; 
84.750  pieces  of  stationery;  1000  calls 
for  convention ;  4000  credential  blanks. 

In  making  report  of  my  year's  work 
I  am  torn  between  two  visions ;  one, 
teeming  with  plans  for  efficiency,  em- 
bracing State  Endowment  of  sufficient 
magnitude  atcomplished ;  our  incor- 
poration under  the  State  laws  with  of- 
ficial headquarters  in  charge  of  a  paid 
Treasurer-Secretary,  and  with  a  sys- 
tem complete  and  satisfactory  in- 
stalled. 

Mv  vear's  work  has  been  of  inestim- 


able value  to  me — my  joy,  the  accom- 
plishment of  tasks,  however  hard;  my 
grief,  mistakes  of  omission  and  com- 
mission ;  my  will  to  do,  and  the  blank- 
ness  and  gloom  of  realization  of  lim- 
itations ;  all  have  strengthened  and 
broadened  my  outlook ;  and  I  rejoice 
that  this  opportunity  is  given  another, 
and  another,  as  the  years  go  on,  as 
thus  we,  a  part  of  the  great  whole, 
are  being  trained  by  our  task  of  today 
for  the  service  of  tomorrow. 


One  of  the  most  efficient  women  in  Fed- 
eration today  is  Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Cable, 
President  of  the  Los  Angeles  District,  and 
we  see  upon  her  already,  the  shadow  of  a 
future  state  president's  mantle.  She  was 
urged  to  be  a  candidate  from  the  floor  of 
the  convention  but  refused  the  honor. 

Upon  all  the  occasions  that  she  spoke  or 
rose  to  points  of  order,  and  they  were  very 
frequent,  she  was  upheld  by  the  chair  and 
was  found  to  be  thoroughly  parlimentary. 
Her  report  was  one  of  the  most  complete 
and   comprehensive   of   the   convention.

The  Press  Department  feels  a  certain 
sad  resentment  at  not  being  used  more 
by  clubs  and  Districts.  We  feel  like  the 
best  family  silver  laid  away  in  tissue 
paper  to  tarnish,  while  the  pewter,  bone 
and  steel  render  daily  service.  The 
majority  of  clubs  are  interested  in  phil- 
anthropy, education,  legislation,  home 
economics,  and  the  like,  but  forget  their 
one  fundamental  weapon — publicity — 
with  which  they  might  broaden  all  Fed- 
eration work. 

The  State  has  its  own  Press  problem 
with  its  own  official  organ,  The  Club- 
woman. If  33,000  Federated  women 
would  subscribe  to  their  magazine,  there 
would  be  no  problem.  The  day  will  come 
when  the  Federation  must  own  its  own 
magazine  and  it  will  be  compulsory  for 
every  club  woman  to  subscribe.  To  have 
a  successful  magazine,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  employ  on  salary,  an  expert  press 
woman  with  editorial  experience  as  the 
Federation  Editor. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  absolute 
co-operation  of  the  pviblisher  of  The 
Clubwoman,  Mrs.  Else  Smith  Trueblood. 
She  has  conformed  personally  with  the 
final  edicts  of  the  Federation  editor  in 
every  question,  even  when  such  co-opera- 
tion was  a  challenge  to  the  business  of- 
fice, and  meant  a  keen  monetary  loss  to 
her. 

j\Iy  special  message  to  the  clubs,  is  that 
they  utilize  their  state  press  department 
through  their  individual  press  chairman 
who  should  report  club  news  to  the  local 
press,  and  to  the  State  Press  Chairman 
for  the  State  Official  Magazine. 

Articles  should  be  sparing  in  words 
and  prolific  in  ideas.  Write  plainly,  espe- 
cially names  and  initials,  for  magazine 
editors  cannot  engage  expert  chirograph- 
ers  to  deciper  a's  from  o's  and  n's  from 
u's.

IMMIGRATION  REPORT 
Mrs.  Frank  E.  Gibson 

At  the  Riverside  Convention  an  ad- 
dress was  given  on  the  education  of 
the  immigrant  woman,  suggesting  the 
necessity  of  teaching  of  mothers.  The 
sympathetic  aid  of  the  Federation  has 
resulted  in  the  successful  passage  of 
an  amendment  to  the  Political  Code  of 
our  state,  providing  for  Home  Teach- 
ers in  the  public  schools. 

During  the  year  your  commissioner 
has  spoken  on  the  Home  Teacher  bill 
and  on  the  general  question  of  immi- 
gration 93  times,  to  46  clubs,  32  re- 
ligious societies  and  to  15  other  organi- 
zations. Clubs  generally^  have  consid- 
ered different  phases  of  immigration. 
The  Report  on  Unemployment  of  the 
Commission  on  Immigration  and  Hous- 
ing was  mailed  to  each  club  with  a 
letter  asking  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject. The  replies  to  this  showed  real 
interest  in  the  question,  and  was  dis-

In  presenting-  the  report  of  the  revi- 
sion committee  we  offer  the  result  of 
deliberate  thought  concerning  the  fu- 
ture of  the  State  Federation,  the  pres- 
ervation of  its  solidarity  and  unity, 
with  nothing  but  appreciation  of  the 
splendid  work  in  the  past  which  is  a 
record  of  proficiency  and  efficiency  of 
strength  united,  and  achievement  of 
high  ideals  made  possible  by  the  broad 
minded  tolerant,  distinterested  policy 
adopted  by  the  women  devoting  their 
lives  to  the  uplift  and  education  of 
humanity. 

Our  Federation  has  become  a  recog- 
nized power  for  good  because  of  the 
solidarity  of  purpose.  Some  of  the 
propose  amendments  which  may  seem 
drastic  are  because  of  the  threatened

question  in  a  manner  free  from  person- 
ality, petty  prejudice  or  malice,  we  put 
before  you  questions  which  might  have 
been  postponed  but  because  of  most 
pernicious  influence  gaining  a  strangle- 
hold on  our  great  State  Federation,  we 
realize  as  never  before  that  these  must 
be  met  with  that  spirit  which  will  re- 
quire no  interpreter  to  explain  where 
we  stand.

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AMENDMENTS  TABLED 

Following  an  intensely  interesting 
battle  waged  for  an  hour,  the  so-called 
"political  amendments"  formulated  by 
the  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  By- 
Laws,  together  with  the  election 
amendment,  were  defeated  by  a  vote  of 
overwhelming  majority,  the  climax 
coming  as  one  of  the  most  spectacular 
events  in  Federation  history. 

The  amendments  defeated  are : 

"No  delegate  from  any  club  taking 
active  part  in  politics  shall  be  seated 
in  the  convention. 

"If  any  subject  relating  to  proposed 
action  in  State  or  nation  is  given  place 
on  the  programme,  it  shall  be  discussed 
by  two  or  more  speakers  holding  op- 
posing views." 

"That  no  person  who  is  a  candidate 
for  a  political  office  shall  speak  from 
the  platform  of  the  convention." 

"Xo  woman  known  to  be  active  in 
politics  or  holding  any  county.  State  or 
Federal  office  shall  be  eligible  to  mem- 
bership on  State  or  District  Board." 

"No  resolution  of  any  political  sig- 
nificance shall  be  considered  at  the 
convention." 

Article  \'II  on  election  was  changed 
to  cause  "the  names  of  all  candidates 
receiving  the  indorsement  of  ten  clubs 
and  accepting  nomination  shall  be 
placed  on  the  nominating  ballot"  and 
to  admit  the  following :  "All  elections 
for  state  officers  shall  be  by  ballot  for 
a  term  of  two  years  beginning  with 
the  pre-biennial  year,  excepting  for 
corresponding  secretary,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  president-elect. 

The  sentiment  against  the  amend- 
ments was  very  strong  in  some  quar- 
ters while  many  club  presidents  had 
not  received  copies  of  their  Call  in 
time  to  consider  the  questions  in  their 
clubs.  Although  the  amendments 
probably  would  have  been  defeated  on 
the  vote,  Mrs.  James  Orr,  Past  State 
President,  gave  a  dramatic  speech 
against  the  amendments  and  received 
a  tremendous  ovation,  following  which 
^Irs.  \\'.  E.  Colby  made  the  motion  to 
have  them  tabled.

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Mr.  C.  C.  Young,  Speaker  of  the  Assem- 
bly, spoke  on  legislation.  "Women  have  no 
idea  how  big  their  influence  on  legislation 
has  become.  It  was  largely  on  their  ac- 
count that  the  red  light  abatement  law  was 
passed.  But  legislation  does  not  end  when 
laws  are  put  on  the  session  books.  You 
can  do  more  for  the  red  light  abatement 
law  now  than  you  have  in  the  past  by  cre- 
ating a  morale  that  will  demand  its  en- 
forcement." 

He  closed  his  interesting  talk  with  the 
quotation  of  part  of  a  resolution  adopted 
(unsolicited  by  women)  in  both  houses  of 
the  legislature  a  few  weeks  ago,  which  de- 
clares that,  "the  adoption  of  woman's  suf- 
frage by  the  state  of  California  is  one  of 
the  important  factors  contributing  to  the 
marked  political,  social  and  industrial  ad- 
vancement by  our  own  people  in  recent 
years;  and  that  any  disparagement  of  the 
cause  of  woman  suffrage  attempted  else- 
where on  the  ground  that  woman  suffrage 
is  not  satisfactory  to  this  state,  has  no  basis 
in  fact  and  is  signally  disproved  by  the  ac- 
knowledged intelligence  and  discrimination 
shown  by  women  voters  in  the  settling  of 
our  great  political  and  industrial  problems 
at  the  polls."

A  serious  problem  with  which  California  householders  have 
long  wrestied  by  reaison  of  the  comparative  scarcity,  in  this  lauid 
of  mountain  and  limestone  ledge  water,  of  "soft"  or  mineral- 
free  water  for  cleaning  purposes,  has  given  rise  within  recent 
years  to  au"tificiaJ  processes  for  "softening"  the  recalcitrzmt 
product  of  our  kitchen  taps  cind  hydrants,  recognized  as  a 
highly  destructive  agent  to  fibre  fabrics  of  all  sorts. 

After  experimenting  with  various  softening  devices  for  a 
number  of  yeaurs,  a  Los  Angeles  plant — the  New  Method  Laun- 
dry— has  instcJled  at  a  cost  of  about  $5000  a  patented  process 
which  is  declcired  to  completely  and  satisfactoriy  solve  the 
problem.  AU  the  washing  done  at  this  big  establbhment  is 
done  with  water  which  has  passed  through  the  "Permutit" 
process  and,  according  to  the  management,  the  results  have 
more  than  justified  the  outlay  in  better  work  and  longer  life  of 
fabrics. 

To  those  interested  in  the  patronage  of  home  industries  auid 
in  zmti-sweatshop  methods,  the  highly-evolved  plant  of  the 
laundry  compemy  on  East  Sixth  street  is  a  notable  exaonple  of 
the  modem  terms  to  which  can  be  translated  even  so  plebeian 
instruments  ets  a  tub  auid  wringer.  Housed  in  a  three-story 
fireproof  building  of  reinforced  concrete,  the  plemt  has  made  a 
specialty  of  modem  safety  devices  ,of  light,  air  and  the  sani- 
tcuy  protection  of  its  employees  auid  customers — these  being 
regarded  as  of  equeJ  importance  with  up-to-the-minute  proc- 
esses amd  machinery.  A  dining  room  amd  rest  room  for  the 
workers  is  provided,  auid  these,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the 
plant,  EU'e  spotless  in  white  enamel.  The  windows  throughout 
are  placed  close  to  the  ceilings,  in  accordamce  with  the  princi- 
ples of  modem  ventilation,  amd  cleamliness  on  the  part  of  the 
employees  is  a  sort  of  eleventh  commaindment. 

A  point  of  which  much  is  made  in  the  concern's  weekly 
publication,  "Suds,"  is  the  reflected  effect  of  scientific  laun- 
dering methods  on  shirts  and  such.  The  mauiagement  esti- 
mates the  increaised  longevity  of  ordinauy  fabrics  at  twenty  per 
cent,  and  in  speciad  cases  considerably  more.  They  relate  of 
having  washed  staunched  men's  collaurs  three  times  a  month  for 
twelve  months  before  the  saw  edge  made  its  appeaurance. 

Part  of  this  good  showing  is  admittedly  due  to  the  work  of 
the  hamd  laundry.  The  mangle-iron,  mangier  paur  excellence 
of  fluffy  ruffles,  is  resorted  to  only  in  the  case  of  the  so-called 
"flat  waish."  For  goods  that  will  not  stauid  washing  at  all  the 
company  mauntains  a  modem  dry-cleaming  plcuit. 

It  is  the  fined  cladm  of  the  exponents  of  the  new  way  to  wash 
that  it  does  not  cost  amy  more  to  do  it  that  way.  In  proof  of 
it,  they  cite  the  fact  that  they  have  been  able  to  do  somewhat 
better  tham  meet  keen  competition  on  price-lists,  with  a  mau"- 
gin  over  to  supply  lau"ger  facilities  for  am  increaising  business.

While  the  city  woman  lives  in  the 
world  of  study,  the  country  woman  has 
time  to  reflect,  to  think,  and  each  class 
needs  the  other. 

"And  I  would  like  to  see  an  outlook 
committee  to  gather  and  bring  before 
the  Executive  Board  such  measures  as 
they  think  the  clubs  should  foster 
most.  For  instead  of  curtailing  wo- 
man's political  possibilities  I  should 
like  to  see  them  extended."

^\'inter,  chairman  of  Literature,  on 
"Literature  and  Life,"  urged  the  claims 
of  poetry  and  the  drama,  especially  the 
poetry  and  drama  of  the  Bible. 

Mrs.  John  Sherman,  of  Chicago,  out- 
lined the  conservation  plan  of  the  Gen- 
eral Federation,  and  pleaded  for  a 
greater  out-of-door  life,  and  the  influ- 
ences that  would  flow  from  it.

Sorosis  club  of  Fort 
Bragg  has  had  a  number  of  meetings 
devoted  to  the  same  subject.  Beaumont 
Woman's  club  had  an  interesting  pro- 
gram on  the  traditions  of  San  Gorgonia 
Pass. 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Walsh,  Northern  District 
chairman,  gave  an  address  containing 
much  valuable  sentiment  and  histor- 
ical facts  concerning  the  early  pic- 
turesque regime  of  California.  She 
dwelt  on  the  famous  pioneers,  named 
the  famous  landmarks  still  preserved, 
described  the  work  of  placing  the  bells 
on  the  King's  Highway  and  spoke  of 
the  cairns  which  the  department  hopes 
to  interest  club  women  to  have  erected. 

Seldom  does  one  hear  a  more  inspir- 
ing talk  on  history  and  landmarks  than 
the  historic  bits  given  by  Mrs.  A.  S.  C. 
Forbes  on  "Belling  the  Camino  Real." 
She  unraveled  before  the  delegates  the 
woof  and  web  of  early  romantic  history 
of  the  pioneers  and  gave  a  most  dra- 
matic recital  of  the  first  transportation 
of  the  mail  into  California  by  pony  ex- 
press. 


In  the  Northern  District  Mrs.  George 
Hamilton  has  furthered  the  study  of 
California  literature  and  has  widened 
the  interest  in  Auburn's  young  poet, 
Clark  Ashton  Smith;  Mrs.  W.  I. 
Clayes,  San  Francisco  District,  is 
working  for  the  better  recognition  of 
young  writers,  and  has  printed  an  out- 
line for  the  study  of  Oriental  literature 
and  language ;  Mrs.  C.  H.  Rowe.  re- 
ports an  increase  in  literary  sections 
among  the  clubs  of  Alameda  District, 
as  does  Mrs.  G.  L.  Spraul  for  the  South- 
ern District.

Los  Angeles  District,  has  spoken  at  14 
clubs,  and  held,  together  with  the  Art 
and  Music  Committees,  a  highly  suc- 
cessful conference  at  Hollywood  Wom- 
an's clubhouse,  on  the  Music,  Litera- 
ture and  Art  of  the  Bible.

The  Northern  District  problems  cov- 
er storage  for  all  uses.  Much  interest 
centers  in  the  Sutter  By-Pass,  looking 
toward  reclamation  and  navigation. 

Alameda  District:  Much  literature 
has  been  sent  out,  clubs  written  to  and 
programs  suggested,  lectures  arranged. 
At  the  Reciprocity  Day  at  Stockton  the 
Northern  District  Chairman  addressed 
the  meeting.  Several  delegates  attend- 
ed Inland  Waterwaj-  Conventions. 

San  Joaquin  District:  This  district 
is  practically  and  intelligently  interest- 
ed in  the  subject  of  irrigation  and 
riparian  rights.  Ten  memberships  to 
the  Inland  \^'ate^^vays  were  voted  at 
District  Convention. 

San  Francisco  District :  The  chair- 
man finds  the  Clear  Lake  problem  of 
great  interest.  Several  clubs  in  the 
vicinity  are  actively  working  to  save 
the  beautiful  lake  from  being  commer- 
cialized at  the  expense  of  its  natural 
beauty  and  its  recreational  value. 

Southern  District  problems  are  main- 
ly irrigation  and  the  control  of  the  Col- 
orado River.  Attention  to  underground 
water  supply  concerns  especially  the 
Imperial  A'alley. 

Los  Angeles  District  has  outlined 
principles  upon  which  are  based  pro- 
grams for  club  study:  I.  Water  in 
California  is  more  important  than  all 
other  natural  resources  put  together; 
2.     We  fail  to  realize  that  the  only  jus- 
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tification  for  the  expenditure  of  public 
money  for  public  improvements  is  to 
better  general  conditions,  and  a  direct 
return  to  the  public  as  a  whole ;  3.  We 
must  first  learn  the  difference  between 
water  for  domestic  uses  and  for  reve- 
nue-producing uses;  4.  We  should 
bend  every  effort  to  enlarge  our  infor- 
mation and  our  vision  before  decisive 
steps  are  taken  that  will  mean  the  es- 
tablishment of  permanent  policies  of 
vital  importance. 


Mr.  Isadore  Jacobs,  president  of  the 
Inland  AVaterways  Association,  gave 
interesting  data  concerning  the  proper 
recognition  of  economic  uses  of  water. 
He  believes  that  an  aroused  public 
opinion  will  show  that  water  develop- 
ment is  one  of  the  great  needs  of  the 
state  and  country.  He  spoke  on  the 
future  co-operation  of  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment to  aid  state  water  development 
with  army  and  navy  engineers  in 
charge,  and  appropriations  to  be  made 
after  investigation. 


Mrs.  W.  S.  Kendall,  Northern  Dis- 
trict chairman,  told  how  the  proper 
development  of  water  power  would 
utilize  resources  now  going  to  waste. 
Electrical  power  created  through  water 
power  would  save  12,000,000  tons  of 
coal  yearly.  Mrs.  Kendall  has  done  ex- 
ceptionally good  work  in  her  district  in 
the  interest  of  waters. 


BUREAU  OF  LIBRARY,  INFORMATION  AND 
RECIPROCITY— MISS  SUSAN  T.  SMITH

The  Los  Angeles  District  has  the  rec- 
ord for  Reciprocity  Days,  Mrs.  Adelaide 
B.  Brewer  having  planned  30  in  all.  "Sim- 
plicity, brevity,  and  a  neighborly  spirit" 
were  the  watchwords  of  her  Convention 
message.  Her  exhibit  at  the  same  Dis- 
trict Convention  was  one  of  its  distinctive 
features. 

The  Alameda  and   Southern  Districts 
ran  a  close  race  for  supremacy  in  secur-

CIVICS  AND  POLITICAL  SCIENCE- 
MRS.  LEWIS  E.  AUBURY 


(Continued  from 
In  the  Northern  District,  Mrs.  F.  W. 
Quast,  Chairman,  there  have  been  in- 
vestigations of  sanitary  conditions,  fly 
and  mosquito  campaigns  have  been 
conducted,  as  well  as  educational  cam- 
paigns to  guard  against  these  pests ; 
the  clubs  have  co-operated  with  the 
Parent-Teachers'  clubs  in  an  effort  to 
bring  the  school  and  home  in  closer 
contact.  In  the  little  town  of  Rock- 
lin,  with  a  population  of  only  800,  the 
club  women  have  been  instrumental  in 
having  a  night  school  started,  are  main- 
taining it,  with  53  adult  pupils  and 
many  foreigners. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  C.  H.  Ritchie, 
Chairman,  Los  Angeles,  is  an  interest- 
ing document.  Twenty-three  clubs  are 
interested  in  playground  work,  and 
many  have  provided  equipment  for 
their  school  grounds;  five  have  insti- 
tuted and  equipped  libraries  in  their 
towns,  eight  have  provided  public 
drinking  fountains ;  several  have  co- 
operated in  settlement  house  work  in 
their  communities,  as  well  as  contrib- 
uting toward  work  of  Juvenile  Protec- 
tive Associations.  Three  have  furnished 
rest  rooms  for  women  and  children  in 
their  towns. 

Mrs.  Claude  Leech,  Chairman  Ala- 
meda District,  reports  the  most  notable 
is  the  work  of  the  Philomath  club  of 
Stockton,  which  is  planning  an  auxil- 
iary to  the  club  in  way  of  evening  sec- 
tion for  girls  employed  during  day,  to 
be  self-governing.  A  club  at  Pleasan- 
ton  bought  a  lot  for  $3500,  and  were  the 
means  of  having  the  town  vote  $10,000 
bonds  for  a  Town  Hall.  In  recognition 
of  their  services,  the  club  has  been 
given  permanent  quarters  and  a  free 
library  room  in  this  building.  The  Oak- 
land club  is  maintaining  a  linen  loan 
closet,  and  has  become  a  sustaining 
member  of  the  Travelers'  Aid  Society. 
Joaquin  Miller  club  of  Fruitvale  has 
secured  a  tentative  promise  from  the 
administration  to  purchase  the  Joaquin 
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Miller  Tract  as  a  permanent  memorial 
to  the  California  poet. 

Mrs.  Ida  Tipton,  Chairman  of  the 
Southern  District,  reports  that  civic 
clubs  have  co-operated  with  the  Parent- 
Teachers'  Association  with  the  object 
of  obtaining  better  school  facilities.  She 
reports  the  Anaheim  Ebell  as  working 
to  get  a  bond  issue  of  $100,000  for  the 
purchase  of  a  Civic  Center  park. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Andresen,  Chairman  San 
Francisco  District,  has  shown  the 
greatest  interest  and  enthusiasm,  and 
I  am  proud  to  say  that  the  work  of  this 
district,  with  the  four  others  already 
reported  could  not  be  duplicated  in  any 
other  state  in  the  Union.  She  states 
that  51  clubs  are  engaged  in  civic  ac- 
tivities. That  considerable  work  has 
been  done  in  conjunction  with  city  of- 
ficials and  Chambers  of  Commerce,  hos- 
pitals and  jails  have  been  inspected, 
rest  rooms  opened,  playground  secured 
elimination  of  the  fly  and  mosquito 
pest ;  also  agitation  of  elimination  of 
billboards. 

I  have  no  report  to  make  from  the 
San  Joaquin  District,  although  from 
pictures  received,  and  general  knowl- 
edge, I  am  aware  that  much  good  civic 
work  has- been  done  in  the  vicinity. 

I  must  also  report  that  the  newspa- 
pers of  San  Francisco,  as  well  as 
throughout  the  state,  have  been  partic- 
ularly helpful  in  this  work,  and  we  ex- 
press our  gratitude  to  them. 

Mrs.  Pennybacker  said:  "Do  your  hats 
pass  in  review  before  your  own  conscience? 
Is  it  possible  to  carry  a  placard  that  the 
plumes   were   purchased   years   ago?"

wood Park  for  Humboldt  County. 

In  Alameda  District  many  clubs  have 
had  successful  forestry  days,  owing  to 
the  helpfulness  of  Mrs.  E.  L.  W^arner, 
District  Chairman. 


Work  in  San  Joaquin  District  has 
been  along  educational  lines.  Mrs.  P. 
B.  Westerman,  Chairman,  has  urged 
clubs  to  give  forestry  a  place  on  their 
programmes  and  through  the  local 
press  to  bring  before  the  public  the 
need  for  legislative  action.

CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM— MRS.  W.  A.  GALENTINE

Believing  that  care  from  the  state  is 
more  democratic  and  less  degrading  than 
private  philanthropy,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Kluegel, 
chairman  Northern  District,  formed  a 
committee  to  agitate  for  state  or  county 
homes  for  orphans.  Clubs  in  the  district 
were  urged  to  take  up  the  task  of  estab- 
lishing a  detention  home  in  each  county 
and  to  bring  to  a  higher  standard  those 
already  established. 

Mrs.  Irene  W.  Buchan,  Chairman  San 
Francisco  District,  reports  that  about  25 
clubs  are  doing  some  part  of  the  work 
laid  out.  A  civil  service  hour  was  given 
at  the  District  Convention,  at  which  time 
the  chairman  urged  the  study  of  the,  civil 
service  law.  She  endeavored  to  arouse 
an  interest  in  county  and  munipial  farms 
for  offenders  against  the  law,  and  in- 
spection and  study  of  pubUc  institutions. 

Mr.  James  A.  Johnston,  Warden  at  the 
State  Penitentiary  at  San  Quentin,  and 
Miss  Marguerite  Ogden,  attorney-at-law 
of  San  Francisco,  materially  aided  the 
work  by  their  lectures  on  the  work  of 
prison  reform  and  civil  service  reform. 

Mrs.   A.    K.   Frye,   Alameda   District, 


was  handicapped  by  illness,  but  secured 
a  speaker  from  the  city  civil  service  bu- 
reau. The  chairman  herself  visited  the 
County  Infirmary,  Home  for  Adult 
Blind  and  the  city  and  county  jails. 

San  Joaquin  District,  Mrs.  A.  A. 
Fields,  has  not  sent  a  report,  but  prison 
reform  and  civil  service  reform  subjects 
for  debates  were  used  in  some  of  the 
High  Schools,  arousing  spirited  discus- 
sion, as  the  state  chairman  was  called 
upon   for  material. 

EHzabeth  Baker  Bohan,  Los  Angeles 
District,  has  worked  faithfully  during  the 
year  toward  a  farm  for  petty  offenders. 
She  has  spoken  before  20  clubs  on  Civil 
Service  Reform  or  Prison  Reform.  She 
has  agitated  against  capital  punishment 
and  for  the  arousing  of  a  kindly  interest 
in  the  inmates  of  reform  schools. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Cole,  Southern  District, 
states  14  clubs  have  reported  a  program 
on  civil  service  reform,  and  inspection 
has  been  made  of  several  institutions. 
San  Bernardino  county  is  to  have  a  new 
County  Hospital,  also  a  new  Detention 
Home. 


STATE  UNIVERSITY  CLUB  HOUSE  LOAN- 
MRS.  S.  L.  PLATT

Mrs.  Emma  Cheney  of  the  State  Uni- 
versity spoke  entertainingly  regarding 
the  work  of  the  University  clubhouse 
plan  to  erect  a  home  for  women  stu- 
dents that  would  embody  the  latest  the- 
ories on  community  living  and  home  eco- 
nomics. The  plan  of  the  building  has 
been  perfected,  but  money  is  lacking. 

She  spoke  of  the  fund  of  $10,000,  with 
which  they  have  helped  24  groups  of 
students,  some  of  them  boys.  There  are 
2200  women  students  at  the  University, 
to  some  of  whom  money  must  be  loaned 
without  interest  until  they  go  through  the 
University  and  become  self-supporting. 

There  are  500  women  in  the  boarding 


house  in  whom  responsibility  is  felt  out- 
side the  classrooms,  special  Senior  advis- 
ors being  appointed  for  each  girl.  They 
live  in  the  group  plan  in  rooms  arranged 
in  court  form  and  have  a  common 
kitchen  and  servant.  It  is  planned  to 
build  the  new  accommodations  on  the 
group  plan. 


Mrs.  William  E.  Rowe  of  Wollaston, 
Mass.,  was  an  interesting  visitor  at  the  con- 
vention of  the  Mothers'  Congress  in  San 
Francisco  during  the  time  of  the  State  Fed- 
eration convention.  While  away  from  her 
home,  she  was  elected  president  of  the  Wol- 
laston Woman's  club  which  boasts  500 
members.  The  club  is  engaged  in  broad 
civic  work.  Mrs.  Rowe  has  since  spent 
some  time  in   Los  Angeles.

Dr.  Maude  Wilde,  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict, says:  "In  view  of  the  laborious 
nature  of  the  registration  work  and  the 
expense  attached  to  its  accomplish- 
ment, it  would  have  been  impossible  for 
me  to  have  carried  it  through  had  it  not 
been  that  the  District  Board  appropri- 
ated $50  for  defraying  traveling  ex- 
penses. However,  the  work  has  been 
demonstrated  a  necessity  not  only  of 
education  to  awake  the  parents  to 
their  obligations  to  the  child  and  state 
but  a  necessary  economic  change  in 
the  registration  law  to  bring  about  a 
greater  efficiency  in  administration." 

From  every  district  the  reports  of 
health  talks  are  gratifying.  Mrs.  W. 
M.  Strief,  Northern  District,  Mrs.  J. 
H.  Mallery,  Southern  District,  tell  of 
many  talks  before  the  clubs.  The  Los 
Angeles  Chairman  reports  80  talks  be- 
fore girl  employes  in  domestic  service 
factories,  cafes,  shops.  One  of  the  most 
interesting  groups  were  75  colored 
girls  in  domestic  service  who  were 
keenly  alive  to  the  necessity  of  educa- 
tion of  this  nature  to  their  people.  Dr. 
Cosgrove  has   been   living"  lectures  in 
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department  stores  and  factories  and 
found  the  "question  bOx"  helpful.  Dr. 
Mary  Butin,  San  Joaquin  District,  be- 
sides lecture  before  clubs  by  local  phy- 
sicians, reports  one  organization  suc- 
cessful in  obtaining  two  women  mem- 
bers on  the  Board  of  Health. 

Girls  in  factories  requested  further 
talks  and  their  questions  were  most  in- 
teresting and  intelligent.  Questions  of 
behavior,  physical  examination  before 
marriage  were  discussed.  In  two  bis- 
cuit factories  there  were  clubs  where 
the  girls  met  and  between  talks  dis- 
cussed questions  which  were  made  part 
of  the  next  lecture. 

The  survey  of  sanitary  conditions  in 
over-crowded  centers  has  not  been  neg- 
lected. Mrs.  W.  C.  Littlewood,  Ala- 
meda District,  has  accomplished  much 
in  housing  conditions  in  rural  com- 
munities. Reports  show  the  need  of 
more  inspectors  with  smaller  territory. 
Among  the  new  ideas  introduced  is  a 
plan  of  Dr.  Wilde  for  a  course  of  study 
for  training  mothers  in  the  responsi- 
bility of  motherhood  and  the  physical 
and  mental  care  of  the  child.

That  the  practice  of  parliamentary 
rules  does  greatly  facilitate  the  transac- 
tion of  business  will  hardly  be  denied 
by  anyone  who  has  attended  meetings 
where  such  rules  were  not  enforced. 
Recently  I  heard  a  member  of  a  small 
club  say,  "I  know  very  little  about  par- 
liamentary law,  but  I  am  quite  sure 
that  our  business  meetings  are  not  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  its  princi- 
ples. Our  president  says,  'It  is  moved 
and  seconded  that  we  give  an  entertain- 
ment and  serve  refreshments.  Very 
well,  then,  that  is  settled.  Now,  who 
will  contribute  refreshments?  It  is 
moved  and  seconded  that  money  be 
drawn  from  the  treasury  and  the  re- 
freshments purchased.  Well,  then, 
we'll  buy  the  refreshments.' "  The 
chairman  neither  gave  an  opportunity 
for  discussion  nor  put  the  motions  to 
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vote.  And  yet,  in  her  inexperience  she 
did  not  know  that  she  did  not  know 
the  correct  method  of  procedure. 
It  would  be  at  once  a  recreation  and 
a  valuable  lesson  to  the  children,  that 
would  be  of  continued  service  to  them 
in  after  life. 


In  the  annual  report  of  the,  Pentaluma 
Woman's  club  it  developed  that  $400  had 
been  paid  off  the  mortgage  of  $4000  that 
was  given  on  the  fine  property  in  order  to 
build  the  club  house.  There  are  no  other 
debts  and  the  club  owns  chairs,  dishes,  serv- 
ing tables,  silverware,  etc.,  complete  for  108 
people.

You  will  nearly  al- 
waj's  find  there  is  the  one  woman  who  is 
a  leader  who  will  grasp  the  importance 
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of  your  message  and  know  just  how  to 
apply  it  to  get  results. 


Then  as  our  beloved  little  General  Fed- 
eration President  has  counseled  and  our 
own  dear  State  President  has  urged ;  let 
us  go  forth  and  preach  the  gospel  of  our 
Federation  to  every  community ;  let  us 
tell  these  women  at  the  four  corners, 
and  yes,  those  women  down  in  the  un- 
fashionable districts  of  your  city  that 
where  ten  or  more  of  them  are  gathered 
together  there  will  the  spirit  of  one  mil- 
lion women  be  and  that  their  problems 
are  ours.

District 
NORTHERN— MRS.  A.  F.  JONES 

At  the  close  of  my  second  year  as 
President  of  this  District,  I  regard  with 
pride  and  satisfaction  the  growing  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  the  Federation. 
We  have  entered  upon  a  new  era  of 
development.  Many  of  the  so-called 
"Culture  Clubs"  have  caught  the 
broader  vision,  are  barkening  to  the 
call  of  that  magic  word,  "service." 
Reciprocity,  I  believe,  is  responsible 
for  this  change  of  heart. 

There  have  been  Presidents'  Days, 
and  an  Art  Conference,  the  first  to  be 
held  in  this  District.  The  Bureau  of 
Library  Information  and  Reciprocity  is 
a  new  department  that  grew  out  of  a 
resolution  passed  at  our  W^oodland 
Convention  last  year  and  is  broad  in 
scope  and  usefulness.  We  have  la- 
bored most  successfully  for  a  Travel- 
ing Art  Gallery  for  this  District,  for 
improved  methods  along  Civil  Service 
Reform  lines. 

We  have  taken  the  initiative  in  the 
conservation  of  natural  trees  and 
shrubs  along  our  state  highways. 
There  is  a  boom  in  Civic  work,  purify- 
ing, beautifying,  scattering  the  poppy 
and   bright   flowers   everywhere,  plan-

ning  fetes  and  celebrations,  making 
ready  to  welcome  our  Exposition 
guests. 


SAN  FRANCISCO— MRS.  PERCY  S. 
KING 

In  all  the  world  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  an  old  sunrise;  no  such  thing 
as  an  old  wind  to  blow  upon  the  heated 
brow;  no  such  things  as  an  old  kiss 
from  the  lips  of  your  beloved.  So  in 
the  history  of  our  Federation  work, 
there  is  never  an  old,  indifferent,  or 
unappreciated  subject  in  the  minds  of 
our  clubwomen. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great 
pleasure  and  profit,  our  gain  during  the 
year  being  24  clubs  or  almost  30  per 
cent.  I  have  found  the  eager  enthus- 
iasm of  the  newly  Federated  clubs,  and 
the  ever  regular  progress  of  the  more 
experienced  clubs,  most  gratifying. 

Home  women  have  a  certain  respon- 
sibility in  helping  to  improve  the  con- 
ditions of  their  community  becatise 
these  conditions  in  turn  aflrect  the  home 
— there  is  no  Chinese  Wall  of  exclu- 
sion. I  find  that  throughout  our  dis- 
trict "clean-up"  days  and  Pioneer 
Days   have    been    observed;   also   Art, 
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Music,  Legislation,  Civil  Service  Re- 
form and  Conservation  programs  have 
been  given.  Many  clubs  have  arranged 
special  department  programs. 

Viewing  the  activities  of  our  depart- 
ments is  like  waching  the  Street  of 
Life  from  a  high  balcony  where  the  air 
is  fresh  and  exhilirating  and  the  sun- 
rise always  visible. 

If  you  have  ever  read  poetry  with  a 
feeling  that  it  was  your  religion,  your 
life ;  if  you  have  ever  felt  music  re- 
placing your  shabby  soul  with  a  new 
one  of  shining  gold;  if  in  the  early 
morning  you  have  watched  a  bird  with 
great  white  wings  fly  from  the  edge  of 
the  sea,  straight  up  to  a  rose-colored 
cloud — if  these  things  have  happened 
to  you  until  you  are  speechless,  you 
can  understand  the  ecstacy  of  a  Dis- 
trict President,  whose  dreams  and  am- 
bitions for  the  district  have  come  true. 


ALAMEDA— MRS.  W.  E.  COLBY 

We  have  accentuated  the  art  depart- 
ment work  and  have  specialized  to  a 
great  extent  in  literature  in  apprecia- 
tion of  the  artistic  side  of  the  Exposi- 
tion. (Here  Mrs.  Colby  paid  a  fine 
tribute  to  the  work  of  Mrs.  George  F. 
Reinhardt,  state  chairman  of  Litera- 
ture). 

Civic  clubs  in  small  towns  are  do- 
ing a  remarkable  work ;  we  have  three 
new  club  houses  in  the  district,  reci- 
procity days  have  been  held  in  large 
numbers,  and  Alameda  has  learned  the 
lesson  of  active  unselfish  co-operation 
(No  written  report  available.) 

LOS  ANGELES— MRS.  H.  A. 
CABLE 

To  report  for  the  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict means  to  report  for  the  five  coun- 
ties, 130  clubs,  25  chairmen  and  six 
officers,  having  a  membership  of  13,- 
000  club  members.  We  can  only  touch 
upon  the  work  as  a  whole — leaving  the 
department  work  to  be  dealt  with  in  the 
various  reports  of  chairman,  but  these 
reports  will  not  tell  of  the  loyalt}^  the 
devotion  to  Federation  interests,  the 
faithfulness  to  duty,  and  each  woman's 
proficiency  in   her   special   subject — to 


be  marked  by  the  two  words — personal 
service. 

The  year  opened  with  a  council  of 
Presidents  and  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  in  the  Friday  Morning  Club 
House,  when  plans  for  the  year's  work 
were  outlined  and  discussed  and  the 
policies  and  plans  of  the  State  Board 
were  presented. 

The  new  departments  of  Historian, 
Federation  Emblem,  Parliamentary  Us- 
age and  Library  Information  were  fea- 
tured, and  because  of  the  impending 
State  election  the  legislation  favored 
by  the  Federation  was   emphasized. 

Early  in  the  year  the  plan  for  month- 
ly department  conferences  was  inaug- 
urated and  has  proved  such  a  success 
that  we  recommend  the  plan  to  other 
districts.  Three  departments  correlat- 
ed in  work  have  been  presented  at  each 
conference.  To  present  the  special 
work  of  the  department  and  to  encour- 
age discussion  among  the  club  women 
have  been  the  special  objects  of  these 
conferences. 

Another  feature  of  the  year's  work 
has  been  the  revision  of  the  election 
laws,  which  has  insured  clubs  a  more 
democratic  part  in  Federation  by  al- 
lowing them  to  choose  for  themselves 
the  officers  who  shall  represent  and 
serve  them. 

The  treasury  contributed  $50.00  to 
the  public  health  department  for  the 
establishment  of  a  birth  registration 
test,  $50  to  the  Travelers'  Aid  Society 
in  California,  and  stands  ready  to  make 
a  generous  contribution  to  the  Endow- 
ment Fund. 

At  the  District  Convention,  held  in 
Long  Beach,  99  clubs  were  represent- 
ed, there  being  in  attendance  211  dele- 
gates, 107  alternates,  30  district  officers 
and  chairmen,  11  State  officers  and 
chairmen. 

The  event  of  the  year  in  the  Los  An- 
geles District  was  the  visit  of  the  Gen- 
eral Federation  President  Mrs. 
Percy  V.  Pennybacker.  Her  address 
to  our  club  women  renewed  our  cour- 
age, strengthened  our  purpose  and  in- 
spired us  to  greater  activity  and  effort. 
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SOUTHERN— MRS.  A.  J.  LAWTON 

The  gospel  of  Federation  has  been 
the  message  of  the  District  President 
to  all  clubs,  whether  spoken  or  writ- 
ten. The  spirit  of  co-operation,  reci- 
procity and  work  that  makes  for  ef- 
ficiency, are  the  foundation  stones  of 
the  structure  we  are  building. 

Owing  to  the  isolation  of  the  five 
counties  comprising  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict and  limited  transportation  facil- 
ities, it  is  difficult  for  the  District  Pres- 
ident to  personally  contact  with  all 
clubs,  therefore  County  Federation  in 
the  five  counties  is  a  splendid  medium 
through  which  one  may  give  plans  and 
suggestions  to  the  several  clubs  in  the 
district.  Being  able  to  meet  club  pres- 
idents, delegates  and  visiting  members 
at  the  several  county  conventions  has 
been  the  means  of  furthering  Federa- 
tion work. 

The  District  Executive  Board  meet- 
ings have  been  held  in  the  different 
counties  when  possible ;  Presidents' 
Councils  have  been  held  at  the  same 
time. 

The  District  Convention,  held  at 
Santa  Ana,  November  10-13,  1914,  with 
the  Orange  County  Federation  of 
Women's  clubs  as  hostess,  gave  inspir- 
ation for  the  year's  work.  Department 
work,  both  state  and  district,  was  fea- 
tured at  this  convention. 

The  five  bills  relating  to  women  and 
children  endorsed  by  the  Women's 
Legislative  Council  and  other  bills  of 
like  nature,  received  careful  attention 
and  support.  A  chs.irman  has  been  ap- 
pointed in  each  of  the  counties  of  the 
district  to  superintend  Travelers'  Aid 
work. 

The  clubs  of  one  County  Federation 
are   leading  the   movement   to   have   a 


Forestry  Commission  appointed  to 
work  with  the  County  Supervisors  in 
tree-planting  and  beautifying  the  pub- 
lic highways.  Another  County  Federa- 
tion, through  its  Home  Economics  de- 
partment, i=  working  in  the  interest  of 
child  welfare.  Two  County  Federa- 
tions are  interested  in  having  matern- 
ity cottages  built  on  the  grounds  of 
their  county  hospital  farms ;  one  of 
these  is  also  working  to  establish  kin- 
dergartens in  connection  with  the  pub- 
lic schools.  Another  County  Federa- 
tion has  made  a  survey  of  its  capital 
city  in  the  interest  of  Social  welfare 
work. 


PRESS  LUNCHEON  HELD 

While  all  members  of  the  state  con- 
vention press  committee,  appointed  by 
the  State  Chairman  of  Press  of  the 
Federation,  did  not  "cover"  the  Con- 
vention, they  did  use  considerable  ad- 
vance publicity  material  concerning  the 
Convention  program,  and  it  was  with 
keen  regret  that  the  state  chairman  did 
not  meet  each  personally.

EXCERPTS  FROM  PRESS  TALK 

It  is  we  who  write  the  stories  about 
you  that  you  do  not  want  and  refuse 
to  write  the  stories  that  you  do.  It  is 
we  who  use  photographs  of  you  that  even 
your  friends  cannot  recognize — mostly 
on  the  sporting  page.  It  is  we  who  dis- 
tort your  most  innocent  phrases  into 
subtle  interpolations  that  get  you  in 
trouble  with  your  family,  club  and  town. 
It  is  we  who  smoke  out  your  luncheons 
with  our  flashlights.  But  in  spite  of  our 
sins  of  commission,  omission  and  dispo- 
sition we  are  very  fond  of  you,  for  you, 
too,  have  kindred  sins. 

Some  send  club  material  that  has  the 
story  buried  so  deeply  that  we  have  to 
excavate  to  find  it.  In  some  the  story  is 
at  the  end,  like  the  tail  of  a  kite.  A 
club  meeting  on  Tuesday  is  not  a  story. 
The  calendar  has  provided  for  the  nor- 
mal recurrence  of  Tuesday  every  seven 
days.  Be  more  original  than  the  ca'en- 
dar. 

Many  mistakes  are  due  to  careless 
handwriting.  I  hope  that  it  will  be  placed 
in  the  constitution  and  by-laws  that  all 
who  write  for  publication  MUST  use  a 
t)fpewriter  or  be  shot  at  sunset.  Most 
of  you  believe  that  the  reporter  rejoices 
in  the  mistakes  that  appear. 

When  you  prepare  your  club  paper, 
you  go  to  a  quiet  room  to  concentrate. 
The  reporter  concentrates  with  35  type- 
writers clacking,  telegraph  instruments 
clicking,  copy  boys  yelling,  editors  bawl- 
ing, and  other  Mt.  Lassen  disturbances, 
and  no  story  can  be  revised. 


Flave  several  copies  of  your  talks,  so 
that  reporters  won't  have  to  wear  out 
the  same  copy.  Don't  be  stingy  with 
your  photographs.  It  is  a  compliment  to 
be  asked  for  them.  Do  not  keep  your 
Federation  spirit  preserved  in  alcohol. 
Let  it  run  around  and  get  healthy  pub- 
licity. Don't  forget  to  thank  your  local 
newspaper  women  at  least  once  a  year 
for  the  work  they  are  helping  you  do.

But  our  compensation  has  been  propor- 
tionate. The  deHghtful  association 
with  the  splendid  club  women  of  this 
state,  the  wonderful  friendships  born 
of  true  understanding  and  sympathy, 
the  inspiring  letters,  the  visits  to  clubs, 
great  and  small,  the  splendid  encour- 
agement-gained in  conventions,  both  of 
District  and  County,  the  wonderful  co- 
operation of  the  members  of  our  Exe- 
cutive Board,  the  kindly  courtesies,  the 
gifts  and  flowers, — all  have  added  joy 
to  the  rich  experience  of  the  year.  For 
all  of  these  we  now  desire  to  express 
our  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks.

cance. 

In  July,  the  regular  routine  work  of 
the  office  began.  The  Year  Book  was 
pubUshed  without  apologies,  in  spite 
of  a  few  mistakes.  Those  mistakes 
were  not  the  fault  of  the  club  women, 
nor  the  officers  who  published  it,  but 


were  the  result  of  a  faulty  system  of 
gathering  data,  which  we  beg  to  rec- 
ommend will  be  bettered  by  the  adop- 
tion of  certain  by-laws  and  methods 
which  will  be  suggested  at  the  proper 
time  during  this  Convention.

FACTIONS  DISPUTE  PEACE 

Dr.  Louise  Harvey  Clarke  of  River- 
side took  exception  to  the  phrasing  in 
the  peace  resolution,  declaring  that  she 
wished  to  support  the  world  peace 
movement,  but  she  believed  that  pre- 
paredness for  peace  made  for  war,  and 
cited  the  instance  of  Belgium  and 
Luxemburg. 

Mrs.  Seward  Simons  said  that  the 
fact  that  we  were  about  to  celebrate 
our  hundredth  year  of  peace  with  Eng- 
land showed  that  arbitration  settled 
more  disputes  than  armies  and  navies, 
and  the  peaceful  settlement  of  all  argu- 
ments over  the  5000  miles  of  Canadian 
border  shows  the  value  of  arbitration 
and  conciliation. 

Mrs.  William  E.  Colby  said:  "Eu- 
rope thought  war,  talked  war,  lived 
war,  and  got  war.  If  we  think 
peace,  talk  peace,  work  for  peace,  we 
will  keep  peace." 

Exception  was  taken  to  Mrs.  Colby's 
statement  by  Dr.  Mariana  Bartola,  del- 
egate from  the  \^itorria  Collonna  Club. 
"I  am  in  favor  of  peace,  but  American 
women  are  unable  to  understand  the 
underlying  causes  of  the  present  Euro- 
pean war.  Only  European  women, 
with  the  blood  of  their  European  an-

At  the  official  opening  of  the  Con- 
vention, Monday  afternoon,  Mrs.  Lil- 
lian Pray-Palmer,  presiding,  Miss  Jes- 
sica Lee  Briggs,  Chairman  of  the  Local 
Board,  gave  a  genial  speech  of  welcome 
in  which  she  outlined  what  the  local 
board  had  done  for  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  delegates. 

Reports  of  committees  were  heard. 
Mrs.  Olive  Borrette,  one  of  the  most 
highly  admired  of  Northern  clubwom- 
en, served  most  efficiently  as  Chair- 
man of  Credentials.  Her  first  report 
showed  310  qualified  to  vote,  including 
state  officers,  while  her  final  report 
showed  494  qualified,  which  report 
tended  to  show  it  would  have  been 
unwise  to  exclude  late  arrivals  from 
registering. 

In  the  brief  discussion  as  to  whether 
or  not  late  delegates  should  be  exclud- 
ed, Mrs.  A.  J.  Lawton,  Chairman  on 
the  Nominating  Committee,  Mrs.  W. 
C.  Mushet,  Vice-President  of  the  State, 
and  several  others  declared  that  the 
Credentials  report  should  be  acted  on 
at  once,  while  Dr.  Stebbins,  Mrs.  Em- 
ma L.  Reed,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Peart,  Mrs.  H. 
A.  Cable,  Miss  Cora  Foy,  Mrs.  Ella 
Westland,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Seymour  were 
among  those  who  declared  that  the 
time  for  the  registration  of  delegates 
should  be  closed  at  11 :30  Friday  morn- 
ing. 

Mrs.  A.  F.  Jones  read  the  rules  and 
regulations  in  parliamentary  manner, 
and  Mrs.  Andrew  Francisco,  Chairman 
of  Program,  whose  stupenduous  task 
of  gathering  speakers  has  been  much 
appreciated,  gave  a  clever  report  of  her 
work.  Reports  of  officers  are  given 
elsewhere. 


Mrs.  Robert  Burdette  said:  "No  matter 
which  way  our  election  goes,  the  final  re- 
sults will  be  the  same.  I  think  women 
must  back  legislation  pertaining  to  the  wel- 
fare of  women  and  children.  But  partisan 
— what  is  partisan?  You  will  find  that  ev- 
ery b'll  must  be  mothered  by  some  party."

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SAN  DIEGO  COUNTY  FEDERATION  CONVENTION

The  Convention  of  the  thirt3'-tvvo 
federated  clubs  of  San  Diego  County 
held  May  11,  in  the  beautiful  La  Jolla 
Club  House,  the  gift  of  Miss  Ella 
Browning  Scripps,  was  unique  in  hav- 
ing as  guests  of  honor  the  National 
President,  Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker, 
the  State  President ;  Mrs.  Lillian  Pray- 
Palmer,  the  District  President;  Mrs. 
A.  J.  Lawton,  the  State  Recording 
Secretary ;  Mrs.  Henry  DeNyse  and 
the  State  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Mrs.  George  Butler.  As  the  programs 
of  the  Convention  and  for  Federation 
Day  at  the  Exposition  were  outlined 
in  our  last  issue,  I  present  in  brief 
some  of  the  forceful  messages  of  the 
speakers. 

Miss  Gertrude  Longenecker,  State 
Chairman  of  Education,  emphasized 
the  need  of  more  liberal  support  for 
elementarjr  schools  and  play  grounds, 
as  a  constructive  policy  of  developing 
healthy,  useful  citizens  is  wiser  than 
maintaining  expensive  reformatories 
and  hospitals. 

Mrs.  Lillian  Pray-Palmer  said  this 
was  a  day  of  "dreams  come  true" — 
the  success  of  our  County  Federation, 
she  hoped,  would  help  solve  the  re- 
districting  problem.  She  urged  every 
woman  to  demand  permanent  world 
peace. 

Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker,  in 
dwelling  on  the  sociological  force  of 
the  General  Federation  in  our  Com- 
monwealth, traced  the  logical  develop- 
ment of  club  activity  as  the  result  of 
leisure  produced  by  industrial  condi- 
tions. Women  naturally  formed  three 
groups,  the  wage-earners,  the  pleasure- 
seekers  and  the  earnest  women  who 
sought  self-improvement  and  race  bet- 
terment in  clubs,  which  in  1889  fed- 
erated, and  have  since  grown  into  the 
nation-wide  system,  with  activities 
co\'ering  every  phase  of  our  evolution 
and  having  the  watch  word,  Service. 


Develope  individuality,  broader  sym- 
pathies by  team  work  and  wide  asso- 
ciation, and  use  all  knowledge  for  the 
good  of  others.  Activities  along  the 
lines  of  girls'  auxiliaries,  country  life 
and  peace  were  urged. 

Mrs.  Pennybacker,  possessing  a 
heart  of  mother  love,  a  mind  brilliant 
and  sane,  a  wit  and  tact  unfailing,  a 
courage  undaubted  and  an  energy  un- 
tiring, is  well  equipped  for  leadership. 
Her  eloquence  in  humor,  in  pathos,  in 
earnest  appeal,  inspired  an  enthusiasm 
that  cannot  fail  to  be  far-reaching  in 
results. 

One  of  the  most  delightful  features 
of  Federation  Day  entertainment  was 
the  auto  ride  to  Pt.  Loma  and  the 
gracious  reception  and  entertainment 
at  the  Theosophical  Headquarters. 
The  program  included  addresses,  art- 
ists, flower  and  costume  dances,  and 
music  by  glee  club  and  orchestra  of 
the  Raja  Yoga  School,  addresses  by 
Mmes.  Spaulding  and  Tingley,  and  a 
response  by  Mrs.  Pennybacker. 

The  Exposition  program  was  car- 
ried out  as  planned,  the  music  during 
both  days  was  generously  given  by 
San  Diego's  best  artists,  the  folk 
dances  by  the  play  ground  children, 
trained  by  Helen  Crawford  and  Louise 
Persons,  and  the  closing  Epoch  Dances 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  B.  C.  Sut- 
ton, chairman  Drama  Section  of  Coun- 
ty Federation,  deserve  special  eulogy.

A  picture  is  hung  in  a  certain  place,  not  because  SOME  picture  ought  to  be  there,  but 
because  that  particular  picture  is  the  most  appropriate  one  for  that  particular  spot,  from 
the  viewpoint  of  beauty  first.  Convenience  and  utility  are  honored  by  an  entirely  second- 
ary consideration. 

But  in  the  practical  workings  of  the  home;  in  the  choice  of  a  range,  the  selection  of 
utensils,  the  purchase  of  labor-saving  devices,  the  adoption  of  new  methods,  the  order- 
ing of  new  china,  crockery,  tinware,  and  the  buying  of  the  countless  little  things  for  the 
kitchen,  dining  room,  and  even  the  bath  and  bedrooms,  beauty  and  convenience  are  neces- 
sarily subordinated  to  utility,  with  convenience  a  close  second  in  consideration  and  beauty 
last. 

It  is  the  intention  to  render  this  department  an  interesting  feature  of  The  Clubwoman, 
and  to  that  end,  short,  pithy  articles  on  subjects  relating  to  home  economics  will  be  pub- 
lished in  every  issue  hereafter.

This  will  develop  a  strong,  even 
market  for  good  goods  on  which  prof- 
its are  sure,  though  perhaps  smaller. 
The  grocers  want  to  know  that  at  the 
end  of  the  year  their  credits  are  sub- 
stantial and  their  business  sound. 
Therefore  it  is  necessary  to  keep  their 
customers  healthy,  both  in  pocket  and 
stomach. 

To  further  this  idea  of  good  business 
in  the  household  and  good  food  in  the 
stomach,  the  Southern  California  Re- 
tail Grocers'  Association  is  helping  the 
housewives  to  organize  a  better  order 
of  things  in  their  kitchens  and  dining 
rooms.  The  grocers  want  their  cus- 
tomers to  know  how  to  select  quality 
goods,  how  to  buy  and  use  them  eco- 
nomically, and  how  to  prepare  the  food 
in  the  most  palatable  and  healthful 
manner. 

As  another  step  to  accomplish  this 
the  Association  has  organized  a  school 
of  Domestic  Science  in  which  experts 
teach  the  housewives  of  the  city  these 
essential  things  of  their  homes.  In 
co-operation  with  the  food  manufac- 
turers the  school  is  conducted  free  to 
the  public  in  the  afternoons  between  2 
and  4  o'clock  at  636  South  Hill  street, 
Los  Angeles,  in  a  hall  in  -the  Bgacon 
Light  building,  where  a  complete  cook- 
ing equipment  has  been  provided  for 
the  use  of  the  lecturers. 

Essentials  of  economy  in  the  house- 
hold not  only  require  that  your  grocers 
give  you  good  goods  at  fair  prices, 
but  that  you  do  not  require  wasteful 
service  of  your  grocers.  If  you  give 
daily  orders,  place  them  early  so  the 


grocer  can  handle  them  systematically 
and  give  you  fresh  goods.  Many  per- 
sons wait  until  too  late  in  the  day  to 
go  to  the  stores,  especially  in  select- 
ing their  foods  for  Sunday.  I  have 
known  customers  to  do  this  very  thing 
for  years.  All  this  adds  to  the  over- 
head expenses  of  the  grocery  business, 
which  must  be  charged  back  to  the 
consumer. 

Good  shoppers  are  on  deck  early. 
As  a  result  they  get  the  pick  of  fruit, 
vegetables  and  other  perishable  goods. 
The  articles  which  have  lain  in  a  store 
all  day  are  not  as  palatable  or  whole- 
some as  when  first  brought  in. 

Customers  can  help  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  living  by  not  demanding  unnec- 
essary service.  There  is  no  need  of 
requiring  the  delivery  boy  to  make 
three  or   four  trips   a   day. 

All  these  things  are  taught  at  the 
School  of  Domestic  Science,  besides  the 
actual  preparation  of  food  for  the  ta- 
ble. The  women  are  all  invited  to  at- 
tend, every  day  if  possible.

DENISHAWN 

Denishawn  is  the  combined  name  of  Ruth 
St.  Denis  and  Ted  Shawn,  the  well-wnown 
classic  dancers  who  have  recently  estab- 
lished an  innovation  in  the  world  of  dance 
teaching  and  have  leased  the  Parkinson  es- 
tate,  600   St.   Paul   street,   one   of   the   most 


singularly  appropriate  places  that  could  be 
found.  It  is  located  within  ten  minutes  of 
the  downtown  center,  yet  is  on  an  elevation 
and  is  surrounded  by  lofty  cypress  and  euca- 
lyptus trees,  giving  it  the  exclusiveness  of 
a  country  estate. 

In  this  quiet  seclusion,  surrounded  by 
flowers,  plants  and  clinging  vines,  these  en- 
terprising artists  have  built  an  outdoor 
dancing  platform  30x60  feet,  with  a  large 
cement  swimming  pool,  tea  house  and  rustic 
rest  benches  contiguous  to  the  platform. 
These  connect  by  a  cement  walk  to  the 
dressing  rooms  and  interior  studio  on  the 
ground  floor  of  the  palatial  residence,  which 
they  have  with  a  magnician's  wand  trans- 
formed into  an  ideal  home  and  school  for 
students.

The  Denishawn  School  has  come  into  ex- 
istence in  answer  to  a  need  for  conditions 
and  circumstances  under  which  native  tal- 
ent  and    inspiration    can    grow    to    fruition. 
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GOVERNMENT  INSPECTION 

Is  the  meat  you  buy  marked  with  Uncle  Sam's  blue  stamp,  reading  "U.  S. 
Inspected  and  Passed?" 

Very  few  people  take  the  trouble  to  find  out,  and  most  of  those  who  do 
have  little  conception  of  what  that  blue  stamp  stands  for,  what  systematic  pains 
have  been  taken  by  Uncle  Sam  to  make  certain  the  meat  that  carries  the  U.  S. 
Government  blue  stamp  is  the  result  of  the  best  methods  the  world  has  yet 
achieved  in  the  making  and  marketing  of  meat. 

Just  as  the  term  "blue"  has  been  applied  to  human  quality  and  class,  or  to 
anything  of  superior  quality,  so  the  blue  stamp  of  Uncle  Sam  on  beef  means 
qiiality  of  steer  and  of  the  meat  that  is  produced  from  the  steer  for  public 
consumption. 

In  the  making  of  all  meats  that  are  sold  by  firms  engaged  in  interstate 
commerce,  that  is,  firms  who  sell  in  more  than  one  state,  the  United  States 
Government  is  the  doctor  who  says  whether  or  not  that  meat  is  good  for  the 
public  stomach. 

In  all  plants  having  Government  inspection,  Uncle  Sam  is  supreme  mas- 
ter and  not  a  single  pound  of  beef  or  any  animal  product  is  allowed  to  leave 
those  plants  unless  the  men  kept  in  them  by  Uncle  Sam  declare  such  meat  is 
sound  and  that  every  device  known  to  sanitation  and  hygiene  has  been  used 
to  insure  the  cleanliness  and  purity  of  it. 

According  to  the  Government  regulation,  all  rooms  must  be  light,  well 
aired  and  ventilated,  and  ceilings  and  walls  be  of  such  material  that  they  may 
be  frequently  and  conveniently  washed.  Rooms  where  offensive  odors  are  lia- 
ble to  be,  must  be  a  certain  distance  from  the  other  parts  of  the  establishment. 

The  law  requires  that  persons  who  handle  meats  shall  wear  clean  cloth- 
ing of  material  suitable  to  withstand  frequent  washing.  They  must  have  clean 
hands  and  their  boots  and  shoes  shall  have  such  degree  of  attention  that  they 
are  not  objectionable  or  unsightly. 

To  begin  with,  inspectors  are  stationed  at  the  pens  or  alleys  of  the  stock 
yards  where  the  animals  are  retained  prior  to  going  to  the  slaughter  house. 
These  pens  contain  from  ten  to  as  many  as  a  hundred  animals,  but  each  one  is 
carefully  looked  over,  and  if  the  inspector  finds  one  that  is  not  perfectly  sound 
and  healthy,  he  affixes  to  its  ear  a  numbered  metal,  bearing  the  words  "U  S 
SUSPECT." 

Such  animals  are  slaughtered  separately  from  the  others,  being  segregated 
immediately  after  they  become  suspects.  If  the  post-mortem  examination  does 
not  confirm  the  suspicion  the  tag  is  removed  and  the  carcass  is  sent  alono-  a& 
edible.  If  lesions  are  found,  that  is,  if  the  animal  has  been  hurt  or  injured  in 
any  way  that  warrants  condemnation,  the  carcass  is  sent  to  the  tank  where  it 
is  converted  into  grease  and  other  products  not  used  as  food. 

Two  important  provisions  have  been  made  by  the  Government  to  provide 
against  any  possibility  of  fraud  in  the  inspection  of  meat.  The  first  is  that  the 
Government  pays  the  salaries  of  the  inspectors  and  prohibits  them  from  re- 
ceiving any  emolument  of  any  kind  from  the  packers,  and  provides  a  penalty 
of  $10,000.00  fine,  or  ten  years'  imprisoment  for  any  attempt  to  influence  the 
work  of  the  inspectors  by  paying  them  money  or  offering  to  give  them  any- 
thing of  value  to  influence  their  judgment. 

The  other  provision  is  that  all  Government  inspected  packing  plants  have 
a  number,  so  that  the  public  can  ask  for  a  specific  number  in  purchasing  its 
meat. 

For  instance,  if  one  wants  the  products  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Beef  &  Pro- 
vision  Co.   the   Government   stamp   contains  the  number  119.

MRS.  EMILY  HOPPIN 

Late  State  President  of  the  Catifornia  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  whose  sudden  death 
shortly  after  her  accession  to  office  has  cast  a  shadow  across  tKe  great  organization 
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EDITORIAL 


It  is  with  a  hea\-\-  heart  and  a  keen 
sense  of  personal  loss  that  the  editor 
of  The  Clubwoman  approaches  the 
sorrowful  task  of  writing  into  the  of- 
ficial records  of  the  California  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs  that  black- 
bordered  page  athwart  which  falls  the 
darkest  shadow  in  its  fair  history  of 
women's    unselfish    achievement. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Emily  Hoppin, 
newly-elected  president  of  the  State 
Federation,  is  a  tragedy  not  only  in 
the  lives  of  the  many  to  whom  her  per- 
sonal friendship  was  a  treasured  pos- 
session nor  to  the  many  more  whose 
membership  in  the  great  organization 
of  which  she  was  the  head  made  them 
her  loyal  collaborators  and  subordi- 
nates. Her  passing  is  one  that  will 
be  felt  wherever  the  hand  of  woman 
has  been  laid  and  wherever  the  ideals 
of  women  have  crystallized  into  a  bet- 
ter order  of  things.  It  was  in  an  ex- 
ceptional way  that,  through  her  own 
undivided  efforts,  she  had  brought 
herself  to  represent  those  things  which 
lie  closest  to  the  hearts  of  the  public- 
spirited  and  self-sacrificing  of  her  sex. 

Mrs.  Hoppin  died  in  the  harness. 
For  her  there  w-as  no  hiatus  between 
the  busy  formulation  of  plans  for  the 
carrying  forward  of  the  trust  placed 
in  her  capable  hands  and  the  falling 
of  the  Great  Shadow,  ^^"hen  she  was 
too  weak  to  hold  her  pen  she  dictated 
to  her  daughter,  from  what  was  to  be 
her  deathbed,  messages  of  cheerful 
encouragement  to  those  whom  she  had 
chosen  to  aid  her  in  her  work.  One 
of  her  last  letters,  addressed  to  the 
writer,  expressed  her  unaffected  pleas- 
ure in  the  decision  of  the  committee  on 
the  official  organ  to  continue  The  Club- 


woman as  the  mouthpiece  of  the  Fed- 
eration. In  that  message  there  is  no 
word  of  her  own  ill-health,  no  hint  of 
a  brave  and  active  mind  fighting  to  the 
last  against  the  gathering  da,rkness. 
The  note  of  hope  is  dominant  and 
ambitious  plans  for  the  welfare  of  Fed- 
eration work  the  singfle  consideration. 
From  more  able  pens  than  ours  we 
have  sought  expressions  for  this  issue 
of  The  Clubwoman  of  the  sterling 
vi'orth  of  Mrs.  Hoppin  in  the  two 
phases  in  which  her  personality  stands 
out  in  strongest  relief.  Only  those 
whose  privilege  it  has  been  to  work 
shoulder  to  shoulder  with  her  through 
the  years  in  which  the  Federation  has 
been  built  up  can  speak  adequately  of 
her  share  in  that  upbuilding  in  the 
successive  offices  entrusted  to  her — 
that  of  state  chairman  of  Forestry, 
treasurer,  vice-president  and  finally 
the  highest  position  in  the  gift  of  the 
women  whom  she  served  untiringly 
and  well. 

It  would  be  a  doubtful  tribute  to 
Mrs.  Hoppin  to  say  that,  great  as  is  its 
loss,  the  Federation  staggers  under  it. 
The  foundations  which  she  helped  to 
lay  are  too  broad  and  firm  for  that. 
Like  the  general  whose  troops  swept 
on  to  victory  even  though  death  cut 
him  down  in  mid-charge,  the  work  of 
the  Federation  will  go  on  without 
pause  nor  faltering.  That  is  as  Airs. 
Hoppin  would  have  had  it  and  her 
best  epitaph  is  that  she  made  it  pos- 
sible. Her  place  will  be  hard  to  fill — 
yet  we  may  congratulate  ourselves 
upon  the  breadth  and  strength  of  the 
shoulders  upon  which  will  fall  the 
mantle  of  the  leader.

MRS.  HOPPIN,  THE  CLUB  WOMAN

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs,  death  has  called  our  chief  execu- 
tive during  tenure  of  office.  In  the 
passing  of  Mrs.  Emily  Hoppin,  who 
was  elected  president  of  our  state 
organization  at  the  annual  convention 
held  in  San  Francisco  in  May,  we  have 
lost  one  of  the  pioneers  in  club  work 
in  this  state ;  one  who  was  ever  ready 
to  serve  in  whatever  capacity  occasion 
seemed  to  demand,  and  always  with 
rare  ability  and  unusual  proficiency. 
For  many  years  she  had  been  closely 
aligned  with  the  Federation,  and  had 
served  as  chairman  of  forestry,  as 
treasurer,  as  vice-president,  as  vice- 
president-at-large  and  lastly  as  presi- 
dent. 

To  the  duties  of  each  office  which 
she  held  she  gave  herself  unselfishly 
and  unreservedly,  and  was  ever  an  in- 
spiration and  a  mentor  to  her  co-work- 
ers. Her  last  act  of  public  contribu- 
tion was  to  the  Federation  which  she 
so  dearly  loved,  where  she  presided  at 
the  first  Executive  Board  meeting  held 
since  her  election,  and  placed  before 
the  members  her  plans  for  the  coming 
year.  In  accordance  with  the  state- 
ment of  her  policies,  as  made  before 
the  state  convention  at  the  time  of  her 
election,  her  grea.test  effort  was  to  have 
been  for  the  promotion  of  country 
women's  clubs  and  the  advancement  of 
country  women. 

Controlled  by  high  ideals,  clear 
vision  and  sound  judgment,  with  a 
keen  intellect,  broad  mind  and  splen- 
did executive  ability,  Mrs.  Hoppin  pos- 
sessed all  of  the  essential  qualifications 
for  a  most  efficient  Federation  presi- 
dent, and  would  undoubtedly  have 
given  a  strong  and  wise  administra- 
tion had  she  been  permitted  to  serve 
the  full  term  to  which  she  was  chosen. 

Predominating  all  other  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart,  was  the  great  love 
which  this  most  estimable  woman  held 
for    all    humanity    and    especially    for 


girls  and  young  women.  The  time  and 
energy  which  she  devoted  to  public 
work,  proves  how  keenly  she  realized 
her  personal  obligation  to  participate 
in  the  doing  of  the  world's  work. 

The  forty  thousand  Federated  club 
women  of  California  mourn  a  valiant 
co-worker,  a  faithful  friend,  an  honored 
e.xecutive,  a  good  citizen.  What  more 
fitting  or  beautiful  tribute  could  we  pay 
to  her  memory  than  to  unite  all  our 
efforts  toward  the  accomplishment  of 
her  greatest  desire,  the  betterment  of 
country  life  and  the  improvement  of 
home  surroundings  for  the  country 
woman? 

A'Vith  sorrowing  hearts  we  acknowl- 
edge our  irreparable  loss,  and  submit 
to  the  inevitable.  Under  the  inspira- 
tion of  her  beloved  memory  shall  we 
not  renew  our  courage  and  unite  our 
strength  in  promoting  in  every  pos- 
sible way  the   Federation  movement?

MRS.  EMILY  HOPPIN;  BIOGRAPHICAL 


A  trustworthy  index  of  a  life's  worth 
is  the  vacancy  left  by  its  removal.  By 
that  criterion  as  by  all  others  Mrs. 
Hoppin's  influence  was  shown  by  her 
death  to  have  been  even  more  far- 
reaching  and  versatile  than  her  own 
friends  knew. 

For  many  years  she  had  been  keenly 
interested  in  temperance  work  and  the 
good  which  women  may  do  in  promot- 
ing it.  For,  whatever  the  end  to  be 
accomplished,  it  was  always  Mrs.  Hop- 
pin's  effort  and  desire  to  enlist  the  ac- 
tivities of  her  own  sex  therein,  that 
both  the  purpose  and  the  means  might 
thereby  be  uplifted. 

As  a  true  daughter  of  nature,  her  nat- 
ural preference  lay  in  the  broad  open 
of  the  sunny  countryside.  Mrs.  Hop- 
pin  was  not  a  city  woman.  As  mana- 
ger of  one  of  the  largest  ranches  in 
Yolo  county — her  own  property — she 
bore  the  reputation  of  being  a  better 
agriculturist  than  most  men.  To  her 
neighbors  she  supplied  an  example  of 
industry  and  kindleness  that  made  her 
loss  heaviest  in  her  own  immediate 
communit3^ 

Mrs.  Hpppin  was  born  in  Niles, 
Mich.,  in  1854,  a  member  of  one  of  the 
most  influential  families  of  that  state. 
Her  father,  Hon.  Nathaniel  Bacon,  was 
a  student  and  jurist  of  high  repute  and 
it  is  to  his  paternal  influence  that  much 
of  Mrs.  Hoppin's  subsequent  success 
may  be  traced. 

Mrs.  Hoppin  was  married  in  1874  to 
Charles  R.  Hoppin,  at  Niles.  Mr.  Hop- 
pin  was  a  forty-niner  and  from  the  ex- 
citing days  of  the  gold  rush  had  re- 
tained large  California  land  holdings. 
A  few  years  after  the  marriage  the 
young  couple  came  to  this  state  and 
settled  on  the  Yolo  county  ranch  which 
was  Mrs.  Hoppin's  place  of  residence 
until  her  death. 

Six  children  were  born  to  the  union, 
four  of  whom  still  live.  They  are 
Charles  R.  Hoppin,  Jr.  of  Yolo,  Harriet 


(Mrs.  August  J.  Kergel),  Edith  (Mrs. 
Luther  C.  Young)   and  Dorothea. 

In  addition  to  her  temperance  work 
— she  had  held  many  offices  in  the 
county  and  state  W.  C.  T.  U. — and 
her  notable  work  in  the  California  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs,  of  which  at 
the  time  of  her  death  she  was  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Hoppin  was  a  member  of 
many  different  organizations  having  for 
their  purpose  the  unlift  and  betterment 
of  women — particularly  country  wom- 
en— and  of  agricultural  conditions.  In 
all  of  these  she  had  held  office  and  was 
regarded  as  a  most  valuable  member. 
Frequently  called  upon  for  public 
speaking,  Mrs.  Hoppin  had  acquired  a 
deserved  reputation  for  clear  thought 
and  able  presentation. 

During  the  week  preceding  her 
death  she  had  taken  a  prominent  part 
in  the  program  of  the  State  Fruit 
Growers  Association,  at  Palo  Alto,  and 
had  presided  at  her  first  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Board,  C.  F.  W.  C,  in  San 
Francisco.  It  was  as  she  was  prepar- 
ing to  start  home  that  she  was  taken 
suddenly  ill  from  an  affection  from 
which  she  had  suffered  more  or  less  for 
a  year  past.  She  was  taken  to  her 
Woodland  home  and  appeared  to  be  on 
the  way  to  recovery.  Tuesday,  how- 
ever, she  began  to  sink  rapidly  and  was 
rushed  to  the  Woodland  Sanitarium  for 
treatment.  She  died  at  11:30  o'clock 
that  night,  with  her  beloved  family  at 
her  bedside.  Her  last  words  were : 
"Is  this  death?  Then — it  is  all  right." 
It  had  been  her  desire  to  dictate  a  final 
message  to  the  club  women  of  Cali- 
fornia, but  her  nurse  would  not  allow 
it. 

Among  women  Mrs.  Hoppin  was 
looked  upon  as  a  bright  example  of  the 
best  which  her  sex  has  attained ; 
among  men  she  was  universally  re- 
spected for  her  womanly  traits,  her  sin- 
cerity, ability  and  unswerving  integ- 
rity. She  was  a  citizen  and  a  teacher — • 
But  first  of  all  she  was  a  woman.

PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


San  Francisco,  Aug.  6,  1915. 

To  the  Federated  Clubwomen  of  Cali- 
fornia. 
My  Dear  Co-workers  :  In  preparing 
this  brief  and  hasty  message,  these 
Vvords  of  her  for  whom  we  mourn  to- 
day keep  ringing  in  my  ears:  "Let  us 
lose  no  opportunity  this  year.  A\'e  must 
forge  ahead.  Let  us  be  charitable, 
kind,  and  considerate  even  when  we 
jest." 

Our  Httle  world  has  been  shaken  by 
a  great  tragedy.  A  leader,  wondrovts 
wise  and  exceeding  kind,  has  been 
called  from  our  midst,  and  we  are  left 
wondering  and  groping.  Federation 
has  suffered  a  great  loss,  but  we  must 
not  be  discouraged  nor  disheartened. 
\\'e  must  go  on  with  our  good  work 
even  as  she  would  have  us  do. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Dorothy  Hoppin, 
just  received,  says:  "Mother  was  per- 
fectly conscious  to  the  end  and  did  not 
suffer.  The  day  before  she  passed 
away  she  expressed  a  desire  to  send  a 
message  to  The  Clubwoman,  but  her 
nurse  would  not  allow  her  to  do  so." 

At  an  Executive  Board  meeting  held 
on  Saturday,  July  31,  at  the  Palace 
Hotel,  San  Francisco,  Mrs.  Hoppin  pre- 
sided in  her  inimitable  way,  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Board  marveled 
at  the  completeness  of  her  preparation 
for  the  year's  work.  Her  policies  were 
fully  and  finely  outlined,  her  plans 
carefully  and  definitely  laid.  Her  vis- 
ion was  clear  and  broad,  her  spirit 
sweet  and  generous,  her  experience 
long  and  far-reaching,  her  energy  un- 
tiring, her  mentality  unusually  strong, 
her  ideals  of  the  highest.  AVhat  better 
monument  can  we  erect  to  her  memory 
than  to  emulate  her  virtues  and  to 
"forge  ahead"  with  her  outlined  plans 
as  our  o-uiding  star? 

In  the  brief  time  that  has  elapsed 
since  her  death,  numerous  messages  of 
condolence  have  been  received  from 
club  women  throughout  the  state. 
Many  will  attend  the  funeral  services 


at  her  home  in  Yolo  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing, the  7th  instant,  at  nine  o'clock. 

The  Executive  Board  will  meet  in  a 
short  time  and  will  undoubtedly  en- 
dorse Mrs.  Hoppin's  policy  and  reor- 
ganize for  the  work  of  the  coming  year. 

In  this,  our  hour  of  sorrow,  dear  fel- 
low club  women,  let  us'  renew  our 
pledges  of  loyalty  and  good  fellowship. 
Let  us  unite  our  strength  and  continue 
to  strive  for  the  better  life,  remember- 
ing to  be  "charitable,  kind  and  consid- 
erate even  when  we  jest."

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THE  PROFESSION  OF  BEING  A  CLUB  WOMAN 

REPORTED   BY   MRS.   THEODORE   COLEMAN 


On  Thursday,  July  29,  the  Pasadena 
Shakespeare  Club  had  an  unexpected 
pleasure  and  honor  in  being  able  to  en- 
tertain Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker, 
president  of  the  General  Federation  of 
\\'omen's  Clubs.  The  entertainment 
took  the  form  of  a  luncheon  at  Hotel 
Marjdand,  to  which  sixteen  of  the  of- 
ficers and  ex-presidents  of  the  club  sat 
down.  Those  present  were  the  guest 
of  honor,  Mrs.  Pennybacker,  Mrs.  E. 
H.  Lockwood,  President  of  the  Shake- 
speare Club ;  Miss  Meeker,  Mrs.  C.  E. 
Ashcroft,  Mrs.  Clara  Bryant  heywood, 
Mrs.  Theodore  Coleman,  Miss  Susan 
H.  Stickney,  Miss  Elizabeth  Adams, 
Mrs.  C.  F.  M.  Stone,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Morin, 
Mrs.  L  J.  Reynolds,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Severy, 
Mrs.  Calvin  Hartwell,  Mrs.  J.  A. 
Phelps,  Mrs.  E.  Knowlton,  Miss  Laur- 
etta Barnaby. 

After  the  lunch  the  party  adjourned 
to  the  Club  House  where  Mrs.  Penny- 
backer  favored  the  large  number  of 
women  who  had  gathered  to  do  her 
honor  with  a  helpful,  inspiring  talk  on 
"The  Profession  of  Being  a  Clubwom- 
an."    She  said  in  part: 

"To  be  a  clubwoman  demands  three 
characteristics :  efficiency,  loyalty,  vis- 
ion. The  world  has  a  right  to  judge 
us  by  high  standards.  We  should  not 
undertake  action  until  we  have  studied 
conditions,  for  nothing  is  so  dangerous 
as  ignorance  in  action.  Every  club 
motto  might  include  three  words,  'In- 
vestigate, eliminate,  concentrate.' 

"Another  thing  is  co-operation,  not 
only  with  all  classes  of  women,  but 
with  men.  Men  often  tell  us  that  the 
keeping  of  the  ideals  of  the  race  and 
all  reforms  are  in  our  hands.  Yet  we 
know  it  is  not  so.  We  do  not  mean  it ; 
they  do  not  mean  it.  God  made  men 
and  women  to  live  together,  and  only 


great  things  are  accomplished  when 
they  work  together. 

"To  be  efficient  we  must  be  sane, 
and  we  must  cultivate  a  sense  of 
humor. 

"Loyalty  demands  that  we  look  for 
the  best  there  is  in  others,  and  to  do 
the  duty  that  lies  before  one  the  best 
one  can.  Learn  to  give  and  take  and 
work  in  harmony. 

"We  must  have  vision,  and  for  this 
we  need  youth,  its  courage,  its  opti- 
mism, its  readiness  to  respond  to  the 
call  for  service.  We  need  vision  to  see 
our  duty  to  those  who  come  over  seas 
to  us.  Every  nation  has  much  to  give 
us,  as  well  as  much  to  learn.  Here  I 
wish  to  pay  my  tribute  to  the  Jewish 
race  who  need  so  much  the  sympathy 
of  other  races.  AYe  are  not  half  awake 
to  our  duty  to  the  woman  of  the  I^atin- 
American  countries.  We  should  say  to 
all  these  people,  j^ou  have  come  to  the 
land  of  opportunity. 

"This  is  a  part  of  what  we  women 
can  do  to  bring  back  peace,  perhaps 
to  keep  the  peace  in  our  own  land.  We 
are  not  for  ourselves  alone.  Our  duty 
is  to  the  world,  to  reach  out  our  hands 
to  the  north  and  to  the  south." 

Preceding  the  address  Miss  Leonora 
Pelton  and  Mrs.  Reay  Sutton  gave  a 
piano  duet,  followed  by  four  vocal  num- 
bers by  Miss  Amelia  Wharry.  A  so- 
cial hour  with  the  usual  refreshments 
closed  this  pleasant  mid-summer  club 
function. 


The  Woman's  Club  of  San  Pedro  at  an 
adjourned  meeting  in  June  revised  its  by- 
laws so  as  to  include  a  Federation  secre- 
tary. Mrs.  Charles  S.  Bateman,  retiring 
president,  was  .chosen.  Following  the  ad- 
journed meeting,  the  newly-elected  presi- 
dent. Mrs.  Florence  Dodson-Schonneman. 
and  her  board  received  the  new  members 
informally.  The  charter  members,  of  whom 
there  are  nine,  furnished  the  program  in 
the  form  of  interesting  reminiscences. 
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Women  citizens,  in  the  prosecution 
of  their  newly-acquired  civic  duties, 
very  early  discovered  the  value  of 
united,  or  "team,"  work,  with  the  nat- 
ural result  that  woman's  arena  for  the 
furthering  of  municipal  measures  is 
largely  concentrating  within  the  wom- 
en's clubs. 

There  will  always  be  civic  workers 
outside  of  the  clubs,  and  there  will  con- 
tinue to  be  clubs  of  art,  music  and  the 
specialties  of  expression  or  study,  in 
which  the  practical  consideration  of 
municipal  government  could  not  con- 
sistently find  a  place.  Only  to  the 
members  of  women's  city,  civic  and 
business  clubs,  and  to  general  clubs 
having  civic  centers,  can  we  apply  the 
term,  "Club  women  in  municipal  af- 
fairs," and  the  scope  of  work  of  these 
clubs  can  be  classified  under  three 
heads :  the  open  forum  or  educational 
club  that  presents  and  discusses  both 
sides  of  public  questions  but  refrains 
from  endorsing  either  side;  the  civic 
club  that  is  committed  to  the  work  of 
actively  furthering  such  measures  as 
it  believes  to  be  for  the  public  welfare 
and  the  club  that  presents  both  sides 
of  a  disputed  question  for  the  consid- 
eration of  its  members  with  an  occa- 
sional official  endorsement  of  a  meas- 
ure of  great  importance  that  is  found 
to  have  the  earnest  support  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members. 

Thoughtful  club  women,  who  are 
also  conscientious  citizens,  with  the 
apparent  necessity  upon  them  of  bring- 
ing their  citizenship  into  their  club  ac- 
tivities, comprehend  perfectly  that  they 
are  facing  a  crisis  in  club  life.  Many 
clubs  will  need  to  be  carefully  and 
wisely  nursed  through  this  critical 
transition  period  from  the  old  order  of 
cultured  and  educational  sequestration 
into  active  participation  in  the  civic, 
legislative  and  moral  life  of  the  com- 
munitv. 


\\'hether  a  woman  is  getting  her  ed- 
ucation in  citizenship  in  a  partisan  or 
in  an  open  forum  club,  she  is  on  the 
road  to  becoming  an  active  citizen, 
which  means  that  she  will  not  only 
cast  a  discriminating  ballot  at  mu- 
nicipal elections,  but  she  will  work  to 
gain  ballots  for  the  legislation  to  which 
her  conscience  and  understanding  com- 
mit her. 

And  just  at  this  point  is  where  poli- 
tics will  enter  into  club  life,  for  both 
sides  of  any  municipal  question  will 
have  staunch  adherents  who  will  con- 
test for  the  club's  endorsement.  It  is 
well  known  that  the  endorsement  by 
a  club  of  any  public  measure  depends 
more  on  the  attitude  of  the  officers  of 
the  club  towards  the  measure  than  on 
the  numerical  strength,  pro  and  con, 
of  the  lay  members  of  the  club. 

Hence  the  first  effective  step  the 
club  woman  in  municipal  affears  will 
inevitably  take  will  be  to  seek  to  elect 
to  office  in  her  club  only  such  women 
as  stand  for  the  municipal  policy  she 
believes  in. 

If  her  convictions  are  for  municipal 
ownership,  she  will  not  vote  to  elect, 
and  she  will  use  her  influence  against, 
any  candidate  aligned  with  corporation 
interests. 

The  leaven  is  already  at  work  in  the 
body  politic  of  club  life  that  will  make 
club  elections  something  more  than  a 
consideration  of  gracious  personality, 
progressive  inheritance  in  office,  or 
even  of  administrative  ability.  It  -will 
sadden  many  a  club  woman  to  aban- 
don her  club  traditions,  to  sever  club 
friendships,  perhaps,  on  the  altar  of 
civic  duty,  but  club  women  who  have 
accepted  with  the  ballot  their  share  of 
responsibility  in  municipal  affairs,  will 
reconstruct  their  clubs,  as  far  as  may 
be  necessary,  to  make  them  a  power 
for  civic  righteousness  and  municipal 
efficiency.

With  the  general  awakening  of  race 
consciousness  and  preservation  is  born 
the  fact  that  too  little  thought  and 
education  has  been  expended  in  the 
preparation    of   motherhood. 

The  history  of  the  nations  that  have 
led  in  culture  and  thought  gives  evi- 
dence of  the  recognition  of  the  neces- 
sity, and  from  time  to  time  the  effort 
to  do  special  child-conservation  work. 
Perhaps  no  man  did  more  to  awaken 
this  consciousness  than  did  Dickens, 
in  Oliver  Twist,  which  makes  a  direct 
appeal  for  the  child  in  boarding-homes. 
So  marked  with  lack  of  system  and 
fundamental  understanding  were  these 
efforts,  it  is  remarkable  that  any  per- 
manent good  accrued,  but  they  served 
their  purpose  in  awakening,  in  the 
hearts  of  humanitarians,  and  munici- 
palities the  desire,  at  least,  to  miti- 
gate the  suffering,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence clinics  and  hospitals  have  been 
established  all  over  the  world. 

Out  of  these  curative  and  palliative 
institutions  have  grown  the  knowledge 
that  this  suffering  and  economic  loss 
is   largely  preventable. 

Some  of  the  factors  necessary  for 
this  prevention  are  education  of  the 
mother  in  the  responsibility  and  beauty 
of  motherhood,  and  recognition  of  the 
inherent  rights  of  the  child,  to  be  born 
healthfully  of  a  rested  mother,  and  de- 
void of  taint  from  transmittable  dis- 
ease. To  have  efficient  care  on  the 
part  of  the  attending  physician  and 
nurse.  That  he  may  be  reared  health- 
fully, he  has  the  primary  right  to  be 
breast-fed.  Too  often  is  this  right  de- 
nied him  when,  through  the  exercise 
of  patience  and  understanding,  it  might 
be  preserved.  He  has  also  the  right 
to  the  enjoyment  and  protection  of 
citizenship,  which  is  established  by  the 
simple  act  of  registering  his  birth.  He 
has  the  right  to  physical,  mental  and 
moral  training. 


From  the  recognition  of  these  potent 
factors  has  arisen  the  desire  to  not 
only  do  something  for  the  child,  but 
protect  society  as  well,  through  a  pro- 
cess of  education,  which  is  vastly  more 
humane  than  the  building  up  of  insti- 
tutions of  cure  and  detention.  All  over 
the  United  States  a  concerted  effort 
is  being  made  to  establish  training- 
schools  for  mothers,  and  centers  where 
information  in  child-conservation  is  of 
easy  access. 

The  Better  Babies  Contests  have 
done  much  to  awaken  interest  and 
point  out  certain  physical  defects,  ">,vell 
within  the  control  of  the  mother,  when 
she  is  cognizant  of  their  existence  and 
cause.  Especially  is  the  rural  mother 
handicapped  in  noting  minor  devia- 
tions from  normal  health.  The  large 
percentage  of  rural  children  found  to 
be  suffering  from  such  defects  leads  to 
the  thought  that  it  is  doubtless  due  to 
lack  of  observation  on  the  part  of  the 
parent ;  their  not  having  the  oppor- 
tunity of  comparison  with  larger 
groups  of  children,  which  would  call 
attention  to  the  defect  or  lack  of  de- 
velopment.

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THE  FUNDAMENTAL  RIGHT  OF  THE  CHILD

Xature  bestows  no  rights  :  she  implants 
lavishly  the  profound  ineradicable  in- 
stincts which  preserve  the  race ;  she  sows 
with  a  niggard  hand  the  seeds  of  intelli- 
gence and  leaves  us  to  our  fate.  Human 
rights  are  human  inventions,  slowly  and 
painfully  worked  out,  constantly  denied 
afresh  as  intelligence  grows.  At  no  point 
is  our  conception  of  rights  changing  more 
rapidly  than  in  regard  to  the  rights  of  a 
child  His  right  to  education,  to  play,  to 
freedom  from  early  labor  and  from 
temptation  is  almost  daily  re-stated  in 
constantly  broadening  terms  But  earlier 
than  all  those  is  a  more  fundamental 
right, — the  right  to  nurture,  earliest  rec- 
ognized because  of  the  helplessness  of  in- 
fancy. The  supreme  instinct  of  the 
mother  has  always  ensured  to  the  helpless 
infant  all  that  individual  human  affection 
and  unsparing  devotion  could  give,  upon 
that  fact  we  have  rested  complacently, 
and  the  suffering  and  death  of  both  moth- 
ers and  children  have  been  for  long  ac- 
cepted as  inevitable.  Gradually  the  phys- 
ician and  statistician  have  studied  and 
measured  these  losses  and  have  shown 
that  most  of  them  are  needless.  Close 
upon  the  knowledge  that  these  losses  are 
mostly  needless  has  come  a  revolution, 
for  it  is  nothing  less  than  revolutionary, 
— the  new  world-wide  interpretation  of 
the  duty  of  the  State  to  aid  in  the  nurture 
of  the  child  and  the  prevention  of  these 
losses.  This  interpretation  is  not  that  of 
remote  philosophers  or  reformers  of  the 
chair ;  it  is  an  interpretation  accepted  by 
practical  statesmen  and  e.xpressed  in  re- 
cent laws :  it  is  based  on  the  statistics 
which  allow  us  to  compare  the  fate  of 
mothers  and  children  in  various  coun- 
tries and  under  various  conditions,  and 
to  thus  determine  how  they  can  be  safe- 
guarded. 

Some  of  these  provisions  made  of  late 
in  other  countries  seem  needless  or  un- 
called for  in  this  country ;  but  we  must 
remember  that  this  country  as  yet  lacks 
the  basis  of  facts  and  fignres — the  vital 


statistics — on  which  to  base  a  confident 
knowledge  as  to  our  safets'  or  our  needs. 
As  striking  examples  of  the  recent  effort 
to  protect  infancy  let  me  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  maternity  benefit  laws  of  Eng- 
land, France,  Italy  and  Australia. 

Starting  from  the  Swiss  Federal  law  of 
1877,  most  of  the  European  nations  have 
for  many  years  had  on  their  statute  books 
laws  prohibiting  the  employment  of . 
women  for  varying  periods  immediately 
preceding  and  following  child  birth.  But 
of  more  recent  years  there  has  grown  up 
a  conviction,  born  out  of  experience  and 
obser^^ation,  that  under  the  stress  of  mod- 
ern economic  conditions  these  laws  are 
not  in  themselves  sufficient  to  insure  that 
rest  and  leisure  for  the  mother  which  the 
well-being  of  the  child  demands.  In 
families  where  the  wages  of  the  wife  are 
nee'ed  to  maintain  even  a  low  standard 
of  living,  the  loss  of  the  customary  earn- 
ings often  means  serious  deprivation  and 
in  any  event,  anxiety  and  distress  in  the 
effort  to  meet  the  extra  expenses  entailed. 
Xor  is  this  condition  limited  only  to  those 
mothers  who  work  awa}'  from  their 
homes.  Not  alone  on  philanthropic 
grounds,  but  as  absolutely  justified  on 
economic  lines  as  a  provision  for  the 
safety  of  the  State,  the  various  foreign 
nations  have  been  making  in  different 
ways  provision  for  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  mother  at  child-birth.  Ger- 
many and  Austria  for  instance  in  their 
elaborate  systems  of  insurance  against 
sickness  include  the  payment  of  mater- 
nity benefits ;  Denmark  and  Norway  in 
their  relief  systems  provide  aid  to  the 
mother  when  necessary,  without  the 
stigina  or  disabilities  of  "poor  relief." 
Italy  in  1910  inaugurated  the  first  na- 
tional scheme  of  maternity  insurance, 
which  makes  provision  for  giving  to  every 
working  woman,  in  case  of  child  birth, 
financial  support  from  the  fimd,  on  con- 
dition that  she  discontinue  work  for  seven 
weeks.  England  in  its  National  Insur- 
ance Act  of  1911  provided  for  maternity 
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benefit  of  30s,  which  Lloyd  George  de- 
clared was  one  of  its  most  important  pro- 
visions. Australia  and  France  have 
taken  even  more  advanced  ground. 
Under  the  Australian  law,  passed  in  1912, 
a  maternity  allowance  of  £5  is  made  to 
every  mother  who  gives  birth  to  a  child. 
Under  the  new  French  law,  which  went 
into  effect  only  on  January  1st  of  this 
year,  provision  is  made  for  an  obligatory 
daily  allowance  before  and  after  con- 
finement to  every  woman  of  French  na- 
tionality who  is  destitute  of  resources  and 
is  regularly  employed  at  any  work  remu- 
nerated by  wages  either  outside  or  in  her 
own  home.  The  allowance  must  be  fur- 
nished from  the  moment  that  a  physi- 
cian's certificate  establishes  that  there  is 
danger  in  continuing  at  work,  and  it  must 
be  paid  during  the  four  weeks  following 
child  birth.  In  order  that  the  allowance 
may  accomplish  the  end  for  which  it  is 
designed, — that  of  the  welfare  of  the  un- 
born child — the  mother  in  turn  is  re- 
quired to  follow  certain  instructions  in 
regard  to  repose  and  hygiene  prescribed 
by  the  local  bureau  of  assistance.  In  the 
circular  letter  to  the  prefects  explaining 
the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  made  the  following  significant 
statement  which  sums  up  the  new  atti- 
tude. "The  law  proclaims  by  this  double 
measure  of  assistance,  that  the  birth  of 
every  child  is  an  event  which  directly  in- 
terests the  entire  nation,  which  commands 
its  sympathy,  and  which  exacts  and  justi- 
fies concerted  action  on  its  part  toward 
-  the  mother." 

However,  the  method  of  such  legisla- 
tion may  be  regarded,  its  significance  is 
not  to  be  gainsaid.  It  is  a  sign  of  the 
world-wide  determination  that  mother- 
hood shall  be  relieved  of  every  unneces- 
sary hazard,  and  that  childhood  shall  be 
protected  by  every  possible  safeguard.  I 
need  not  tell  this  body  of  women  that 
the  men  and  women  of  America  are  alike 
aroused  to  this  question.  Many  of  you 
will  remember  that  it  was  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, two  years  ago,  that  you  asked  the 
Children's  Bureau  (which  then  only  ex- 
isted on  paper)  to  prepare  a  pamphlet  on 
birth  registration  as  an  aid  in  securing  the 
uniform  vital  statistics  which  this  coun- 


try so  sadly  lacks ;  you  saw  the  impor- 
tance of  such  primary  statement  of  fact 
on  which  to  base  efforts  for  the  nurture 
of  infancy  and  for  the  preservation  of 
suitable  place  in  which  to  report  upon  the 
the  rights  of  children.  Perhaps  this  is  a 
efforts  of  the  Burea  uto  carry  out  your 
directions  and  to  express  the  .spirit  which 
inspired  them.  The  first  edition  of  the 
birth  registration  pamphlet  has  been  for 
some  time  exhausted.  In  preparing  a 
second  edition  we  have  had  occasion  to 
review  the  present  status  of  birth  regis- 
tration. It  is  noteworthy  that  there  is  a 
steady  increase  of  respect  for  the  useful- 
baby  welfare  work  is  taken  up  seriously, 
as  for  instance  in  the  city  of  Chicago, 
where  we  are  now  meeting,  you  will  find 
that  birth  regisration  is  insisted  upon 
because  only  by  promptly  notifying  the 
authorities  can  nurses  and  doctors  dis- 
cover in  time  the  babies  who  most  need 
care ;  only  thus  can  we  stamp  out  that 
blindness  of  the  newly  born  which  is  one 
of  the  most  inexcusable  cruelties  toward 
children  still  tolerated.  Yet  on  the 
whole,  birth  registration  in  this  coun- 
try is  still  disconcertingly  inadequate 
and  unreliable.  I  know  of  no  more 
complete  illustration  than  that  afford- 
ed by  a  table  in  the  new  edition  of  the 
Birth  Registration  pamphlet  entitled 
"Census  records  of  births  in  various 
states  compared  with  state  registra- 
tion," which  incorporates  the  best  fig- 
ures and  estimates  at  command  of  the 
Government  experts.  Naturally,  we 
expect  the  States  long  in  the  registra- 
tion area  to  make  the  best  showing, 
and  we  are  not  surprised  that  certain 
remote  Western  states  cannot  be  cred- 
ited with  recording  more  than  50  per 
cent  of  births,  but  we  are  certainly 
bewildered  and  overwhelmed  when  we 
read  that  Massachusetts  registers  105.7 
per  cent  of  her  babies! 

Can  we  donbt  that  the  help  of  the 
Federation  in  urging  better  registra- 
tion should  continue?  The  birth  reg- 
istration test  carired  on  with  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Federation,  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  and  the  Children's  Bureau, 
is  still  under  way.  Thus  far  it  shows,

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CO-OPERATION  IN  WORK 

By  HELEN  LOUISE  JOHNSON 
Chairman  Home  Economics  Department,  G.  F.  W.  C. 


Probably  the  greatest  difficulty  State 
Chairmen  encounter  is  lack  of  some 
system  or  method  by  which  active, 
realized,  co-operative  work  may  be 
carried  on  all  over  any  one  state  in 
any  special  line  of  club  Work.  This 
is  especially  true  of  home  economics 
work,  because  the  needs  and  applica- 
tions are  so  varied ;  and  those  of  us 
working  in  it  would  probably  agree 
that  our  most  imperative  need  is  some 
definite  plan  by  which  efficient  results 
may  be  secured,  or  at  least  a  knowl- 
edge of  whatever  is  done. 

If  this  is  our  acknowledged  need, 
why  do  we  not  get  together  and  for- 
mulate some  method  of  procedure 
which  may  have  to  be  modified  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  country  to  suit 
varying  needs,  but  which  on  the  whole 
may  be  acceptable  to  the  state  organ- 
izations? 

We  are  like  any  other  great  body, 
divided  into  parts.  In  this  place  let 
us  discuss  this  problem,  as  it  relates 
to  our  own  work.  There  is  a  General 
Federation  Chairman;  but  she  is  a 
useless  figure  head,  merely  a  name, 
unless  the  State  Chairman  take  to  her 
their  problems  or  accept  her  guidance 
in  planning  lines  of  work.  Thev  can- 
not always  do  this.  If  b}^  mischance 
she  does  not  understand  or  grasp  their 
problems,  they  are  better  ofif  without 
her.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  they  make 
the  mistake  of  believing  they  have 
nothing  to  do  with  her  and  they  and 
she  can  get  along  alone,  they  hamper 
the  development  of  the  entire  work. 
It  could  scarcely  be  expected  that  the 
chairman  of  any  department  would 
never  make  a  mistake,  whether  it  be 
a  state  or  a  club  or  a  General  Chair- 
man. But  mistakes  cannot  be  recti- 
fied, or  even  avoided  the  second  time, 
if,  when  made,  no  kindly  constructive 
criticism  is  ofifered  and  the  real  facts 
given.  No  officer,  no  chairman,  no 
president    is    infallible.      Each    knows 


this,  but  no  good  ever  comes  in  any 
place  from  bitter,  unkind  or  unintelli- 
gent criticism.  Each  club  should  up- 
hold its  officers,  each  state  be  loyal  to 
those  whom  they  have  elected  to  serve 
their  interests,  and  all  states  assist  in 
making  the  work  of  the  General  Fed- 
eration strong,  true  and  splendid. 

As  for  a  plan  by  which  the  work 
may  be  developed,  this  Committee  asks 
for  suggestions  which,  if  carried  out, 
will  act  as  a  means  to  improve  this 
department.  We  will  put  it  in  the 
form  of  questions  requesting  replies 
from  all  interested. 

Would  it  be  of  assistance  if  the 
Chairman  of  Home  Economics  of  the 
General  Federation  sent  a  monthly 
letter  to  each  .State  Chairman  offer- 
ing suggestions  ais  to  work  which 
might  be  done  and  telling  of  prog- 
ress in  other  states? 

Would    it   be   of   assistance    if   the 
General    Chairman    gave    definite    in- 
structions as  to  lines  of  work  which, 
because  of  her  knowledge  of  the  con- 
ditions   all    over    the    country,     she 
deemed  might  best  unify  and  develop 
the  work  ? 
Experience  leads  this  committee  to 
assert  that  the   greatest  assistance  to 
the  work  would  and  could  be  given  by 
a    general    understanding    that     once 
monthly  the  State  Chairmen  were  ex- 
pected to  report  to  the  General  Chair- 
man, relating  their  troubles,  reporting 
progress,      asking     assistance      where 
needed,    making    suggestions    for    the 
chairman    to    work    out    and     develop. 
This    of   itself   would    strengthen    and 
unify  the  work  and  develop  thorough 
understanding  between  us. 

Would  it  be  possible  for  each  State 
Chairman  to  see  that  each  District 
Chairman  be  provided  with  copies  of 
letters  of  instruction,  recommenda- 
tions, etc.,  sent  out  by  the  Depart- 
ment Chairman?  Is  this  not  one  of 
the  duties  of  District  Chairmen,  and 
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how    else   may   distribution   of   these 

things  be  made? 
The  General  Chairman  cannot  di- 
rectly reach  or  address  the  clubs  hav- 
ing home  economics  departments  un- 
less she  can  have  an  office  equipment 
force  and  fuq,ds  at  her  disposal,  and  yet 
it  is  the  unit  which  makes  the  whole 
possible.  The  work  of  the  individual 
clubs  is  the  actual  basis  of  the  entu-e 
movement.  Everything  recommended, 
suggested  or  done  has  for  its  object 
this  little  or  big  club  working  here, 
there,  everywhere,  alone,  unaided,  not 
quite  realizing  it  is  an  important  fac- 
tor in  the  whole  and  can  ask  and  re- 
receive  almost  what  it  will ;  or  sur- 
rounded by  such  opportunities  it  re- 
quires no  aid,  but  sometimes  needs 
guidance.  How  may  we  all  get  in 
touch  so  as  to  feel  we  are  clasping 
hands  in  a  movement  which  has  for  its 
aim  the  upbuilding  and  enriching  of 
home — the  basic  unit  of  all  social  effi- 
ciency. 

We  must  work  in  just  the  way  a 
great  railroad  business  is  administrat- 
ed. There  is  one  home  office,  fort}'- 
eight  state  offices,  and  radiating  from 
those  forty-eight,  a  varying  number 
of  districts  to  reach.  Are  not  the 
District  Chairmen  or  district  superin- 
tendants  expected  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  the  part  of  the  state  each 
represents?  They  could  be  the  distri- 
buting centers,  but  each  State  Chair- 
man must  be  the  one  to  whom  reports 
and  requests  should  be  sent. 


This  method  may  not  be  possible  in 
all  states,  but  some  plan  must  be,  and 
the  General,  State  or  Club  Chairmen 
have  not  done  their  full  duty  until 
they  have  worked  out  a  feasible  meth- 
od for  organizing  the  work  on  some 
such  systematic  plan.  Even  then  the 
troubles    of    State    and    the    General 


Chairman  will  be  enough.  One  state 
has  of  necessity  had  three  home 
economics  chairmen  within  twelve 
months ;  in  another  the  Chairman  hav- 
ing resigned  no  other  seems  to  have 
been  found  to  take  her  place,  and  the 
work  seems  to  be  at  a  standstill. 

All  State  Chairmen  should  endeavor 
to  secure  from  the  clubs,  and  all  clubs 
should  realize  this  and  send  without 
being  asked  copies  of  programs,  bib- 
liographies, and  reports  on  lectures, 
class  work,  etc.  If  a  person  goes  to 
lecture  in  some  town  in  California  and 
is  liked  or  not  liked,  a  report  of  this 
should  go  in  to  the  State  Chairman 
to  be  reported  again  to  the  General 
Chairman.  For  all  of  us  are  asked  to 
recommend  programs,  books  and  peo- 
ple, plans  of  procedulre,  sugg0stions 
for  entertainment,  and  we  need  to  pass 
knowledge  on  for  the  benefit  of  others. 

The  different  State  Departments  and 
all  clubs  interested  in  home  economics 
work  must  keep  steadily  in  mind  the 
great  need  of  having  cooking  and  sew- 
ing taught  in  our  public  schools  by 
competent  teachers  and  plan  their 
work  to  include  this  thing.  They 
should  endeavor  to  have  books  on 
home  economics  placed  dn  libraries, 
and  above  all  they  must  seek  to  co- 
operate with  every  other  organization 
whose  aims  and  work  parallel  their 
own,  the  Granges,  the  Mothers  Con- 
gress and  Parent-Teachers'  Home 
Economic  Associations.  They  must 
work  with  and  induce  to  work  with 
them  the  Civic  Department  along 
questions  of  clean,  safe  food,  munici- 
pal housekeeping,  and  the  Education 
Department  in  the  question  of  home 
economic  credits  and  the  introduction 
of  this  work  into  the  schools. 

The  committee  needs  all  these 
things.  We  need  the  sympathetic  un-  . 
derstanding  and  support  of  all  who 
are  working  for  the  care  of  the  young 
and  the  saving  of  the  home.  So  we 
infer  that  the  State  Chairmen  need 
this  also.  Let  us  in  some  way  get 
into  closer  touch  and  keep  in  step, 
that  the  rythm  of  our  forward  march 
will  be  felt  from  California  to  Maine.

She  also  heartily 
endorses  the  Boy  Scout  and  Camp-fire 
Girl  movements,  as  helpful  aids  in  in- 
stilling civic  consciousness  and  com- 
munity spirit. 

This  department  again  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  importance  of  public  clean- 
liness, and  asks  each  State  Civics  chair- 
man to  request  the  Governor  of  her 
State  to  proclaim  an  annual  Clean  Up

The  problem  of  the  immigrant  wo- 
man in  our  community  is  a  problem 
which  has  been  with  us  since  colonial 
times,  and  which  we  hope  to  handle 
with  more  intelligence,  more  thought 
and  larger  sympathy  than  we  handled 
the  problem  a  generation  or  two  gen- 
erations ago. 

The  immigration  of  the  present  day 
is  not  the  immigration  of  a  generation 
ago.  Today  they  aire  coming  from 
Southern  and  Eastern  Europe.  Many 
of  us  know  these  countries  only  by 
name,  and  some  times  not  even  by  the 
name,  because  I  am  sure  that  when  I 
tell  you  that  there  are  more  Ruthenian 
girls  coming  to  the  United  States  than 
there  are  Scandinavian  girls,  that 
many  of  you  will  not  know  what  a 
Ruthenian  girl  is.  You  are  therefore 
apt  to  conclude  that  she  must  be  some- 
bod  ywho  cannot  be  desirable  or  you 
would  know  all  about  her.  You  have 
an  opportunity  of  knowing  and  know- 
ing well  large  groups  of  these  Ruthen- 
ian girls  and  of  others  who  are  com- 
ing in  even  larger  numbers.  Last 
year  there  were  28.000  Polish  girls  be- 
twen  fourteen  and  twenty-one  who 
came  to  this  country.  The  Russian, 
Jewish  and  Italian  groups  are  also 
large.  Just  what  are  these  girls  com- 
ing from  and  to  what  are  they  coming 
in  the  United  States? 

Not  many  years  ago  I  spent  some 
time  in  Galicia.  I  visited  the  homes 
which  they  came  from  and  studied  the 
causes  of  their  leaving.  Certain  facts 
are  most  striking.  These  immigrants 
are  only  a  little  more  than  one  genera- 
tion removed  from  serfdom  and  you 
find  in  them  and  in  the  nobility  the 
attitude  of  mind  which  always  persists 
after  such  a  change.  The  ba[rriers 
which  this  attitude  of  mind  creates 
makes  it  extremely  difficult  for  the 
emancipated  class  to  rise. 

One  of  the  fundamental  reasons  why 
these  women  come  to  us  is  because 
they  are  looking  for  a  new  opportunity 
which  comes  when  there  is  not  this 
burden     of     poverty     and-    prejudice 


against  which  they  must  now  contend. 

These  women  and  girls  do  not  all 
belong  to  the  rural  class.  The  Poles 
have  traditions  much  older  than  our- 
selves, they  have  a  history,  a  litera- 
ture and  art,  music,  and  an  enthusiasm 
for  the  vivid,  romantic  and  emotional 
side  of  life  which  the  Angloi-Saxon 
does  not  contribute  to  our  civilization. 
While  the  peasant  girl  brings  little  of 
the  Polish  culture,  she  brings  the 
Slavic  temperament  v^diich,  with  the 
opportunities  which  only  the  privil- 
eged orders  have  enjoyed  at  home,  will 
find  expression  along  these  lines  in  the 
United  States. 

Over  and  over  again  at  the  various 
ports  of  embarkation  I  saw  them  leav- 
ing for  America,  with  faith  that  they 
were  going  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
realize  the  things  which  they  had  been 
denied  at  home,  and  I  thought  of  the 
many  hardships  that  they  meet  on  their' 
arrival  here,  and  felt  it  was  time  for 
me  to  get  back  to  my  job  of  looking 
after  and  protecting  them  here.

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The  United  States  has  built  up  its 
immigration  machinery  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  not  for 
the  protection  of  the  immigrant.  This 
is,  we  have  officials  at  the  ports  of 
entry  whose  duties  are  to  exclude  those 
who  are  itndesirable  according  to  the 
terms  of  our  immigration  laws.  In 
failing  to  protect  the  immigrant,  we 
are,  of  course,  failing  to  protect  the 
community,  because  we  are,  by  our 
neglect,  feeding  them  into  the  sources 
of  the  evils  that  we  are  trying  to  com- 
bat. Ever  since  the  first  immigration 
law  was  passed  by  the  United  States 
in  1819,  we  have  been  passing  succes- 
sive laws  raising  the  standar  dof  con- 
ditions on  the  steerage  lines  that  come 
to  the  United  States.  More  air  and 
deck  space,  better  food,  toilet  facilities, 
proper  separation  of  the  sexes  and 
generally  more  humane  treatment  has 
been  and  will  be  required  of  all  steam- 
ship lines.  But  our  interest  stopped 
at  the  boundary  line,  and  the  United 
States  has  said  we  are  not  concerned 
at  what  befalls  them  afterward. 

The  Massachusetts  Immigration 
Commission  found  last  fall  that  all 
that  great  body  of  immigrants  who  had 
passed  inspection  and  were  coming 
from  New  York  to  New  England  or 
arriving  at  Boston  were  going  to  New 
York  were  sent  by  a  steamship  line 
rfom  New  York  to  Fall  River,  and 
that  on  that  Fall  River  line  the  condi- 
tions which  were  abolished  by  law  way 
back  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century 
on  ocean  liners,  still  prevailed  on  these 
vessels.  There  the  immigrants  were 
put  down  below  the  water  line,  the 
women's  quarters  were  not  protected 
against  the  crew,  and  the-  Polish  girls 
had  to  fight  for  the  protection  of  their 
virtue  from  the  very  moment  they  em- 
barked.

The  Immigrants'  Protective  League 
has  been  visiting  here  in  Chicago  for 
a  number  of  years  the  immigrant  girls 
who  arrive.  One  of  the  sad  things  in 
connection  with  those  visits  is  the  dis- 
covery of  the  fact  that  some  of  the 
girls  who  are  expected  do  not  arrive, 
and  concerning  whom  no  information 
can  be  secured.  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
that  these  girls  are  decoyed  into  im- 
moral lives,  many  we  feel  sure  are 
simply  lost  in  the  sense  that  they 
failed  to  make  connection  with  their 
relatives    and    friends.

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One  incident  illustrates  this.  A 
group  of  Polish  people  from  one  vil- 
lage that  came  in  by  a  Canadian  port 
included  two  sisters  who  were  going 
to  South  Chicago.  The  brother  had 
sent  them  tickets  to  come.  When  they 
came  to  Detroit  they  got  off  to  get 
something  to  eat  and  in  getting  back 
o  nthe  train  they  were  separated.  The 
conductor  refused  to  let  one  sister  off 
the  train  because  he  knew  so  much 
better  than  she  did  where  she  wanted 
to  go,  so  one  of  the  girls  was  left  in 
Detroit  with  a  ticket  to  South  Chicago, 
but  without  the  address  of  her  brother 
and  without  money.  She  was  taken 
to  the  police  station  for  the  night,  and 
put  on  the  train  for  South  Chicago  the 
next  day.  When  she  reached  South 
Chicago  she  was  no  nearer  the  end  of 
her  difficulties  than  before.  She  spent 
a  night  in  the  South  Chicago  police 
station,  was  then  transferred  to  the 
Harrison  Street  Annex  and  began,  as 
you  see,  her  career  in  America  with  a 
little  sociological  investigation  of  the 
kind  of  horrors  of  our  police  stations. 
It  happened  that  our  visitor  was  out 
in  South  Chicago  and  heard  the  story 
of  the  girl's  failure  to  arrive.  The 
brother  had  done  everj'thing  he  could. 
He  had  telegraphed  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  in  Detroit  but  had  failed  to  get 
any  answer  as  to  what  had  become  of 
the  girl.  The  matron  at  the  Harrison 
Street  police  station  concluded  that 
there  was  no  use  trying  to  find  the 
Polish  girl's  brother,  so  she  found  her 
a  job  in  a  restaurant. 

This    girl,    who    was    not    quite    17, 


came  from  a  country  district  of  Galicia. 
and  was  having  her  first  experience  in 
city  life.  Although  she  had  relatives 
and  friends  in  Chicago,  she  was  start- 
ing out  alone  in  the  community  and 
in  the  event  of  sickness  or  ill  health  or 
unemployment,  she  had  no  one  to 
whom  to  turn — a  dangerous  situation 
with  the  kind  of  temptation  which  is 
open  to  a  girl  in  a  city  like  Chicago. 
The  Immigrants'  Protective  League 
was  able  to  connect  this  girl  with  her 
brother,  but  I  have  no  doubt  many 
others  are  "lost"  under  similar  condi- 
tions, for  whom  we  have  not  been  able 
to  perform  the  same  service. 

The  Immigrants'  Protective  League 
has  therefore  urged  that  there  be  of- 
ficial connection  made  for  every  single 
one  and  not  these  chance  connections, 
which  come  through  a  private  society's 
initiative,  whose  resources  are  neces- 
sarily limited  because  of  their  lack  of 
funds.  We  have  been  contending  that 
inasmuch  as  the  Government  is  mak- 
ing a  revenue  from  the  immigrant  head 
tax  something  like  two  million  a  year, 
this  should  be  regarded  absolutely  as 
a  trust' fund  and  should  be  expended  for 
the  benefit  of  the  immigrant  in  his 
protection  on  the  journey  from  the  port 
to  the  interior,  and  in  seeing  that  he  is 
guarded  and  cared  for. 

The  same  supervision  is  needed  in 
every  great  city  that  has  been  found 
necessary  in  New  York,  Boston  or  the 
other  port  cities.  Here  in  Chicago  we 
have  been  telling  the  immigration  of- 
ficial that  it  was  absurd  to  say  that  an 
immigrant    girl    who    come    unaccom- 
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panied  by  friends  or  relatives  if  she 
arrives  in  Nwe  York,  but  that  if  she 
is  going  to  Chicago,  Clevelond,  Cin- 
cinnati, St.  Louis  there  is  no  ned  of 
such  precautions.  The  United  States 
assumes  that  nothing  happens  here, 
and  so  no  safeguards  are  necessary. 
In  Chicago  they  have  been  turned  over 
to  those  public  guardians  of  virtue — 
the  private  cabman  and  expressman  to 
take  care  of  them  as  they  please.  That 
they  are  not  well  taken  care  of  goes 
without  saying. 

Very  large  numbers  of  the  immi- 
grants who  come  do  not  write  our 
script.  There  are  the  Greek  girls,  the 
Yiddish,  and  so  on.  They  are  not 
able  to  copy  our  addresses  correctly, 
and  so  a  great  number  of  them  are  so 
badly  copied,  and  when  turned  over  to 
a  private  expressman  to  deliver  as  he 
please,  they  are  misdelivered  or  vicious- 
ly delivered.  For  example,  in  Chicago 
two  Slovak  girls  had  an  address  on 
40th  street  and  Honore.  They  were 
taken  over  to  the  Northwest  side  and 
left  at  Huron  and  40th  avenue.  They 
were  picked  up  by  a  saloonkeeper  and 
kept  several  days  before  their  friends 
were  found.  There  should  be  official 
supervision,  of  all  arriving  immigrants 
by  the  United  States  Government.  We 
have  had  a  law  providing  for  it,  we 
have  an  appropriation  for  the  work — 
the  only  result  has  been  an  excellent 
example  of  administrative  inactivity. 

The  Immigrants'  Protective  League 
is  still  doing  all  that  is  done  in  the  pro- 
tection of  the  immigrant  on  arrival. 
Last  year  it  was  over  40,000  that  we 
took  care  of  and  arranged  for  the  de- 
livery after  the  way  in  which  the 
United  States  Government  is  author- 
ized now  by  law  to  do  it.  There  is 
therefore  imperative  necessity  for  your 
supplying  the  interest  which  will  bring 
about  the  enactment  of  laws  which  will 
mean  proper  care  and  protection  on 
arrival  of  these  great  numbers  of  im- 
migrant girls  who  come  to  us  every 
year  and  adequate  enforcement  of  the 
laws  after  they  are  enacted.  Those  who 
know    these    immigrant    girls    see    in 


them  the  same  kind  of  human  beings 
that  the  rest  of  us  are  and  realize  tTiat 
these  needs  and  difficulties  which  they 
meet  in  our  cities  are  intensified  and 
rendered  more  complex  because  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  ignorant  of  the  lan- 
guage. Those  who  know  these  girls 
well  bear  out  the  conclusions  of  the 
anthropologist  that  the  most  import- 
ant are  individual  and  not  racial  dif- 
ferences ;  that,  in  other  words,  there 
are  more  differences  between  English- 
men and  Englishmen  than  between 
Englishmen  and  Russians ;  that  there 
are  the  good,  the  bad,  the  selfish  and 
the  unselfish  in  every  race.  Those 
who  know  them  feel  the  peculiar  ap- 
peal which  these  girls  make  because 
they  have  come  away  from  the  home 
conditions  and  traditions  which  have 
held  them  for  centuries  and  art  start- 
ing out  anew  in  new  conditions,  and 
a  new  industrial  life.  I  am  struck  over 
and  over  again  with  the  real  similar- 
ity between  them  and  the  rest  of  all 
us  who  started  out  as  workers  in 
America. 

I  used  to  see  large  groups  of  high 
school  girls  going  out  to  become  work- 
ers of  one  sort  or  another.  They  had 
the  same  enthusiasm  over  what  they 
believed  economic  independence  was 
to  mean  to  them,  with  large  ideals  and 
believed  they  were  not  going  to  be 
content  to  endure  many  of  the  condi- 
tions under  which  their  mothers  had 
lived  and  worked  which  leads  the  im- 
migrant girl  to  leave  her  home.  The 
college  girl  starts  out  with  that  same 
sort  of  idealism,  determined  to  re- 
create our  social  and  economic  condi- 
tions. While  the  idealism  of  these 
girls  are  not  consciously  arrived  at,  it 
is  in  the  back  ground  of  the  minds  of 
these  girls  whose  training  and  oppor- 
tunities have  been  so  unequal.  I  am 
aware  of  the  fact  that  those  ideals  are 
lost  in  the  immigrant  group  just  as 
they  are  lost  in  the  college  group,  with 
each  group  it  is  because  there  is  not 
the  sympathy,  the  help,  and  the  en- 
couragement given  which  are  neces- 
sary if  these  ideals  are  to  become  ac- 
tualities.

The  economy  of  buying  is  the  big 
problem  which  women  must  solve  be- 
fore they  can  hope  to  be  successful 
housekeepers.  Not  only  must  they 
know  what  to  buy  and  where  to  buy 
it,  but  they  must  buy  profitably.  This 
not  only  involves  selection  of  articles 
but  the  avoidance  of  such  products  as 
require  exceptional  and  excessive 
boosting  to  obtain  recognition  from 
the  thoughtless. 

I  refer  particularly  to  the  products 
which  carry  coupons  or  trading  stamps 
of  any  kind.  Many  women  make  the 
mistake  of  thinking  that  they  are  get- 
ting something  for  nothing.  This  is  a 
fallacy,  for  in  the  end  they  not  only 
pay  the  value  of  the  coupons  but  a 
round  sum  for  the  support  of  the  pro- 
moters of  such  schemes.  The  grocers 
who  deal  in  such  things  are  assessed 
four  per  cent,  to  pay  for  coupons.  As 
customers  will  readily  see,  grocers  can- 
not afiford  to  deduct  this  percentage 
from  their  profits,  for  it  would  be  ruin- 
ous. The  belief  that  additional  busi- 
ness is  secured  through  coupons  is  all 
wrong,  for  housewives  will  not  buy 
more  of  staples  than  they  need,  and  it 
is  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  cou- 
pons will  draw  customers  to  an  ap- 
preciable extent  from  competitors. 

Housewives  should  demand  from 
their  grocers  the  four  per  cent,  dis- 
count instead  of  the  coupons.  In  that 
way  they  may  get  immediate  and  sub- 
stantial returns.  If  you  persist  in  deal- 
ing with  grocers  who  give  coupons, 
you  will  be  helping  to  pay  for  someone 
else's  prizes  the  minute  you  fail  to  re- 
deem every  coupon  you  have,  and  even 
if  you  do  redeem  your  coupons  you 
are  only  getting  a  share  of  your  own 
money  back  in  doubtful  values. 


The  grocer  who  does  business  on  the 
straight  "value  for  value  received" 
basis  is  the  one  you  should  deal  with. 
By  buying  from  such  dealers  you  help

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to  stabilize  the  business  so  that  gro- 
cery bills  may  be  reduced  to  the  mini- 
mum. If  a  grocer  is  assured  of  prompt 
payments,  a  trade  in  good  goods  at 
reasonable  profits,  he  can  give  you 
good  service  at  reasonable  profits.  If 
you  persist  in  calling  for  coupons,  and 
unreliable  goods  which  have  caught 
your  fancy  through  misleading  adver- 
tisements, and  in  demanding  unneces- 
sarily exacting  service,  your  bills  are 
bound  to  increase  and  your  goods  and 
service  will  be  inferior. 

An  instance  of  failure  in  the  coupon 
business  is  the  case  of  the  American 
Scrip  Company,  which  was  organized 
in  Los  Angeles  and  has  offices  in  the 
Story  Building.  This  concern  was  or- 
ganized with  a  great  flourish  and  took 
in  as  stockholders  such  men  as  the 
president  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, the  owner  of  the  building  in 
which  their  offices  are  located,  and  a 
dozen  other  prominent  persons.  On 
the  strength  of  these  names  the  pro- 
moters made  a  big  splash  and  endeav- 
ored to  ensnare  all  the  retailers  into 
doing  business  on  the  coupon  plan. 

The  usual  result  of  "giving  some- 
thing for  nothing"  followed.    The  com- 
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pany  is  insolvent  on  its  own  admission 
and  is  settling  what  bills  it  can  on  the 
35  per  cent,  basis.  It  admits  extrava- 
gance on  the  part  of  the  officers,  and 
many  other  "misfortunes."  The  real 
reason,  I  am  firmly  convinced,  is  that 
the  principle  is  wrong.  You  cannot 
pull  money  or  prizes  or  coupons  out  of 
thin  air.  Someone  has  to  pay  for  them. 
In  business,  where  all  expenditures  are 
carefully  figured  out  and  prices  set  ac- 
cordingly, it  must  be  the  consumer 
who  pays  after  all. 

This    company    caused    a    disruption 
in  the  ranks  of  the  retail  grocers,  some 


of  whom  were  not  yet  wise  to  the  fact 
that  coupon  schemes  are  parasites  on 
business.  The  president  of  the  South- 
ern California  Retail  Grocers'  Associa- 
tion was  asked  to  resign  by  the  direc- 
tors because  he  insisted  on  using  cou- 
pons in  his  store  and  fighting  coupons 
in  the  association.  He  was  not  an 
active  fighter,  but  as  president  he 
stood  for  the  association,  which  by  a 
large  majority  voted  against  coupons. 
Now  the  association .  stands  unani- 
mously against  the  coupon  business 
and  it  is  the  Scrip  company  which  goes 
under.  Right  principles  will  prevail  in 
the  end.

Teacher  of  Domestic  Science 

White    Layer    Cake 

One  and  one-half  cups  sugar,  two 
rounding  tablespoorifuls  Violet  Brand 
shortening,  one  cup  sweet  milk,  two 
cups  floUr,  two  teaspoonfuls  baking 
powder,  whites  of  four  eggs  well  beat- 
en, one  teaspoonful  vanilla.  Serve  with 
following  filling:  One  rounding  table- 
spoonful  Violet  Brand  shortening,  one- 
half  cup  powdered  sugar,  lemon  juice 
sufficient  to  moisten,  cream  well. 

Cream  Salad  Dressing 

One  cupful  fresh,  sweet  cream,  three 
tablespoonfuls  vinegar,  one  table- 
spoonful  flour,  whites  of  two  eggs,  two 
tablespoonfuls  salad  oil,  one  teaspoon- 
ful sugar  (powdered  is  best),  one-half 
teaspoonful  pepper,  one  teaspoonful 
mustard.  Heat  cream  to  boiling  point ; 
stir  in  flour,  which  has  been  wet  with 
cold  milk ;  boil  three  minutes,  stirring- 
all  the  time ;  add  sugar  and  take  from 
fire.  When  nearly  cold  beat  in  the 
whites  of  eggs  whipped.  Set  aside  to 
cool.  When  cold  beat  in  the  oil,  pep- 
per, mustard  and  salt.  When  ready 
to  serve  add  vinegar  and  pour  over  the 
salad. 
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Miss  Helen  Louise  Johnson,  chair- 
man of  Home  Economics,  G.  F.  W.  C, 
has  sent  to  every  state  chairman  of  her 
department  an  illuminating  circular 
letter  dealing  with  the  Smith-Lever 
bill.  The  bill  became  a  law  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress  and  the  various 
state  legislatures  are  now  taking  the 
necessary  steps  to  put  the  law  into  ex- 
ecution. This  Smith-Lever  act  pro- 
vides for  agricultural  and  Home  Eco- 
nomics extension  work.  "Said  exten- 
sion course  is  to  be  carried  on  by  field 
or  extension  workers  in  practical  dem- 
otistrations,  lectures,  bulletins,  etc.,  etc. 
Ten  thousand  dollars  is  provided  each 
year  to  each  state  that  assents  to  the 
provisions  of  the  bill,  and  after  the 
present  year  large  additional  sums  in 
accordance  with  further  provisions. 
The  bill  makes  no  provision  as  to  the 
amount  which  shall  be  devoted  to  ag- 
ricultural education,  and  that  which 
shall  be  given  for  extension  work  in 
home  economics."  It  is  desired  that 
women  be  given  equal  recognition  with 
men  in  this  expenditure,  and  they 
should  vigorously  protest  against  the 
bulk  of  it  being  used  for  agricultural 
extension  and  the  little  that  is  used 
for  home  economics  being  spent  for 
organizing  canning  clubs. 

While  the  country  needs  informa- 
tion as  to  agriculture,  canning  and  kin- 
dred subjects,  the  most  potent  influ- 
ence in  settling  the  unrest  prevailing 


in  rural  communities  is  a  more  scien- 
tific knowledge  of  the  business  of 
home-making  as  exemplified  in  homt 
economics  instruction.  The  Smith- 
Lever  act  recognizes  this  by  coupling 
agricultural  and  home  economics  ex- 
tension on  ec[ual  terms  in  stating  the 
purpose  of  the  measure,  showing  clear- 
ly that  the  improvement  of  home  con- 
ditions is  sought  just  as  earnestly,  and 
just  as  scientifically,  as  the  betterment 
of  agriculture. 

We  often  hear  that  whatever  brings 
more  prosperity  to  the  farm,  benefits 
the  condition  of  the  farm  woman,  but 
is  this  true?  There  are  thousands  of 
farms  today  where  the  latest  invention 
is  used  for  the  fields,  but  where  the 
wife  still  toils  with  the  household  ap- 
pliances of  fifty  years  ago,  where  her 
work  increases  rather  than  decreases. 
This  woman  must  have  more  leisure, 
more  variety,  more  real  joy  in  living, 
before  country  life  can  be  made  a  suc- 
cess. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  two 
million  women  in  the  General  Federa- 
tion will  not  be  called  on  to  wage  an 
active  campaign  to  secure  one-half  the 
fund  for  the  thousands,  who  most  need 
help.  However,  recent  developments 
force  us  to  believe  that  we  must  be  on 
the  alert.  One  state  has  already  de- 
clared that  it  considers  twenty-tour  per 
cent,  quite  enough  to  spend  on  the 
home  economics  side,  which  really 
means  on  the  woman's  side.

according  to  the  records  which  the 
Children's  bureau  has  submitted  to  the 
PubHc  Health  Section  of  the  Federa- 
tion, in  the  States  examined  that  be- 
tween 15  and  18  per  cent  of  the  babies 
born  in  the  last  year  or  two  have  been 
deprived  of  whatever  advantage  there 
may  be  in  a  legal  record  of  birth.  If 
a  legal  record  of  birth  is  useful  in  pre- 
serving the  lives  and  rights  of  chil- 
dren, no  American  baby  should  be  de- 
prived of  it,  and  the  only  standard 
which  ought  to  be  accepted  is  100  per 
cent.  Hundreds  of  members  of  the 
Federation  have  generously  given 
many  hours  of  time  to  this  test.  I 
should  fear  that  it  had  seemed  a  thank- 
less task  did  I  not  know  that  behind 
every  certificate  there  is  an  appealing 
baby  who  strengthens  the  appeal  for 
all  babies.  I  am  sure  that  a  few  years 
of  work  can  make  our  public  records 
of  births  as  certain  and  uniform  as 
marriage  records  now  are.  While  the 
mass  of  material  gathered  by  the  test 
is  valuable  statistically,  we  who  are 
not  statisticians  realize  that  the  mere 
fact  of  gathering  it  produces  an  inval- 
uable by-product  of  interest  which  is 
a  sure  aid  to  better  laws  and  better 
enforcement. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  and 
hopeful  instance  in  this  country  show- 
ing the  growing  conviction  of  the  value 
of  statistics  in  preserving  human  life 
and  health,  is  seen  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  where  a  Governorr's  Cimmission 
a  little  over  a  year  ago  made  a  start- 
ling report  showing  that  while  the 
death  rate  was  rapidly  going  down  in 
the  city  of  New  York  by  a  reduction 
obviously  attributable  in  a  large  mea- 
sure to  the  work  of  they  and  the  volun- 
teer work  for  infant  welfare,  the  death 
rate  in  the  rural  communities  was  in- 
creasing not  only  relatively  but  abso- 
lutely. This  commission  insisted  upon 
a  new  birth  registration  law  for  the 
State  as  a  primary  necessity,  and  this 
law  was  passed  at  once.  The  State  has 
since  created  a  Division  of  Child  Hy- 
giene and  is  considering  the  creation 
of  a  Division  of  Rural  Health,  backed 


by  the  demand  of  such  organizations  as 
the  State  Grange.  Of  course,  a  crowd- 
ed city  can  never  offer  to  infancy  and 
childhood  what  the  country  should  be- 
stow, but  no  greater  evidence  of  our 
complacent  neglect  to  place  the  knowl- 
edge of  hygiene  and  sanitation  at  the 
service  of  the  country  family  can  be 
shown  than  in  this  New  York  report ; 
nor  can  a  stronger  prof  be  asked  of 
the  growing  belief  that  accurate,  or- 
derly knowledge  must  be  the  founda- 
tion of  intelligent  efforts  for  social  bet- 
terment than  in  the  prompt  passage  by 
the  New  York  legislature  of  the  new 
state  registration  law. 

New  Zealand  gives  us  an  inspiring 
example  of  how  infant  mortality  can 
be  reduced, — through  the  work  of  the 
Society  for  the  Health  of  Women  and 
Children,  concerning  which  the  Chil- 
dren's Bureau  has  lately  prepared  a 
bulletin.  We  should  not  be  ready  to 
admit  that  New  Zealand,  with  her 
youth,  her  agricultural  wealth,  her  vig- 
orous and  intelligent  population  is 
more  favored  than  many  of  the  States 
of  this  country.  There  are  few  regions 
in  this  country  with  a  more  scattered 
population  than  New  Zealand,  yet  New 
Zealand  secures  first  of  all  the  record 
of  her  babies'  births,  and  then  through 
a  great  number  of  local  committees, 
chiefly  carried  on  by  women,  she  places 
at  the  services  of  her  town  and  rural 
population  alike,  the  personal  aid  of 
nurses,  trained  in  infant  care,  and 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  the  press  of  that  coun- 
try, she  can  confidently  say  that  it  is 
hard  for  any  family  to  evade  sound  in- 
form.ation  as  to  the  nurture  of  infancy. 
And  she  can  show  a  steadily  lessen- 
ing infant  mortality  which  for  more 
than  20  years  has  been  the  lowest  in 
the  world. 

The  Children's  Bureau  desires  to 
continue  its  infant  mortality  investiga- 
tion because  we  have  no  accurate  coun- 
try-wide knowledge  as  to  the  losses 
of  infant  life  in  the  United  States — a 
loss  now  estimated  by  the  Census  Bu- 
reau at  300,000  annually.  It  is  neces- 
sar  yto   precise   this   estimate,   to   dis-

On  account  of  the  National 
standing  it  is  planned  to  give  it,  this  school  would  bring  many  people 
to  this  city  from  all  parts  of  the  U.  S.  There  is  no  place  people  like 
so  much  to  come  as  Pasadena,  for  that  reason  such  an  institution 
would  attract  many,  if  located  here.  Likewise,  Pasadena  would  ben- 
efit much  from  it,  as  it  would  be  a  constant  high  class  advertisement 
for  our  city,  and  make  Pasadena  noted  as  the  center  of  fine  art  pro- 
ductions, a  reputation  which  would  harmonize  splendidly  with  the 
one  it  already  bears  of  being  "The  most  beautiful  or  Queen  City  of 
America."  Federation  Club  Members,  please  consider  this.  Will  you 
not  aid  in  furthering  this  move?

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cover  in  what  types  of  communities 
and  in  what  surroundings  infants  flour- 
ish most  or  least  and  how  the  best 
conditions  can  be  secured.  Is  it  true 
in  other  States  that  city  health  is  im- 
proving, and  that  rural,  health  is  not 
keeping  pace  with  that  improvement 
as  the  New  York  Report  indicates? 
There  was  probably  never  a  time  when 
there  was  such  honest  eagerness  for 
self  knowledge  on  the  part  of  com- 
munities in  this  country  as  now.  The 
exhibit  method  employed  by  a  great 
city  to  show  her  citizens  how  their 
taxes  are  spent,  or  used  i  na  remote 
rural  school  district  to  stimulate  in- 
terest through  a  baby  show;  the  child 
welfare  exhibits  which  have  stirred  our 
cities,  the  exhibits  which  have  become 
a  feature  of  such  great  meetings  as  the 
one  which  we  are  now  attending, — 
are  one  illustration  of  the  purpose  to 
know  ourselves. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  a  study 
of  infant  mortality  in  all  its  complex 
aspects  would  epitomize  the  science 
of  social  and  sanitary  progress,  but  it 
is  easy  to  make  a  practical  beginning, 
nevertheless. 

I  wish  that  every  county  throughout 
this  land  in  which  there  is  a  Woman's 
Club  could  be  induced  by  that  club  to 
hold  a  meeting  within  the  next  six 
months,  at  which  every  town  and  rural

school  district,  every  church,  every  as- 
sociation of  citizens  in  the  county 
should  be  represented  and  where  they 
should  meet  the  town  and  county  auth- 
orities whom  they  have  made  respons- 
ible for  spending  their  taxes,  and  con- 
sider together  how  to  protect  the  babies 
of  that  county. 

Such  a  meeting  would  reveal  the 
evils  of  neglect,  but  it  would  just  as 
surely  reveal  unsuspected  resources 
and  could  well  be  the  start  for  suc- 
cessful common  effort  for  all-round 
local  betterment. 

Some  weeks  ago  in  a  bouyant  mo- 
ment I  believed  that  this  generation, 
the  men  and  women  now  at  work  on 
the  planet,  could  eliminate  three  great 
obvious  evils  :  infant  mortality,  with  all 
its  complex  injuries  to  the  survivors, 
illiteracy  and  child  labor.  I  still  think 
it  profoundly  important  to  set  up  this 
triple  goal,  but  the  hardest  to  reach 
is  the  first.  Nowhere  else  do  poverty, 
ignorance  and  excess  join  together 
with  such  stern  fatality;  nowhere  else 
are  prejudices  and  tradition  so  en- 
trenched, and  yet  by  a  strange  ano- 
maly, nowhere  else  is  the  response  to 
intelligent  effort  so  immediate  and 
sure.

gether. Owing  to  the  methodical  habits 
of  our  late  able  leader,  this  proved  a 
comparatively  easy  task,  as  federation 
papers  were  quickly  segregated  from 
among  the  many  in  her  desk  which 
showed  wide  and  varied  interests 

The  Executive  Board  met  at  Califor- 
nia Chib  House.  San  Francisco,  on 
August  twenty-first,  and  completed  its 
ofificial  ranks  by  the  election  of  Mrs.  A. 
F.  Jones  of  Oroville  to  the  vice-presi- 
dency. 

Dr.  Louise  Harvey  Clarke  of  River- 
side, whose  appointmert  as  pr'^ss  chair- 
man and  federation  editor  was  one  of 
the  last  official  acts  of  Mrs.  Hoppin's 
life,  was  welcomed  with  enthusiasm  as 
a  member  of  the  Board,  as  was  also 
Miss  Jessica  Lee  Brigg>  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, who  was  appointed  press  chair- 
man from  the  north.  Together  these 
chairmen  will  present  federation  activ- 
ities through  the  columns  of  The 
Clubwoman  and  new  features  will  in- 
crease the  value  of  our  official  organ. 
We  trust  that  the  subscription  list  will 
show  a  marked  increase. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  meeting 
was  the  decision  to  present  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Josiah  Evans  Cowles  of  Los  An- 
geles to  sister  state  federations  as  a 
candidate  for  president  of  the  General 
Federation  of  \\'omen's  Clubs  to  suc- 
ceed Mrs.  Percy  V.  Pennybacker, 
whose  term  of  office  expires  at  the  close 
of  the  New  York  biennial.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  in  1912,  Mrs.  Cowles. 
who  is  beloved  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  California,  sacrificed  her 
opportunity  to  become  a  candidate  for 
this  high  office  because  of  her  desire  to 
make  ours  the  biennial  hostess  state. 
It  is  now  California's  proud  privilege  to 
express  appreciation  of  one  who  is  in 


every  way  qualified  to  lead  the  great 
mother  organization,  and  whose  acts 
have  marked  her  greatness.  Mrs.  E.  G. 
Denniston  of  San  Francisco  has  been 
appointed  chairman  of  a  committee  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  presenta- 
tion and  furtherance  of  Mrs.  Cowles' 
candidacy. 

AVork  on  our  year  book  has  neces- 
sarily been  delayed  because  of  the  sad 
change  in  official  ranks.  Our  corre- 
sponding secretary  hopes  soon,  how- 
ever, to  be  able  to  distribute  the  neces- 
sary copies.

AVith  pleasure  we  note  the  promotion 
of  another  of  our  very  capable  Califor- 
nia women  to  General  Federation  serv- 
ice. Mrs.  E.  G.  Greene  has  been  elected 
a  member  of  the  Conservation  Depart- 
ment (waterways  division)  of  which 
Mrs.  John  D.  Sherman  of  Chicago  is 
chairman. 

Mrs.  Percy  King,  , president  of  the 
San  Francisco  district;  Mrs.  Robert  J. 
Burdette,  first  president  of  the  Califor- 
nia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  and 
Dr.  Louise  Harvey  Clarke  are  planning 
to  enjoy  with  me  a  visit  to  Humboldt 
County  on  the  thirty-first  of  this 
month.  A  reciprocity  day  has  been  ar- 
ranged by  the  federated  club  women  of 
Fortuna,  the  entertainment  to  take 
place  in  the  Carson  Woods,  which  the 
women  of  that  section  are  endeavoring 
to  have  set  aside  as  a  national  redwood 
park.

The  survey  shows  the  need  of  a  cam- 
paign of  education  among  clubs  as  to 
the  real  meaning  and  value  of  Federa- 
tion ;  also  a  plan  devising  ways  and 
means  of  creating  more  unity  of  spirit 
and  more  uniform  work  in  promoting 
public  welfare  measures.  The  plan, 
briefly  outlined,  is  as  follows :  To  con- 
sider  the   Federation   as   a   chain :   the 
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central  thought — "The  strength  of  a 
chain  is  measured  by  its  weakest  link."' 
The  links  are  the  clubs  and  organiza- 
tion in  State,  District  and  County  Fed- 
erations. Chief  purpose  in  club  work — 
to  strengthen  these  links. 
■  Methods  suggested— have  a  Federa- 
tion secretary  in  every  club  to  put  Fed- 
eration work  before  the  clubs ;  invita- 
tion from  club  presidents  to  State.  Dis- 
trict and  County  officers  and  Depart- 
men  Chairmen  in  immediate  vicinity, 
to  visit  clubs  and  present  their  work ; 
Department  work  in  County  Federa- 
tions ;  County  department  chairmen  to 
be  sub-chairmen  under  District  Chair- 
men, -  thus    making    for    efficiency    by 


means  of  co-operation ;  Grouping  de- 
partments in  co-operative  work,  e.  g., 
Education,  Immigration,  Industrial  and 
Social  Conditions  and  Philanthropy, 
making  the  keynote  of  the  combined 
eiTorts  of  these  departments  the  build- 
ing of  a  better  citizenship. 

A  uniform  system  of  club  publicity — 
Have  a  Press  Chairman  in  each  county 
in  the  District;  said  Chairman  to  ar- 
range with  the  newspapers  for  a  club 
column,  as  often  as  desired,  gather  re- 
ports of  all  club  meetings  and  edit  same 
for  club  column,  then  send  reports  to 
District  Press  Chairman.  Such  a  plan 
would  educate  the  public  as  to  the  pur- 
pose and  worth  of  women's  clubs.

COUNTRY  LIFE 
Miss  Lillian  D.  Clark 
A  careful  plan  for  the  elimination  of 
illiteracy  and  the  extension  of  educa- 
tion to  the  adult  population  has  been 
worked  out  by  two  departments  of  the 
Federation.  Another  department  has 
a  program  relating  to  the  betterment  of 
rural  conditions  through  the  farm  and 
home.  These  are  printed  in  the  year- 
book of  1915. 

At  the  time  these  programs  were  pre- 
pared it  was  the  intention  of  the  de- 
partments to  work  on  separate  lines. 
Today  there  is  a  readjustment  and  cor- 
relation of  forces  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  wishes  of  our  beloved  president, 
Mrs.  Emily  J.  Hoppin.  This  wise  and 
loving  country  woman  was  not  content 
with  the  year-book  outlines ;  she  felt 
that  they  were  incomplete  and  that  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  active  work 
in  the  betterment  of  rural  schools.  Mrs. 
Hoppin  was  a  firm  believer  in  the  con- 
solidation of  small  districts,  wherever 
possible,  in  order  to  provide  better  ac- 
commodations   and    more    highly    spe- 


cialized teachers.  She  was  in  full  sym- 
pathy with  the  literacy  movement  and 
with  the  work  in  the  country  home,  but 
she  felt  that  the  rural  schools  needed 
general  attention,  and  asked,  at  her  last 
board  meeting,  for  a  rounding  out  of  the 
program  to  include  and  emphasize  their 
betterment.  In  compliance  with  this 
strongly  expressed  wish,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Country  Life  now  joins  with 
the  Department  of  Education  and  of 
Social  and  Industrial  Relations,  and 
asks  the  Federation  to  accept  a  joint 
program  on  the  general  subject  of  Edu- 
cation. This  will  include  the  campaign 
against  illiteracy  and  the  extension  of 
education  to  the  adult  population  of 
both  urban  and  rural  communities  as 
announced  in  the  year-book. 

The  principal  vibject  of  that  program 
is  to  vitalize  the  state  into  educational 
responsibility  and  activity  in  behalf  of 
a  considerable  part  of  our  population 
and  to  raise  California  to  the  first  place 
in  the  literacy  column. 

The  work  will  be  strengthened  if 
each  club  president  will  appoint  an  ac- 
tive, efficient  member  to  lead  in  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  education  of  the 
illiterate,  to  meet  in  council  with  rep- 
resentatives from  other  clubs  and  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  district  chair- 
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men  avIto,  in  turn,  will  keep  the  state 
chairmen  informed  of  progress. 

In  large  cities  conferences  of  club 
representatives  should  be  held  as  early 
as  possible  in  order  to  determine  modes 
of  procedure.    Please  note  that 

1.  The  school  house  is  designated  as 
a  meeting  place. 

2.  At  least  one  paid  teacher  should 
superintend  volunteer  workers. 

3.  Frequent  conferences  on  methods 
are  recommended. 

•  4.  The-  plan  e.xcludes  all  but  ele- 
mentary English  education  and  does 
not  include  home  or  citizenship  teach- 
ing, both  of  which  are  undertaken  by 
other  state  organizations. 

5.  The  plan  is  educational  and  not 
philanthropic. 

6.  Final  authority  is  vested  in  the 
school  officials  of  the  community. 

The  addition  to  the  vear-book  is 
RURAL  EDUCATION, 'which  is  di- 
vided into  three  heads,  with  their  defin- 
ite necessities  outlined  : 

The  Rural  Home — To  increase  in- 
come, to  lessen  drudgery,  to  overcome 
isolation. 

The  Rural  School — Consolidation, 
transportation,  evening  schools,  teach- 
erages. 

The  Rural  Community' — The  farm 
bureau,  the  count)-  library,  the  county 
nurse,  the  civic  center,  the  woman's 
club. 

The  rural  home  will  be  ser\ed  by  the 
director  of  extension  and  an  assistant 
in  agriculture  and  home  economics 
from  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the 
Uni\ersity  of  California,  working  under 
the  Smith-Lever  act. 

In  order  to  make  the  school  plan  ef- 
fective Aliss  Martha  M.  Trimble  of  the 
San  Jose  Normal  School  has  been  ap- 
pointed Clul)  Commissioner  on  Rural 
Schools.  This  commissioner  will  act  in 
co-operation  with  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

In  this  educational  endeavor  the  Fed- 
eration can  depend  upon  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Educa- 
tion ;  the  State  Board  of  Education  ;  the 
State  Commission  of  Immigration  and 
Housing;  the   Federal   Department  of 


Agriculture :  the  State  University 
through  its  Agricultural  College 
(working  under  the  Smith-Lever  bill). 

This  is  a  wonderful  backing  for  a 
great  work,  but  the  Federation  itself 
has  a  compelling  interest  to  become  the 
greatest  of  all  forces  in  this  adventure. 

Thus  far,  each  department  in  the  fed- 
eration has  been  pursuing  an  independ- 
ent path  leading .  to  general  welfare. 
This  year  may  we  not  ask  that  each  de- 
partment focus  itself  upon  the  general 
subject  of  Education,  making  its  con- 
tribution from  its  own  angle  For  in- 
stance. Literature  will  foster  pageantry 
in  preparation  for  the  tercentenary  of 
Shakespeare  in  1916.  Will  it  not  make 
its  contribution  in  sending  visiting 
pageants  from  large  to  small  communi- 
ties? Will  not  Music  send  teachers  of 
folk  song  and  dances.  Home  Economics 
develop  exhibits  of  farm  products, 
handwork  and  curios.  Civics  distribute 
and  plant  flower  seeds,  foster  civic  cen- 
ters and  pla3--grounds.  Philanthropy 
extend  scholarships  and  promote  inter- 
est in  the  University  Farm  School  at 
Davis,  Health  make  a  sanitation  cam- 
paign, Forestr}^  arrange  tree-planting 
days,  and  Art  prepare  practical  talks  on 
household  furnishings?  Thus,  in  some 
way,  each  group  in  the  Federation  can 
give  material  aid  to  the  educational  sys- 
tem of  California.  At  the  same  time  , 
there  will  grow  up  a  real  reciprocity 
and  a  cornmunit}'  of  interest  between 
the  clubs  of  the  country  and  those  of 
the  city.  This  task  is  our  legacy  from 
our  late  leader;  only  its  full  accom- 
plishment will  be  a  fitting  tribute  to 
her  mc:  

LITERATURE 
Mrs.  Aurelia  Henry  Reinhardt 

"And  still  be  doing,  never  done.'' 
The  State  Chairman  feels  that  it  is 
not  necessary  at  this  time  to  reiterate 
the  aims  of  the  Department  of  Litera- 
ture, as  the  "Practical  Suggestions  for 
Club  ^^'ork,"  published  annually  .by  the 
Federation,  c  nitains  detailed  informa- 
tion. 

One  efifort  of  the  department,  which 
touches  all  depp.rtments,  will  '-^^  en- 
larged upon  at  this  time. 
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On  April  2.i,  1916,  will  occu-  the 
three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
death  of  William  Shakespeare.  Never 
has  an  adequate  memorial  been  erected 
to  the  greatest  of  English  poets,  and 
the  English-speaking  world  is  uniting 
to  show  hiin  honor  in  the  coming  year. 
Co-operation  of  city,  town  and  rural 
community,  witli  their  diversified  in- 
terests, will  be  needed  to  make  the  me- 
morial an  effective  one.  It  is  not  money 
that  is  asked  for  to  build  a  monument 
of  marble,  but  the  nobler  idea  is  being 
promulgated  of  reviving  Shakespeare  in 
our  minds  and  hearts. 

The  California  Federation  is  urged  to 
aid  in  this  great  undertaking.  Shake- 
speare touches  our  lives  at  so  many 
points  that  we  can  honor  him  by  recog- 
nition in  other  fields  than  literature. 
Historical  clubs  may  undertake  the 
study  of  the  poet  and  his  contempo- 
raries ;  other  groups  may  study  the 
flowers,  or  the  birds,  the  philosophy  or 
the  religion  of  Shakespeare's  works ; 
musical  clubs  will  find  charming  study 
among  his  lyrics ;  dramatic  clubs  may 
take  up  his  plays  historically,  or  tech- 
nically, or  study  methods  of  stage  pro- 
duction ;  sociological  clubs  can  learn 
much  from  a  study  of  conditions  in  city 
and  country  under  the  Tudors.  Let  the 
women  of  the  Federation  see  that  in 
f  their  club  .jr  community,  Shakespeare 
is  made  to  live  again  in  their  midst ; 
buy  Shakespearean  books  for  the 
library,  put  his  picture  into  the  schools, 
have  lectures  given  upon  his  work,  give 
a  concert  of  Elizabethan  music,  and  en- 
act at  least  one  of  his  plays.  Do  some- 
thing. If  you  are  still  uncertain  what 
you  can  do,  perhaps  the  chairman  can 
be  of  some  help.  Write  to  her.  She 
pledges  her  best  effort. 


HISTORY  AND  LANDMARKS 
Mrs.  Charles  C.  Arnold 

As  "well  begun  is  half  done,"  let  us 
make  a  good  beginning  this  fall  by  tak- 
ing up  the  work  of  our  department 
promptly  and  with  fresh  enthusiasm. 

Every  club  should  have  a  committee 
appointed,  which  shall  offer  a  course  in 
California  history  to  members  desiring 


it,  and  shall  collect  and  preserve  local 
historical  data,  get  in  touch  with  all 
the  pioneers  and  early  settlers,  and  di- 
rect everything  relating  to  history  and 
landmarks  in  the  club  work. 

Such  committee  should  plan  pilgrim- 
ages to  places  of  historical  interest  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  club.  Make  them 
all-day  affairs,  if  possible,  with  a  picnic 
luncheon.  With  a  good  leader  along 
who  can  give  interesting  facts,  these 
excursions  will  be  of  value  in  arousing 
interest  in  the  story  of  early  days  and 
in  helping  the  social  life  of  the  club. 

The  Old  Emigrant  Trail  from 
Truckee  to  Sacramento  and  Marysville 
should  be  marked  by  cairns  that  would 
serve  as  guides  and  also  as  memorials 
to  the  pioneers  who  traveled  along  that 
historic  highway.  The  Northern  clubs 
can  surely  be  relied  on  to  erect  them. 
Will  not  some  club  along  this  highway 
start  the  good  work  by  placing  one  this 
winter? 

The  clubs  of  the  South  are  urged  to 
unite  in  erecting  some  worthy  monu- 
ment at  Cahuenga,  to  commemorate 
the  fact  that  the  treaty  of  peace  which 
ended  the  struggle  between  Mexico  and 
the  United.  States,  was  signed  there  by 
General  Fremont  and  the  Mexican 
leaders.  If  all  the  clubs  in  the  south 
join  in  this  work,  so  well  worth  doing, 
it  can  easily  be  done  and  in  a  way  that 
will  reflect  credit  on  our  Federation. 


PEACE 
Mrs.  C.  E.  Cumberson 

The  work  of  the  Peace  Department, 
C.  F.  W.  C,  will  be  carried  on  along 
the  original  lines  already  established  in 
the  department.  That  of  co-operation 
with  churches,  schools,  libraries,  etc., 
circulating  literature,  suggesting  Peace 
Day  programs,  presenting  resolutions 
and  legislative  measures  to  be  either 
approved  or  condemned.  This  is  entire- 
ly propaganda  work  which  .can  only  be 
carried  on  successfully  by  having  a 
committee  of  at  least  one  (and  more,  if 
possible)  in  every  club,  whose  duty  it 
will  be  to  bring  to  the  club's  attention 
material  pertaining  to  this  vital  subject. 
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which  is  of  necessity  the  cornerstone  of 
all  human  endeavor  and  progress. 

Club  members  should  bear  in  mind, 
we  do  not  expect  to  stop  this  war,  but 
we  are  endeavoring  to  educate  and  or- 
ganize public  opinion  that  it  may  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  our  Government 
when  the  time  comes,  as  it  must,  for 
future  Peace  plans  to  take  concrete 
form.  Therefore,  clubs  are  urged  to 
give  time  for  discussion  once  a  month 
to  such  subjects  as  "Should  our  na- 
tional policy  be  to  expend  millions  of 
dollars  to  increase  our  army  and  navy 
at  a  time  when  all  other  nations  are 
weakened  by  warfare?''  "Should  mili- 
tary training  camps  be  established  for 
citizens?"  "Should  military  training  be 
compulsory  in  our  public  schools?'' 
"The  establishment  of  a  'League  of 
Peace'  through  a  world  court  of  jus- 
tice." "The  substitution  of  an  inter- 
national police  for  rival  armies  and 
navies."  "I_^imitation  of  armament  and 
the  nationalization  of  their  manufac- 
ture," 

Clubs  are  also  urged  to  co-operate 
with  the  Woman's  Peace  Party,  with 
which  organization  our  Federation  is 
affiliated.  

CIVICS  AND  POLITICAL 

SCIENCE 

Mrs.  Charles  H.  Adams 

In  requesting  these  few  words  for 
The  Clubwoman,  I  feel  that  the  editor 
has  extended  to  us  a  great  privilege 
which,  in  the  near  future,  will  develop 
into  as  great  a  pleasure — when  we  are 
able  to  take  up  this  little  magazine  and 
in  a  few  minutes  become  conversant 
with  the  line  of  work  being  done  by 
the  different  departments. 

In-  Civics,  of  course,  we  expect  local 
issues  to  seem  of  the  most  importance, 
and  to  be  handled  from  a  local,  stand- 
point. But  a  few  things,  vital  and  fun- 
damental, should  be  given  state-wide 
support,  such  as  meat  and  milk  inspec- 
tion, enforcement  of  school  laws  and 
supervised  play.  If  the  house-mother 
can  be  brought  to  understand  that  in 
her  hands  alone  rests  the  problem  of 
clean  or  unclean  food,  if  she  will  refuse 
to    take    bread    that    comes    from    the 


baker  unwrapt,  meat  that  is  not  kept 
under  glass,  vegetables  that  are  not 
screened,  the  merchant  will  soon  accede 
to  her  wishes  and  one  of  the  greatest 
menaces  to  health  will  be  removed.  In 
the  same  way  she  can,  by  continued 
effort,  get  clean  instead  of  unclean  gov- 
ernment. Her  vote  is  her  power,  and 
never  should  she  use  it  without 
thought,  more  thought  and  her  very 
best  judgment. 

In  Political  Science  the  most  vital 
thing  at  present  is  to  see  that  all 
women  register  and  vote.  Several 
measures  which  are  to  come  before  us 
this  fall  should  be  carefully  studied. 
Now  that  we  have  the  franchise,  a 
woman's  duty  to  her  home,  herself  and 
her  state  is  to  use  it,  and  to  do  so  un- 
derstandingly. 


FORESTRY 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Royles 

If  there  is  one  dominant  note  in  the 
Department  of  Forestry,  it  is  that  of 
education,  and  I  want  to  urge  that  the 
coming  year  find  us  with  a  clearer 
vision,  and  a  better  understanding  of 
the  needs  of  our  beautiful  and  valuable 
forest.  W^e  must  understand  how  very 
essential  is  a  permanent  timber  supply  ; 
also  that  it  is  far  better  to  protect  our 
forests  than  to  try  to  regain  them  after 
they  are  destroyed.  But  until  the  peo- 
ple of  California  appreciate  fully  the 
necessity  of  providing  legislation  and 
financial  support  for  forest  protection, 
forest  fires  will  continue  to  destroy 
human  beings,  live  stock,  game,  timber, 
young  trees,  homes,  fences  and  pasture, 
and  diminish  the  water  supply  for  do- 
mestic use,  irrigation  and  electricity. 

Should  we  not  become  interested  in 
so  vital  a  subject  when  it  concerns  the 
welfare  of  the  whole  state? 

Let  us  endeavor  to  have  forestry 
taught  in  our  public  schools,  under  the 
head  of  "Nature  Study,"  for  where 
could  we  find  a  more  fitting  and  beauti- 
ful subject  for  our  future  law-makers 
than  this  one?  In  connection  with  this 
could  be  taught  the  preservation  of  our 
birds  and  wild  life.  We  can  let  the 
children  know  that  .some  species  of  our 
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birds  and  wild  life  are  fast  disappear- 
ing because  they  have  not  the  proper 
protection,  and  be  assured  that  when 
the  children  become  interested  it  fol- 
lows that  the  parents  will  be. 

Then,  in  conclusion,  I  wisli  to  urge 
the  planting  of  trees,  not  only  on  our 
state  highway,  but  on  our  country 
roads ;  also  that  we  devote  at  least  one 
programme  during  the  year  to  forestry. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  WATERS 
Mrs.  W.  S.  Kendall 

The  policy  of  the  Department  of 
Waters  is  to  interest,  through,  educa- 
tion, the  club  women  of  our  state  in 
the  work  of  this  department. 

Conservation  oi  our  natural  re- 
sources is  the  most  direct  means  of  con- 
servation of  humanity,  and  to  this  ex- 
tent women  should  be  interested. 
Wherever  the  natural  resources  are  de- 
stroyed, the  human  race  becomes  ex- 
tinct. 

Construction  and  not  commissions, 
progress  and  not  procrastination,  action 
and  not  investigation,  is  what  this 
country  needs.  It  needs  also  flood  pro- 
tection and  prevention,  river  regula- 
tion and  irrigation  and  electrical  power 
development  by  impounding  the  wat- 
ers. By  preventing  the  flood  waters 
from  running  to  waste,  carrying  death 
and  destruction  in  their  path,  we  could 
do  away  with  winter  floods  and  sum- 
mer drouths. 

Much  attention  should  be  given  to 
municipal  and  farm  domestic  water 
supplies,  and  to  the  pollution  of  har- 
bors,  streams   and  wells. 

Sanitation  is  an  exact  science,  and 
only  through  its  means  was  the  United 
States  able  to  build  the  Panama  canal. 
The  story  of  this  achievement  should 
be  studied  in  our  public  schools. 

It  is  time  women  knew  something  of 
the  expenditure  of  public  money  and 
the  results  obtained. 

We  have  spent,  in  the  United  States, 
$600,000,000  on  our  waterways  without 
any  degree  of  permanency.  We  now 
need  a  proper  policy  for  the  develop- 
ment and  use  of  this  great  asset — to 
build  up   the   country   and   relieve  the 


congestion  of  the  cities,  thereby  work- 
ing out  two  great  social  problems — 
the  unemployed  and  immigrant.  We 
must  provide  employment  for  tliose 
who  are  coming  from  foreign  lands. 

It  appears  to  me  that  every  woman 
should  desire  this  and  with  their  hearty 
co-operation  we  can  accomplish  much 
ETOod. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH 
Mrs.  R.  F.  Garner 

In  planning  for  this  year's  work  we 
do  not  forget  the  excellent  work  done 
by  this  department  during  the  past 
year. 

We  shall  continue  the  efTort  for  a 
more  accurate  and  complete  birth  reg- 
istration— that  the  child  may  be  given 
a  proper  start  in  life  and  prevented, 
thereby,  from  losing  some  of  his  rights 
of  .citizenship. 

This  department  will  specialize  along 
housing  lines,  that  the  child  may  de- 
velop under  health-giving  conditions. 
We  also  urge  that  special  attention  be 
given  to  better  sanitation  in  labor 
camps,  tenement-houses,  hotels  and 
family  dwellings.  Pure  water  supply 
and  proper  disposal  of  sewage  is  abso- 
lutely essential  to  health.  Health  re- 
sorts, small  towns,  and  rural  communi- 
ties where  the  water  supply  and  sewage 
do  not  have  careful  supervision  should 
be  investigated. 

Wt  would  bring  the  home  and  the 
school  closer  together  by  urging  the 
appointment  of  the  "Home  Teacher," 
as  provided  by  the  last  legislature.  This 
teacher  to  instruct  the  children  and 
adults  in  sanitation  as  well  as  in  the 
English  language. 

She  will  also  offer  suggestions  in 
household  duties  and  instruct  in  the 
fundamental  principles  of  our  govern- 
ment arid  the  rights  and  duties  of  citi- 
zenship— "not  trying  to  reform  the 
child  but  to  form  the  child." 

We  wish  to  further  in  every  way  pos- 
sible all  means  for  the  prevention  and 
spread  of  tuberculosis.  Giving  special 
attention  to  the  tubercular  patient  in 
county  hospitals,  as  provided  by  our 
last    legislature,   and   working   in   con- 
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junction     with     out     State     Board     of 
Health. 

It  has  been  said,  and  we  all  agree 
that    "Health    is    economic,    health    is 

moral."  

CIVIL  SERVICE  REFORM 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Galentine 

This  department  makes  its  appeal  to 
the  club  women  of  the  state  to  use 
every  effort  in  behalf  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Civil  Service  Law.  We  re- 
joice that  the  bill  amending  this  law  at 
the  last  session  of  the  legislature  was 
not  approved  by  our  Governor,  as  it 
would  have  greatly  impaired  its  effec- 
tiveness. 

We  desire  to  see  the  merit  system  es- 
tablished in  every  county  and  city  gov- 
ernment in  the  state,  with  adequate 
provisions  for  its  enforcement.  The 
fact  that,  where  so  established,  it  has 
called  forth  the  strongest  opposition  of 
the  politicians,  proves  how  much  they 
fear  its  efTectiveness  in  eliminating 
spoils. 

Li  prison  reform  the  plans  include 
work  for  a  state  prison  farm  and  the 
establishment  of  a  prison  wage  system, 
and  in  the  large  cities  municipal  farms 
for  petty  offenders,  with  all  employees 
under  civil  service.  Suitable  outdoor 
work  should  also  be  supplied  to  the 
women  of  this  class. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  dependent 
children  be  cared  for  in  an  adequate 
manner  in  state  or  county  institutions, 
whose  employees  are  all  under  civil 
service.  At  present  we  give  more  to 
our  criminals  than  to  our  poor.  Pov- 
erty should  not  be  allowed  to  breed 
criminals. 

The  establishment  of  ps3'-chopathic 
parole  homes  for  the  care  of  the  border- 
line insane  is  a  most  laudable  work. 

Institutional  conditions  should  be  in- 
vestigated and  where  found  bad  im- 
provement should  be  demanded.

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HOME  ECONOMICS 

Maud  I.  Murchie,  Director  of  House- 
hold Arts,  San  Jose  Normal  School 

Two  topics  most  interesting  to  the 
housewife  or  social  worker,  and  most 
vital  to  the  technical  organization  of 
the  home  are  "The  Economics  of  Con- 
sumption" and  "Household  Engineer- 
ing," or  the  application  of  science  and 
machinery  to  home  processes.. 

The  department  will  gladly  furnish, 
through  the  state  or  district  chairman, 
topics  or  programs,  and  indicate  suit- 
able material,  as  soon  as  such  can  be 
made  available. 

"The  Journal  of  Home  Economics," 
published  at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  is 
the  best  source  and  guide  in  the  field 
of  household  arts. 

The  chairman  will  endeavor  to  have 
recommended  lists  of  literature  sent  out 
to  local  libraries  as  an  aid  in  placing 
the  material  before  the  clubs.  The 
State  Library  contains  a  great  number 
of  good  references  for  Home  Econom- 
ics study. 

Co-operate  with  the  Civics  and  Coun- 
try Life  Departments  in  bringing  about 
improvements  in  home  conditions. 
School  lunches,  mother's  clubs,  social 
centers  and  co-operation  with  estab- 
lished departments  in  Home  Economics 
in  the  public  schools  are  all  avenues  for 
work. 

As  one  big  practical  aim  in  our  work 
is  to  give  an  appreciation  of  material 
values  and  standards,  that  wise  con- 
sumption may  result,  why  not  organize 
a  workable  buyer's  bureau  where  in- 
formation may  be  had  on  recommended 
equipment  and  clothing  for  the  home, 
giving  data  as  to  where  the  best  may 
be  obtained  at  suitable  prices.  This 
could  be  done  by  a  committee  appoint- 
ed by  the  club,  or  better  still,  as  labor- 
tory  practice  in  the  schools,  where 
such  work  may  be  supervised  by  a  well- 
trained  instructor. 

Rural  communities  would  welcome 
such  a  plan,  and  the  system  would  have 
a  most  wholesome  influence  on  the 
commercial  world. 


LEGISLATION 
Mrs.  Wm.  E.  Colby 

The  work  of  the  Legislative  Depart- 
ment of  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  should  be,  dur- 
ing a  "non-legislature"  year,  educa- 
tional. The  great  criticism  made  of  our 
legislative  programs  has  been  that  they 
have  not  been  sufficiently  well  consid- 
ered. We  improved  a  bit  last  year,  but 
we  can,  perhaps,  do  even  better  at  the 
next  session. 

The  State  Board  has  authorized  the 
Legislative  Department  to  carry  on  an 
educational  campaign  in  favor  of  a  bill 
making  it  possible  for  women  to  serve 
on  all  juries  involving  women  or  young 
children,  and  in  favor  of  certain 
changes  in  the  Community  Property 
Law,  notably  an  amendment  relieving 
the  widow  from  the  necessity  of  pay- 
ing an  inheritance  tax  on  the  commu- 
nity property.  Bibliography  and  de- 
tailed information  about  these  bills  will 
be  sent  out  very  soon  to  the  clubs, 
which  are  urged  to  save  space  in  their 
year's  programs  for  a  discussion  of  the 
work  of  this  committee.

New   Business    Establishment,    Founded    on

A  new  business  institution,  founded  on 
faith  in  the  commercial  stability  of  North 
Broadway,  was  formally  opened  yesterday.

EXTENSION 

Mrs.  Dallas  Mason  Gate 

Club  Extension  is  a  misnomer  for 
this  department.  It  should  be  federa- 
tion and  thus  follow  the  lead  of  the 
General  Federation. 

Call  it  any  name  you  please,  it  is  the 
missionary  department  of  club  work, 
and  requires  more  than  a  little  knowl- 
edge of  every  other  department. 

Its  object  is  three-fold:  to  organize 
clubs,  to  induce  clubs  to  federate,  and 
to  prevent  them  from  withdrawing 
from  the  Federation.  If  a  club  once 
thoroughly  understands  the  gospel  of 
unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  diversity  of 
aims  and  methods,  it  will  never  leave 
the  Federation,  because  it  will  have  ex- 
perienced the  "new  birth"  into  the 
spirit  of  federation. 

To  organize  a  club,  argue  the  broad- 
ening power  of  club  life  to  the  individ- 
ual in  the  larger  opportunities  for  giv- 
ing and  receiving.  Instruct  in  rudi- 
ments of  organization. 

To  federate  a  club,  argue  merits  of 
co-operation,  and  selfishness  of  receiv- 
ing without  giving. 

In  the  listless,  discouraged,  brain- 
faeged  federated  club,  inculcate  a  spirit 
of  enthusiasm  and  urge  it  to  make  more 
use  of  Federation  help. 

Be   definite,   concrete,   practical,  and 


the  ideal  will  take  care  of  itself.  Keep 
always  in  mind  that  all  good  work  will 
insure  culture,  but  only  certain  ones 
will  produce  "cultcha." 

If  every  club  woman  would  speak 
even  a  word  in  favor  of  federation 
whenever  an  opportunity  offers,  the 
spirit  of  federation  among  club  women 
will  not  only  bubble  but  seethe  by  our 
next  State  Convention. 


FEDERATION  EMBLEM 
Mrs.  Florence  Dodson-Schoneman 

The  symbolism  of  our  emblem  is  too 
little  known  among  club  women,  and  I 
am  more  than  happy  to  give  it  public- 
ity; 

"The  torch  is  the  torch  of  illuminat- 
ing wisdom  and  represents  all  of  the 
educational  work  we  attempt  in  federa- 
tion. The  wings,  pointing  upward,  are 
the  symbol  of  aspiration  on  which  we 
rise. upward  and  onward.  The  circle  of 
blue  stands  for  the  federation  itself,  de- 
noting by  its  color  loyalty  and  by  its 
form  strength.  On  the  magic  circle  in 
letters  of  gold  rests  our  state  motto: 
"Strength  united  is  stronger."  The 
golden  letters  on  the  torch,  C.  F.  W.  C, 
may  even  be  interpreted  to  mean,  "The 
unselfish  service  for  humanity  of  the 
thousands  of  women  who  are  entitled 
to  wear  this  emblem."  It  should  not 
only  be  a  duty,  but  a  pleasure  as  well, 
to  wear  the  emblem,  for  we  should  be 
proud  of  the  fact  that  we  are  members 
of  the  Federation. 

The  wearer  shows  by  wearing  it  that 
she  stands  for  civic  and  moral  better- 
ment ;  for  social  uplift  and  for  anything 
that  will  aid  in  the  development  of  a 
better  home,  a  better  community,  a  bet- 
ter nation,  and,  with  all  humility  we 
may  say,  a  better  world. 

The  state  officers  and  chairmen,  dis- 
trict officers  and  chairmen,  and  all  club 
officers  should  feel  it  their  duty  to 
wear  the  pin,  that  it  might  become  gen- 
erally known.  Then,  too,  it  would  add 
greatly  to  the  usefulness  of  our  organ- 
ization if  the  world  knew  our  strength 
and  the  number  of  our  members. 
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PARLIAMENTARY  USAGE 

By  ANNIE  LITTLE  BARRY 


It  is  becoming  a  necessity  for  women 
who  are  interested  in  topics  of  the  day 
to  have  a  knowledge  of  parliamentary 
usage.  It  matters  not  whether  this  in- 
terest be  in  religious  movements,  civ- 
ics, politics,  reforms  or  literary  organ- 
izations. 

A  knowledge  of  parliamentary  usage 
gives  one  a  reasonable  confidence  when 
taking  part  in  the  active  work  of  any 
organized  body,  and  assists-  one  to  pre- 
pare for  public  service,  not  in  the  spirit 
of  exhibition,  but  of  helpfulness. 

A  well-known  parliamentarian,  Mrs. 
Benjamin,  has  said  : 

"Parliamentary  law  separates  us 
from  selfishness  by  compelling  us  to 
think  of  the  rights  of  our  neighbor ;  it 
makes  us  generous  in  meting  out  jus- 
tice because  we  dare  not  be  niggardly ; 
it  gives  us  power  and  influence  over  the 
wrong-minded  ;  it  saves  time  because 
we  know  how  to  conduct  business  with 
dispatch :  it  makes  us  sympathetic 
through  our  pity  for  those  who  do  not 
known  this  more  excellent  way ;  it 
teaches  us  self-reliance  and  honor ;  in 
short,  it  broadens  and  strengthens  and 
beautifies  by  bringing  us  into  harmony 
with  the  Golden  Rule.  Why  not,  then, 
perfect  ourselves  in  parliamentary  un- 
derstanding that  we  may  obey  literally 
the  apostolic  injunction,  'Let  all  things 
be  done  decently  and  in  order'?" 

One  of  our  public  workers  said  to  me 
the  other  day  that  she  "considered  par- 
liamentary usage  a  necessary  evil." 

It  is  necessary ;  yes.  The  evil  is  in 
the  lack  of  its  knowledge. 

Be  careful  not  to  confuse  parliament- 
arv  usage  with  parliamentar)^  law. 

If  you  wish  to  know  parliamentary 
law,  that  is,  interpretation  of  the  inter- 
nal laws  of  your  organization,  go  to  a 
good  attorney — you  may  even  have  to 
resort  to-  the  courts,  although  your  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  ought  to  be  so 
simple  they  do  not  need  an  expert  to 
interpret  them. 

Parliamentary  usage  defined  is  this: 
"Rules  go\'erninp-  deliberative  bodies  in 


the  conduct  of  business."  In  other 
words,  public  courtesy. 

The  history  of  parliamentary  usage 
is  exceedingly  instructive ;  but  you 
might  not  be  interested  in  it  just  at  this 
moment.  Therefore,  let  us  consider  the 
subject  as  related  to  the  year  1915 — a 
year  that  is  to  bring  over  600  national 
conventions  to  San  Francisco  and  Oak- 
land— a  year  of  privilege  to  California. 
Our  own  organizations  will  entertain 
many  thousand  visitors.  Does  not  each 
woman  present  wish  her  own  club,  or 
whatever  society  she  is  specially  inter- 
ested in,  to  hold  the  best  meetings  pos- 
sible? 

But  some  one  says,  this  is  all  right 
for  the  leaders,  for  presidents  and  offi- 
cers— but  for  myself,  I  am  not  ambi- 
tious! May  I  remind  you  that  some- 
times honors  are  thrust  upon  the  unam- 
bitious? Very  few  officers  have  been 
ambitious  to  hold  office.  Moreover, 
have  you  a  right  to  go  on  enjoying  the 
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privileges  of  the  different  societies  to 
which  you  may  belong  without  being 
willing  to  share  the  responsibilities? 

No  matter  to  what  you  belong,  you 
need  a  knowledge  of  parliamentary 
usage,  if  you  intend  to  render  the  best 
service  of  which  you  are  capable. 

A  presiding  officer  may  know  every 
rule  pertaining  to  amendments  and  yet 
the  amendment  "to  add  to,"  "to  strike 
out,"  "to  substitute,"  or  "to  divide" 
may  cause  such  a  mental  "mystic 
maze"  to  the  average  member  that  she 
actually  dreads  this  very  simple  form  of 
a  motion. 

The  lack  of  knowledge  of  how  to  re- 
consider a  motion  may  plunge  your  or- 
ganization into  some  foolish  action.  If 
you  know  the  difference  between  "lay 
on  the  table"  and  "indefinite  postpone- 
ment" it  may  save  your  pet  motion 
from  sudden  death. 

If  you  are  aware  that  committees 
"rise,"  but  do  not  "adjourn,"  you  may 
win  the  confidence  of  some  good  par- 
liamentarian. 

A  working  familiarity  with  the  ins 
and  outs,  ways  and  by-ways  of  the 
mysterious  "previous  question"  may 
enable  you  to  cut  off  a  tiresomely  use- 
less debate.  If  you  understand  the 
rules  governing  motions  you  will  real- 
ize that  although  Mrs.  X.  Y.  Z.  and  her 
friends  introduce  a  foolish  or  unwise 
motion,  it  can  be  skillfully  disposed  of 
in  short  order.  Or,  if  you  propose  some 
wise  policy — and,  of  course,  all  of  your 
policies  are  wise — you  will  be  much 
more  likely  to  carry  j'our  point. 

And  now.  in  closing,  permit   me  to 


urge  you  to  ride  my  hobby  with  me. 
You  will  find  the  pace  moderate,  the 
road  smooth  and  the  destination  within 
reach. 

Parliamentary  usage  is  not  the  great- 
est thing  in  life  ;  but  it  is  a  useful  and 
sensible  accomplishment  needed  by 
every  woman  who  desires  to  be  of  serv- 
ice in  any  society  of  which  she  is  a 
member,  or  in  any  meeting  which  she 
may  attend.

strong  will  to  accomplish  results. 

The  board  meetings  will,  this  year, 
take  on  the  nature  of  Reciprocity  Days 
and  conferences,  only  such  time  as  ab- 
solutely necessary  being  given  to  rou- 
tine business. 

The  ne.xt  meeting  will  be  on  October 
2  at  the  Traveler's  Hotel,  Sacramento, 
and  the  program  will  be  under  the 
heads  of  Country  Life,  Civics  and 
Health. 

The  meeting  was  permeated  with  the 
feeling  of  sorrow  occasioned  by  the 
passing  so  suddenly  from  earthly  duties 
of  our  beloved  friend  and  leader,  Mrs. 
Emily  Hoppin,  and  the  Board,  as  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  presented  these 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted  : 

In  Memoriam 
"There  is  no  death ;  what  seems  so  is 
transition. 
This  life  of  mortal  breath 
Is  but  a  suburb  of  the  life  Elysian, 
A\^hose  portal  we  call  death." 

Through  this  portal  our  beloved 
President  of  the  California  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs,  Mrs.  Emily  Hop- 
pin,  passed  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  of 
August,  1915,  to  the  beautiful  home 
which  our  Heavenly  Father  has  pre- 
pared for  those  that  love  him. 

She  has  gone  from  our  midst,  and  her 
earthly  associations  will  know  her  ,no 
more.  Ever  faithful  to  the  demands  for 
service,    she   was   worthy   of   the   high 


respect  and  esteem  of  her  co-workers, 
and  she  will  shine  as  a  star  in  the  bright 
constellation  of  recollection,  till  we, 
too,  are  called  hence  to  join  that  in- 
numerable caravan  which  moves  to  the 
pale  realms  of  shade. 

Deeply  and  sincerely  deploring  her 
loss,  we  lay  this  tribute  on  the  altar  of 
her  memory : 

Resolved :  That  in  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Emily  Hoppin,  the  club  women  of  Cali- 
fornia feel  that  they  have  lost  one  who 
exemplified  the  highest  type  of  woman- 
hood, and  who  was  universally  re- 
spected for  her  womanly  traits,  her  un- 
swerving sense  of  fairness,  her  hbriesiy 
and  integrity. 

That  the  community  has  lost  one  of 
its  best  citizens,  her  children  a  most 
devoted  mother,  her  friends  a  most  lov- 
able companion.  Woodland  and  all 
Yolo  County  will  mourn  deeply  and 
long  because  of  her  death,  at  a  time 
when  she  was  in  the  zenith  of  her 
power   for    good,    and    that    mourning 
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will  be  all  the  more  sincere  because 
none  there  were  who  did  not  call  her 
friend. 

Resolved :  That  we  extend  to  her 
stricken  family  our  heartfelt  sympathy 
in  this  their  hour  of  trial  and  bereave- 
ment, and  commend  them  to  an  all- 
wise    Providence,   who   alone   can   still 


the  piteous  wail  of  sorrow;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved  :  That  a  copy  of  these  reso- 
lutions be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of 
the  Executive  Board,  a  copy  published 
in  The  Clubwoman,  and  a  copy  sent 
to  the  bereaved  family.

F.  Shumacher.  president 
of  the  San  Jose  Woman's  Club,  will 
have  the  assistance  of  the  Santa  Clara 
Alliance  (eight  clubs)  in  entertaining 
the  district  convention. 

The  chairman  of  Press  was  instruct- 
ed to  receive  reports  from  two  depart- 
ments each  month  during  the  year  and 
to  make  a  digest  of  the  acti-\'ities  in 
each  line  in  the  fourteen  counties  com- 
prising the  district.  Copies  of  this  di- 
gest will  be  sent  to  all  of  the  club  edi- 
tors in  the  state.  In  this  way  full  pub- 
licity will  be  obtained  for  definite  con- 
structive work. 


The  E-xecutive  Board  agreed  to  act 
as  a  local  board  of  management  for  the 
International  Council  of  W^omen, 
which  will  convene,  on  invitation  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  E.xposition,  early  in 
October.  The  exact  date  depends  upon 
the  arrival  of.  Lady  Aberdeen,  who  sails 
from  Scotland  late  in  September.  Spe- 
cial features  of  the  Council  meetings 
will  be  the  discussion  of  what  foreign- 
born  women  have  contributed  to  the 
home  and  state,  since  coming  to  this 
country.  Another  excellent  topic  will 
be  the  moral  and  religious  influence  of 
these  same  women  in  the  life  of  today. 
The  first  evening  session  will  consist  of 
the  singing,  of  the  national  anthem  and 
the  unfurling  of  the  flag  of  each  nation 
represented,  with  a  speech  of  welcome 
by  a  woman  of  that  nationality. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  one-day  ses- 
sion of  the  San  Francisco  District  on 
the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  In- 
ternational Council.  In  addition  to  re- 
ports of  department  chairmen,  outlin- 
ing their  work  for  the  coming  year, 
there  will  be  a  discussion  of  the  best 
plan  to  raise  money  for  district  ex- 
penses. There  will  be  two  speakers, 
one  who  favors  endowment  and  the 
other  who  advocates  a  raise  in  per  cap- 
ita tax  for  each  member.  All  phases 
of  the  subject  will  be  considered. 
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PUBLIC  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAU

Member  Executive  Committee,  Nation- 
al  Advisory   Council,  United   States 
Department  of  Labor,  and  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Los  Angeles  Munici- 
pal Free  Employment  Bureau. 
Pregnant  with   social  and  economic 
potentiality,  Los  Angeles  shortly  is  to 
become  mother  of  the  first  Municipal- 
State-Federal  Employment  Bureau  in 
the  United  States.   This  phase  of  devel- 
opment also   is   looked   forward   to  in 
Seattle  and  Cleveland. 

Intelligent  co-operation  between 
city,  state  and  national  governments, 
as  a  prerequisite  to  a  constructive  pol- 
icy in  dealing  with  the  problem  of  un- 
employment has  been  recognized  by 
the  local  bureau  since  its  inception.  It 
was  for  this  principle  that  the  Los  An- 
geles bureau  contended  at  the  recent 
conference  of  city,  state  and  federal 
employment  officials  in  San  Francisco. 
Because  of  the  misconception  of  the 
real  functions  of  public  employment 
bureaus  these  organizations  have  been 
and  are  seriously  handicapped.  Club 
women,  social  workers  and  other  well- 
intentioned  persons  often  apparently 
see  in  these  bureaus  only  a  dumping 
gound  for  unemployable  and  near-un- 
employable men  and  women.  They  are 
prone  to  believe  that  mediocre  help  is 
the  best  for  which  one.  may  hope 
through  such  organizations. 

Exactly  the  reverse  is  true.  The  Los 
Angeles  bureau,  for  instance,  refuses  to 
send  any  applicant  to  a  prospective  em- 
ployer unless  first  convinced  of  the  ap- 
plicant's fitness  for  the  particular  posi- 
tion to  be  filled.  Work  is  sought  for 
able-bodied  men  and  women  only  and  a 
high  standard  of  efficiency  is  main- 
tained. Charity  is  absolutely  divorced 
from  the  modern  public  employment 
bureau  and  intelligent  discrimination 
by  employment  experts  insures  the  em- 
ployer efficient  help  without  the  trou- 
ble and  expense  of  interviewing  impos- 
sible applicants. 

The    functions   of   a   public    employ- 


ment bureau,  efficiently  conducted 
along  constructive  lines,  are  second  in 
importance  only  to  those  of  public 
schools.  Employers  and  employees  are 
beginning  to  recognize  this  truth.  As 
a  result  the  most  capable  and  efficient 
workers  in  all  lines  of  endeavor  will  be 
found  registered  at  the  public  employ- 
ment bureaus.  At  the  local  bureaus 
are  registered  hundreds  of  university 
graduates,  men  and  women  second  to 
none  in  their  particular  lines.  It  is 
error  to  assume  that  only  laborers  and 
domestic  help  may  be  obtained  through 
this  organization.  The  Los  Angeles 
bureau  undertakes  efficiently  to  fill  any 
position  from  scrub  woman  to  office 
manager;  from  janitor  to  executive 
head  of  a  business  concern. 

The  province  of  a  public  employment 
bureau  is  broad.  Modern  conception 
of  its  duties  are :  to  collect  and  furnish 
information  concerning  employers 
seeking  employees  and  workers  seek- 
ing employment ;  to  make  known  op- 
portunities for  self-employment;  to  dis- 
tribute information  regarding  the  labor 
market  and  to  avoid,  and  where  possi- 
ble prevent,  circulation  of  false,  inac- 
curate or  misleading  information  re- 
garding labor  market  conditions. 

Unemployment  is  an  age-old  prob- 
lem. It  may  not  be  disposed  of  by  ig- 
noring it  nor  by  attributing  it  to  ex- 
traneous causes.  It  is  a  result  of  no 
particular  crisis.  Occasional  exigen- 
cies, with  demands  for  temporary  relief, 
should  not  blind  us  to  the  imperative 
need  of  a  constructive  policy  in  deal- 
ing with  these  matters. 

There  is  something  inherently  wrong 
in  modern  industrial  organization ; 
some  fundamental  fault  in  the  adjust- 
ment or  mal-adjustment  of  the  social 
and  economic  structure  of  a  civilization 
where  able-bodied  men  and  women 
seek  in  vain  for  work.  Ancient  as  is 
the  problem  of  unemplo3'ment,  the  un- 
regulated, intensely  competitive  devel- 
opment of  modern  industry  has  compli- 
cated and  broadened  its  extent  almost 
beyond  belief.

Miss  Blanch  Geary,  in  the  Young 
Woman's  Christian  Association  Month- 
ly, writes  feelingly  of  the  lack  of  music 
in  our  national  life.    She  says  : 

"Is  it  not  a  matter  for  wonderment 
that  with  the  musical  instincts  result- 
ing from  Italian,  German,  French  and 
Welsh  heritage  in  American  life,  and 
with  the  craving  for  artistic  creation 
which  is  not  less  inherent  in  the  Amer- 
ican girl  than  any  other,  that  we  are 
still  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  of  nations 
to  whom  music  is  one  of  the  great  joys 
of  life?  Three  hundred  German  cities, 
a  short  while  ago,  were  noted  for  their 
singing  societies.  Have  we  thirty  cities 
in  this  country,  with  its  millions  from 
the  fatherland,  boasting  organized  sing- 
ing societies? 

The  little  French,  German  and  Bel- 
gian children  for  years  have  been 
taught  at  school  to  read  music  at  sight 
as  surely  as  they  are  taught  their  A  B 
C,  with  the  result  that,  knowing  how  to 
read,  they  sing,  and  knowing  how  to 
sing,  the}'  make  music  constantly — 
morning,  noon  and  night,  at  work,  at 
play,  in  the  family  circle,  in  the  friendly 
group.  Fete  days  mean  music — cele- 
brations of  any  kind  involve  music. 
Love  making  needs  music.  Where,  in- 
deed, in  the  light  of  this,  is  music  in 
our  national  life?"

Organization  in  any  walk  of  life  has 
proven  economical,,  and  it  is  the  first 
requisite  for  efficiency  in  any  business. 
Organized  women's  clubs  have  solved 
many  domestic,  social  and  economic 
problems.  Other  organizations  are  do- 
ing likewise.  Therefore,  the  obvious 
conclusion  is  that  correlated  efforts  by 
various  organizations  result  beneficially 
for  all  concerned.  There  is  no  practical 
feature  of  the  woman's  daily  life  which 
is  more  important  than  the  food  prob- 
lem, and  a  S3'stematic  study  in  detail  is 
advised  for  every  club  woman.  To  do 
this  the  women  must  learn  what  the 
food  producers  and  distributors  have 
accomplished.  Producers  must  devise 
a  system  which  will  not  only  develop 
stable  trade,  but  which  will  give  the 
consumers  the  best  there  is  in  the  mar- 
ket, at  the  fairest  prices,  and  with  the 
best  service  at  the  least  possible  cost. 
Grocers  are  the  people  the  housewives 
have  to  deal  with  directly,  and  there- 
fore they  are  the  people  with  whom  the 
household  economists  must  get  in  close 
touch.  The  grocers  in  this  community 
are  organized  into  the  Southern  Cali- 
ornia  Retail  Grocers  Association,  which 
not  only  seeks  to  distribute  food  prod- 
ucts at  a  reasonable  profit,  but  to  give 


satisfaction  in  prices,  quality  of  goods 
and  service.  All  these  features  must 
work  together  to  produce  results,  both 
for  .the  grocers  and  their  customers. 
The  Clubwoman  strongly  advises  that 
the  various  women's  clubs  of  the  South 
make  a  systematic  study  of  food  prob- 
lems and  seek  the  assistance  and  co- 
operation of  the  Southern  California 
Retail  Grocers  Association.  Neal  P. 
Olsen,  secretary,  has  signified  his  will- 
ingness at  any  time  to  assist  the  club 
women,  and  at  the  same  time  listen  to 
suggestions  and  complaints,  if  any,  so 
they  may  be  corrected.

One  of  the  greatest  mistakes  women 
make  is  to  buy  inferior  goods  because 
they  are  alleged  to  be  cheap.  For  in- 
stance, a  woman  will  buy  a  bucket  of 
oranges  from  a  huckster  for  a  dime. 
Several  of  the  oranges  may  be  worth- 
less and  many  of  the  others  specked, 
but  she  thinks  she  has  a  bargain.  When 
her  grocer  asks  her  twenty  cents  for  a 
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dozen  of  first-class  oranges  she  demurs 
and  quotes  the  huckster's  price  in  com- 
parison, forgetting  all  about  the  spoiled 
portion. 

Such  dealings  on  the  part  of  the 
housewives  are  not  only  unfair  to  their 
grocers,  but  to  themselves.  They  really 
get  the  worst  of  the  deal.  A  half  dozen 
first-class  oranges,  no  doubt,  would 
contain  more  edible  fruit  than  her 
whole  bucketful  of  culls.  It  is  mani- 
festly unreasonable  to  complain  to  her 
grocer  that  he  is  overcharging,  when  as 
a  matter  of  fact  he  is  giving  better 
value  for  money  received  than  the 
huckster. 

Far  be  it  from  me  to  stand  in  the 
way  of  anyone  making  a  living,  but  I 
believe  it  is  the  civic  and  economic  duty 
of  the  housekeeper  to  deal  only  with 
her  neighborhood  grocer  if  he  is 
worthy  of  patronage.  He  is  a  daily 
necessity  and  places  in  commision  a' 
large  stock  of  goods  to  select  from  and 
gives  good  service.  Besides,  he  pays 
heavy  taxes,  which  go  to  build  up  the 
neighborhood  streets,  keep  the  sewer 
cleared,  the  Water  running,  the  lights 
burning,  etc. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  hucksters  and 
peddlers  pay  only  a  small  wagon 
license,  but  they  daily  pound  your 
streets,  let  their  horses  run  over  your 
street  grass-plots,  rouse  the  neighbor- 
hood with  their  unearthly  noise,  and  in 
the  end  give  you  small  service,  for  he 
carries  a  limited  stock  of  goods  and 
cannot  possibly  supply  you  with  all  you 
need.  Manifestly  it  is  unfair  to  the 
grocers  to  expect  them  to  carry  the  tax 
burden,  keep  a  stock  of  goods  on  hand 
for  your  selection,  and  give  you  good 
service,  for  onl}^  a  part  of  your  trade. 

Deal  exclusi\-elv  with  your  neighbor- 


hood grocer,  and  if  you  do  this  he  will 
be  able  to  carry  a  better  hne  of  goods, 
give  you  better  service,  and  help  gen- 
erally to  build  up  your  neighborhood. 

Above  all  things,  don't  deal  in  infe- 
rior goods.  By  that  I  do  not  mean  that 
you  should  buy  fancy  goods  at  high 
prices.  Low-priced  goods  may  also 
have  good  quality.  You  must  buy 
within  your  means,  but  you  should  in- 
sist on  good  goods.  Demand  that  they 
be  furnished  you. 

The  recent  agitation  against  the  sale 
of  inferior  citrus  fruit  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia is  timely.  There  is  no  reason 
why  we  should  not  have  the  best  or- 
anges and  lemons  served  right  here, 
instead  of  having  the  culls  palmed  off 
on  us.  The  prices  should  be  made 
right,  too.  It  is  a  common  complaint 
of  tourists  that  here  in  California  they 
have  to  pay  as  much  or  more  for  or- 
anges, of  inferior  quality  at  that,  as 
they  do  in  the  East. 

AVe  may  blame  this  largely  to  the 
"bucket-brigade,"  which  goes  from 
house  to  house  selling  oranges  at  ten 
cents  a  bucket.  These  are  really  not 
oranges,  nor  are  they  seconds  or  thirds 
or  fourths ;  they  are  worse  than  culls. 
These  hucksters  go  into  the  orange 
groves  and  buy  this  fruit  at  as  low  as 
five  cents  a  box.  In  fact,  the  growers 
would  be  glad  to  pa}^  to  have  them 
hauled  off  the  land  were  there  not  such 
a  market  in  existence. 

Then  the  women  begin  to  demand  of 
their  grocers  a  cheaper  orange.  What 
can  the  grocer  do?  He  must  stock  up 
on  inferior  goods  to  meet  the  demands 
for  low  prices.  Then  everybody  gets 
the  worst  of  it.  The  lowest-priced  is 
not,  by  any  means,  always  the  cheapest.

SHORT  METHOD   FOR  BREAD 
MAKING 

Scald  one  and  one-half  pints  milk ; 
dissolve  one  cake  compressed  yeast  in 
two-thirds  cupfuls  lukewarm  water ; 
add  two  tablespoonfuls  sugar ;  sift  two 
sifters  of  Globe  Al  flour  in  mixing 
bowl.  When  milk  is  lukewarm,  add 
one  large  tablespoonful  salt ;  add  dis- 
solved yeast  to  milk ;  make  well  in  cen- 
ter of  flour,  and  add  milk.  Stir  with 
mixing  spoon  until  flour  is  all  taken 
up,  then  turn  out  on  board  and  knead 
well  for  twenty  minutes.  Return  to 
bowl  and  let  raise  in  warm  place,  well 
covered.  This  will  take  from  two  to 
three  hours.  When  sufficiently  risen, 
punch  down  and  let  stand  for  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour  longer  (doubled  in 
bulk).  Mold  into  loaves  or  rolls,  han- 
dling the  dough  very  gently.  Put  in 
well-greased  pans,  let  raise  and  bake. 
Rolls  should  raise  at  least  one4half 
hour  and  loaves  one  hour.  Bake  rolls 
twenty^five  minutes  and  loaVes  one 
hour  in  wood  or  coal  range,  or  forty- 
five  minutes  in  gas  range.  If  de- 
sired to  make  this  bread  over  night, 
use  only  one  tablespoonful  sugar  and 
one  and  one-half  tablespoonfuls  salt. 
Bread  made  by  this  method  can  be  set 
at  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  and 
should  be  out  of  the  oven  by  noon. 

If  desired  to  make  bread  at  night, 
use  method  as  above  at  night  just  be- 
fore retiring,  and  in  the  morning  dough 
will  be  ready  to  put  into  pans ;  let  raise

and  bake.  If  dough  is  made  into  loaves 
at  seven  in  the  morning,  it  should  be 
baked  by  nine  o'clock.
